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STATISTICS OF CHURCHES. 



DEPARTMENT OF THE INTEBIOB,

This balletin, whioh is the third devoted to statistics of oharches, represents all the Catholic bodies 
which have congregations in the United States. There are seven of these communions, embracing the 
Boman Catholic, the Greek Catholic (ITniates), in union with the Holy See, the Russian Orthodox, the 
Greek Orthodox, the Armenian, the Old Catholic, and the Reformed Catholic Church. The Roman 
Catholic Church has congregations in every state and t^erritory of the Union, including Alaska and 
the District of Columbia. The CTnited Greek Catholics are represented in Pennsylvania, Illinois, New 
Jersey, and Minnesota; the Russian Orthodox Greek Church, in California and Alaska; the Orthodox 
Chuich of Greece, in Louisiana ; the Armenian Church, in Massachusetts, New York, and Rhode Island ; 
the Old Catholics, in Wisconsin ; the Reformed Catholics, in New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania 
and Illinois. 

The following summary of the Catholic bodies gives the number of organizations and church 
edifices and halls, with their seating capacity ; also the value of church property and the number of 
communicants or members : 

SUMMARY BY CHURCHES. 
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The Boman Gatholio Ohnrch is divided into thirteen provinoeB, which embrace thirteen archdiooeses. 
sixty-six dioceses, five vicariates apostolic, and one prefectare apostolic It has 10,221 organisations or 
congregations, of which 1,469, or 14.4 per cent, meet in halls, schoolhoases, and private houses. The 
church owns 8,765| houses of worship, including cathedrals, churches, and chapels, valued at 1118,381,516. 
It has a total of 6,250,045 communicants, of whom one-half are to be found in the dioceses in the five states 
of New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Illinois, and Ohio. The archdiocese of New York, comprising 
the counties of New York, Westchester, Putnam, Dutchess, Ulster, Sullivan, Orange, Eockland, Clinton, 
and Biishmond, has 472,806 communicants, with church property valued at $8,992,525. The archdiocese 
of Boston, embracing the counties of Essex, Middlesex, Suffolk, Norfolk, and Plymouth, comes nest 
in number of communicants, reporting 419,660, with church property valued at 16,379,078 ; and that 
of Chicago, including Cook and seventeen other counties, is third, with 326,640 communicants and 
church property valued at $6,457,064. The following summary shows the statistics of the church by 
ecclesiastical provinces :

Among the six and a quarter million communicants most of the populations of Europe are 
represented, and religious instruction is provided for them in English, German, Bohemian, Polish, 
Lithuanian, Hungarian, French, Spanish, Italian, and other languages. The services in the Armenian 
churches are in the ancient Armenian ; those in the Bussian Orthodox, the Greek Orthodox, and the 
United Greek Catholic churches are in the Greek.

STATISTICS OF CHURCHES.

This balletin contains the statistics of the Boman Catholic and all other Oatholic bodies historically 
related to it which are represented in the United States, viz, the Greek Catholic Chnrch (Uniates), which 
acknowledges the sovereignty of the Pope, the Bassian Orthodox Chnrch, the Greek Orthodox Gharch, 
the Armenian Church, the Old Catholic Chnrch, and the Beformed or Converted Catholic Chnrch. 

THE BOMAK OATHOLIO CHURCH. 

The Boman Catholic was the first Christian worship established in the territory now constituting the 
United States. As early as 1512, only twenty years after the dis<x)very of America by Columbus, Spanish 
priests began a mission tour in Florida and the Mississippi valley. In the same century the native 
tribes of the Bio Grande, in the territory now known as New Mexico, were converted by Spanish priests 
firom Mexico. The Catholic population in the archdiocese of Santa Fe is therefore said to be the oldest 
body of Catholics in the United States. French priests established a mission on Mount Desert island, 
off the coast of Maine, in 1612, and there were other beginnings in different parts of the country. 

The first Catholic see erected was that of Baltimore, which dates from 1789. In 1808 it was constituted 
an archdiocese. There are now thirteen provinces, the metropolitan sees being those of Baltimore, Oregon, 
Saint Louis, New Orleans, Ciqcinnati, New York, San Francisco, Santa Fe, Philadelphia, Milwaukee, 
Boston, Chicago, and Saint Paul, w hich were created in the order named. Connected with these provinces 
are 66 dioceses, 5 vicariates apostolic, and 1 prefecture apostolic. 

Special acknowledgment is hereby made of the cordial cooperation given by the most reverend 
archbishops, the right reverend bishops, the very reverend vicars-general, and other ecclesiastical officers 
in the very arduous and difficult task of gathering the statistics of the churches, chapels, missions, and 
stations of the various dioceses and vicariates. At the earnest request of the special agent of the Census 
Office they nominated to him suitable persons to do the work at his appointment and under his 
instruction, urged those in charge of congregations to give the information required, and most of them 
kindly inspected and approved the final returns before they were certified and reported to the Census 
Office for acceptance. 

Precisely the same inquiries were asked as are asked of other denominations. As the Boman 
Catholic Church always gives in its published annual statistics the number of baptized members or 
population instead of communicants, the census appointee in each diocese was requested to comply with 
the requirements of the census schedules and furnish the number of communicants, in order that the 
statistics of all the denominations might be uniform. According to information received from bishops, 
it is the custom of the church for baptized persons to make their first communion between the ages of 
nine and eleven years. Baptized persons below the age of nine years are not included therefore in the 
census returns. Some ecclesiastical authorities estimate that members of this class constitute about 
fifteen per cent of the population of the church, which, of course, embraces both baptized members and 
communicants. 

In order that proper significance may be given to the figures representing the seating capacity 
of churches, chapels, etc, it will bo necessary to take into consideration the fact that in populous places 
from three to four and sometimes as many as six or seven services, or even more, are held in the 
same church on Sunday. In most Protestant churches there are two services only, and in some but one 
service. Separate services of the mass in Catholic churches are usually attended by different audiences. 
It may help to a better understanding of the matter to quote a few sentences from letters written by 
heads of dioceses. 



Archbishop Elder, of Oincinnati, says: 

The most of oar oharches have at. least two, often three, and as many as six maases erery Snnday, and eaoh is 
attended by a different body of worshipers. 

Archbishop Janssens, of New Orleans, speaks of from *'two, three, to six masses," and refers to the 
fact that many i)ersons stand daring service. In the archdiocese of Baltimore, according to the secretary 
of Cardinal Gibbons, there are nsually four different congregations on Sanday in a single edifice. In 
the archdiocese of Boston there are five services in the cathedral, which has a commanieant membership 
of 12,000, and reports 2,600 seating capacity. Archbishop Gorrigan, of New York, says the ^^ same 
space is used over and over again by different worshipers at different hoars." An examination of the 
retarns for that see shows that of seventy-seven charches in the city of New York, one has one service 
of the mass, six have two services, four have three, twelve have foar, seventeen have five, twenty-two 
have six, ten have seven, three have eight, one has nine, and one has ten every Sanday. Of an equal 
number of churches in the rural part of the archdiocese, twenty-six have one mass, twenty-four have 
two masses, eleven have three, four have six, and one has five every Sunday ; four have mass twice a 
month, and five have it once a month. Bishop McGovem, of Harrisburg, says : 

It is tme there are many services in onr ohnrohes, bnt eaoh seryioe is not always attended by persons who were not at 
another servioe. Some persons attend all the services. Then, again, in some of the oharches many stand up for want of 
seats. 

Bishop Phelan, of Pittsburg, writes : 

We have in this diocese abont 140 charches. In some there is one, in many two, in some three, and in a conple even fonr 
morning services (masses) every Sanday. The afternoon or evening services should not connt, as these worshipers are, 
or ought to be, the same who were present in the forenoon. 

The use made of the accommodations for worshipers is also indicated by the number of communicants 
belonging to a parish. In many cases from 8,000 to 15,000 communicants are reported for a single 
parish. In the diocese of Buffalo there is a parish consisting entirely of Poles, which has 17,490 
communicants, who are accommodated in a single church with a seating capacity of 1,900. Here the 
proportion of communicants to seating capacity is almost as nine to one.* But this is an extreme case. 
The following table will show the average in the several archdioceses. The seating capacity is for 
church edifices only; exclusive of halls and schoolhouses, and the communicants are those belonging 
to parishes having church edifices.

It will be observed that the proportion of communicants to seating capacity varies in the different 
archdioceses. In Baltimore, Boston, and Chicago it is less than three to one ; in New York, more 
than three to one ; in New Orleans, nearly four to one ; in Oregon, Philadelphia, Saint Paul, and San 
Francisco, upward of two to one ; in Oincinnati and Milwaukee, less than two, while in Santa Fe it is less 
than one. The average in the thirteen metropolitan sees is about two and a quarter to one. 



The total number of commonicants is 6,250,045, who are attached to 10,221 organizations (churches, 
chapels, and stations), making an average of 611 commanicants to, each congregation. Of the 10,221 
organizations, 1,469, or about 14.4 per cent, worship in halls, schoolhouses, or private houses, which, 
exclusive of private houses, represent a seating capacity of 69,159, while the 8,765| edifices owned 
by the church have a seating capacity of 3,366,633, making a total of 3,435,792 for the whole church, 
which is somewhat more than half the number of communicants. Some of the parishes which have no 
church edifices, but use temporarily such accommodations as private houses can afford, are very large. 
One of these parishes reports no fewer than 14,000 communicants. In eleven of the eight^'-five sees, 
including the archdioceses of New Orleans, Philadelphia, and San Francisco, every organization has 
its own church edifice. 

The total value of church property, including edifices, the ground on which they stand, fhrniture, 
bells, etc, is $118,381,516. The average value of each edifice is therefore about $13,500. The 
metropolitan see of New York, with its 472,806 communicants, has church property valued at nearly 
$9,000,000; that of Chicago comes second, with property worth $6,457,064, and that of Boston third, 
with a total of $6,379,078. Brooklyn comes fourth, with a valuation of $5,751,907, and Newark fifth, 
with $4,297,482. These five sees have more than one-fourth of the entire valuation of the church. 

In the distribution of communicants, the archdiocese of New York comes first, with 472,806; 
Boston second, with 419,660; Chicago third, with 326,640; Philadelphia fourth, with 251,162; 
Brooklyn fifth, with 228,785; Saint Paul sixth, with 203,484; and Baltimore seventh, with 192,597. 
There are twenty-two sees which contain upward of 100,000 communicants each* 

In the tabulation by states the following facts appear: There are 959 organizations, with 1,153,130 
communicants, in the state of New York (seven dioceses), and the value of church property is $25,769,478; 
in the state of Massachusetts (two dioceses) there are 614,627 communicants, belonging to 381 
organizations, with church property valued at $9,816,003; in the state of Pennsylvania (five dioceses), 
551,577 communicants, 654 organizations, and $10,068,770 of church property; in the state of Illinois 
(four dioceses), 473,324 communicants, 688 organizations, and church property valued at $9,916,819; in 
the state of Ohio (three dioceses), 336,114 communicants, 586 organizations, and $7,395,640 of church 
property. In these five states there are 3,128,772 communicants, or a little more than one-half of the total 
for the whole church, and there is church property of the value of $62,996,710, which is considerably 
more than half of the total valuation. 

The church is represented in every state and territory in the country, including Alaska and the 
District of Columbia. It has organizations in every county but one in the six New England States; also 
in every county in New York, New Jersey, Wisconsin, and other states and territories. The distribution 
of the church among the five groups of states is as follows:

— Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Indian 
territory, Oklahoma, Arkansas. 

Westsbn division. — Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Nevada, Idaho, 
Alaska, Washington, Oregon, California.

The Greek Oatholic Ohurch, commoiily called Uniates, represents a body qaite nnmerons in Aastria, 
Hnugary, and other eastern countries in Europe. This body is in communion with the Church of liome, 
holding, contrary to the other Greek churches of the East, to the procession of the Holy Spirit from 
the Son as well as from the Father, in accordance with the belief of the Latin Church, but maintaining 
otherwise its ancient discipline, allowing the lower clergy to marry, administering the communion in both 
kinds (bread and wine) to the laity, and using the Greek language in its ritual. The congregations, 
whose statistics are given herewith, are not ecclesiastically connected with any of the dioceses of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and are not therefore included in the preceding tables.

The fall title of this body is the ^^Holy Orthodox Oatholic Apostolic Oriental Charch." It arose in 
the Middle Ages from the Filioque controversy, there being a difference of doctrine between the eastern 
and western Ohristians of Europe concerning the procession of the Holy Spirit. The Western Church 
maintains that the Holy Spirit proceeds from the Father and the Son ; the Eastern that the procession 
is from the Father alone. The chief governing body of the Russian branch of the Greek Church is the 
holy synod at Saint Petersburg. The churches of this faith in California and Alaska are under 
the ecclesiastical oversight of Bishop Vladimir, of San Francisco, and many of them are Bupi)orted 
financially by the imperial government of Russia.

THE OLD CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

The Old Catholic churches in this country are due to the Old Catholic movement in Europe, with 
which they are in sympathy in doctrine and polity. They have a bishop-elect, not yet consecrated, who 
received orders in Switzerland as deacon and priest in 1885 at the hands of the Old Catholic bishop of 
BemCf in that city. They hold that the Pope is a bishop simply, but is entitled to the primacy of honor. 
They agree with the Greek Church in rejecting filoque in the creed, acknowledge seven sacraments, 
revere the monastic life, and venerate saints, angels, and sacred icons.

Tliis bulletin gives the population of the 3tate of West Virginia in detail by counties, magisterial 
districts, cities, wards of cities, towns, and villages, according to the official count of the returns made 
under the Eleventh Census, taken as of June 1, 1890. The population of the same divisions as 
returned in 1880 is given for purposes of comparison. 

The population of the state in 1880 was 018,457. During the decade an increase of 144,337, or 
23.34 per cent, is shown. The population of the state under the present census is 762,794. 

Of the 54 counties in the state all show increases ranging from 2 or 3 per cent to 137 per cent. 
McDowell, Mercer, and Tucker counties show increases of more than 100 per cent. Cabell, Fayette, 
and Logan counties show increases of more than 50 per cent. Twenty-four counties show increases of 
more than 25 per cent. The largest numerical increases are found in Kanawha, Cabell, Fayette, and 
Mercer counties.

Fifteen cities and towns in the state have a population under the present census of more than 
2,000. In most of these places large increases are shown. The largest numerical increase, as well 
as the largest percentage of increase, is found in Huntington, where a population of 3,174 was returned 
in 1880. In 1890 the population was 10,108, an increase of 6,934, or 218.46 per cent. Wheeling shows 
an increase of 3,785, or 12.31 per cent. Hinton and Charleston also show large increases.

Herewith is presented a bulletin, prepared by Mr. Mortimer Whitehead, special agent of the 
Census Office, giving statistics of horses, mules, and asses on farms of three or more acres, but 
not including this kind of stock on ranges, kept on holdings of less than three acres, or in 
cities and villages. 

The figures of the tables show that in the states and territories there were on hand June i, 
1890, 14,976,017 horses, 2,246,936 mules, and 49,109 asses; that in 1889 there were foaled 1,814,404 
horses, 157,105 mules, and 7,957 asses; that there were sold in the same year 1,309,557 horses, 
329,995 mules, and 7,271 asses, and that there died from all causes 765,211 horses, mules, and asses 
during the same period. 

The increase of horses from 1880 to 1890 is shown to be 44.59 per cent, as against 44.95 per 
cent between 1870 and 1880, and 14.34 per cent between i860 and 1870. The increase of mules 
from 1880 to 1890 was 26.66 per cent; between 1870 and 1880 the increase was 6i.o8 percent, while 
from i860 to 1870 there was a decrease of 2.24 per cent. 

Of the aggregate number of horses and mules in the whole country June i, 1890, 86.95 P^r cent 
were horses and 13.05 per cent were mules. The North Atlantic group of states had the smallest 
proportion of mules, 2.41 per cent, while the South Atlantic group had the largest proportion, 
32.04 per cent, as against 67.96 per cent of horses.

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HORSES, MULES, AND ASSES ON FARMS.

The figures of the tables given in this bulletin are those of the regular agricultural schedules 
taken by the census enumerators, who obtained the statistics of farms of three or more acres. 
Two other important classes of this kind of live stock are therefore not included here, viz : First, 
that upott the great ranges covering a vast region of country, embracing portions of a dozen or 
more states and territories ; and, second, that owned in cities, villages, and on small holdings of 
less than three acres. 

Next in importance to the farm itself are the animals used in performing its work. It is also 
from the farm that the supplies are drawn which furnish the millions of animals needed for 
business and pleasure in all the cities, villages, and hamlets of the country. 

A study of the figures of Table I shows that in the North Atlantic division New York and 
Pennsylvania are close together in the lead as producers of horses. There were foaled in 1889 in 
New York state 48,954 horses, and in Pennsylvania 59,532. The percentage of increase (Table 
II) from all causes for 1890 over 1880 was, for New York 8.86 per cent, and for Pennsylvania 
15.94 per cent. Maine and Vermont have also kept close together, there having been foaled in 
1889 in Maine 9,156 horses, and in Vermont 9,009. 

In the South Atlantic division Virginia and West Virginia take the lead in horses, with 
25,956 and 17,864 foaled, respectively. 

In the North Central division Illinois and Iowa lead close together in number of horses on 
hand June i, 1890, Illinois having 1,335,289, and Iowa 1,312,079, while there were foaled in 1889, 
in Illinois, 18/^,198, and in Iowa 188,932; but as Illinois foaled 6,408 mules and Iowa 2,305, it will 
be seen that the two states are remarkably close together. 

In the South Central division Kentucky, Tennessee, and Texas take the lead in the production 
of horses and mules, Texas reporting 1,025,876 on hand June i, 1890, with 136,341 horses and 25,381 
mules foaled in 1889, but this does not, as before stated, include the horses on the ranges of the 
state. Kentucky and Tennessee show, respectively, 401,356 and 311,842 horses on hand, in addition 
to their mules, which are, for Kentucky 146,521, and for Tennessee 198,172. 

In the Western division California and Oregon are in the advance, with 405,313 horses for 
the former and 224,962 for the latter. There were foaled in California in 1889 56,116 horses, and 
in Oregon 38,569. 

The percentage of increase of horses from 1880 to 1890 is shown to be 44.59, very close to the 
increase from 1870 to 1880, which was 44.95. ^^^ percentage of increase of mules for the same 
periods is 26.66 and 61.08. It will thus be seen that, taking the whole country into consideration, 
the mule is not keeping pace with the horse as a farm animal; but reference to the table shows that 
the mule grows in favor and use in several of the southern states faster than the horse. One 
reason for the change in the eastern, northern, central, and western states is probably the falling 
off in the profits of agriculture during the past decade, causing the farmer to economize in many 
ways. The price of horses has held up better than of most classes of farm stock during the past 
ten years. A team of mares can do the farm work and raise a pair of colts each year, so mares 
have taken the place of mules on tens of thousands of farms.

Still, the breeding of mules is a great industry, found largely in Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, and Texas, with a considerable development in Kansas, California, Illinois, Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Alabama, and North Carolina. Under the diversified system of agriculture rapidly 
spreading in the south the breeding of horses and mules is growing in favor, and can not fail to 
add largely to the material wealth of that section. 

For the first time in a United States census an enumeration of asses independent of mules 
has been made, variously known as asses, "jack stock," jacks and jennets, and burros. There are 
several millions of dollars invested in importing, breeding, and raising this class of animals, so 
essential in the mule-breeding industry. 

The hardy little burro has advantages over both horse and mule, and in some sections count 
up into the thousands, notably in New Mexico, California, and Colorado. Census figures show 
that on the ranges of New Mexico in 1890 there were 13,074 of these useful creatures employed 
as pack animals for transportation. 

The breeders of " jack stock " are mainly located in Tennessee, Kentucky, Illinois, Colorado, 
Missouri, Texas, Louisiana, and Alabama. 

The jack stock imported into this country comes mainly from Spain, France, Italy, and the 
islands of Malta and Majorca. The best animals sell as high as $2,000 and $3,000 each. In the 
Poiteau district of France, not larger than most of our counties, statistics show that in a single 
year 50,000 mares were bred to jacks, and the yearly export of young mules amounted in value 
to between two and three millions of dollars. 

The figures of the census of this class of animals will serve as a basis for future enumerations.

Owing to the demand for Census Bulletin No. 104 a reprint of it has been deemed advisable, and 
OB the accuracy of its figures for 1890 has been questioned in the public press the Superintendent 
takes the occasion to say that after a careful and thorough examination the figures in question have 
been found to agree in every case with the official reports received at this office from the several 
states. They are therefore reprinted without change. 

The alleged discrepancies have arisen probably by confounding the figures of the bulletin for real 
and personal property for 1890 with those of total taxable property for same year, reported in some 
cases by state officers, and which include not only the valuation of real and personal property, but 
that of railroads, telegraphs, premium of insurance companies, commissions of brokers, gross receipts 
of certain corporations, and emoluments and fees of office, thus largely swelling the total of taxable 
property. In 1890 these additional amounts, as far as known to this office, were as follows : 

Alabama, $60,018,543; Arizona, $6,615,468; California, $40,488,652; Colorado, $31,632,740; 
Florida, $14,877,014; Georgia, $38,462,161; Idaho, $5,591,690; Indiana, $63,815,522; Iowa, 
$43,591,410; Kansas, $57,866,233; Missouri, $103,093,249; Montana, $6,523,380; New Jersey, 
$202,106,027 ; North Carolina, $13,674,106 ; South Carolina, $17,905,913 ; South Dakota, $7,447,921 ; 
Tennessee, $34,989,705; Texas, $61,515,181; Virginia, $42,500,844; West Virginia, $17,386,727. 
Total, $870,102,486. 

The bulletin figures for 1890 do not include any of the aboVe amounts. 

The figures for 1880 are taken from the tables of valuation as published in the reports of the Tenth 
Census. They do not include the value of railroad property for the states of Alabama, New Jersey, 
Georgia, Missouri, and Virginia, and probably not for some other states, while including it for California, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, and South Carolina. For the other states the additional valuation of railroads 
may or may not be included in the census rex)orts for 1880, but this office has not the data at hand to 
determine the matter definitely. 

In the final reports of the Eleventh Census the character and true value of property assessed for 
taxation or exempt therefrom and the assessed and true value of railroads and all other property will

be fully presented for each Htate, with tsach oxphiuatioiis as may be necoHsary for the proper comparison 
with like figures for 1880, aud for that purpose this oDice will bo pleased to receive any printed reports 
of state or local officers treating of the true value of property in tlu'ir resp^^ctive states. 

The value of real and personal proi>erty as actually assessi^d by the officrials of the several states 
and territories has always formed the basis of the dt'^ceunial estimates of the wealth of the United 
States. For the three decades ending in 1880 the estimated true value of all property and the value 
of real estate and personal propiu'ty as assessed, including the assessed valuation as returned in 1890, 
was as follows :

The estimate of true valuation is nec^essarily based on data more or less incomplete and imperfect 
Prior to 1880 no attempt w^as ma<le to go outside of the assessors' returns. As a means of introducing 
an initial correction into the statistic^s of the asse.ssed valuation of real estate the present Superintendent 
of Census, then (1880) in charge of the statistics of wealth, debt, and taxation, addressed circulars to. 
an immense number of bankers, real-estate agents, busine^is men, and public officials connected more or 
less directly with the valuation of property for purposes of taxation. Answers to these circulars were 
received from ever^' county of the United States, and in many cases they contained actual data 
showing the assessed value of certain j>ieces of property, with the a(.'tual stalling price of the same 
property. An attempt was also made in 1880, for the first time, to obtain the capital invested in trade 
and banking outride of the jissessors' returns. It is fair to assume that the estimates of the actual 
wealth of the countiy were based uj>on a greater variety of data in 1880 than ever before, and hence 
more reliance may be ])laciMl uj)on the results of that investigation than upon those of previous 
censuses. 

In preparing the estiiiiati>s of the wcjilth of the United States for the presiMit census the same care 
will bo exercised, and as far as j)ractieabl(; the same plan will be pursued. The table which forms part 
of this bulh»tin shows tlie assessed valuation of real and jx'rsonal property in the several states and 
t«*rritorit»s of the UnitiMl States for the years 1880 and I81M), with the exceptions as per footnotes "^" 
for Michigan, which is for 188(5, an<l '' h ■■ for Arkansiis, (-alifornia, Delaware, Iowa, Mississippi, New 
Mexico, Washington, and Wyoming, which are for 1SH\). 

From these returns it will be hccii that tlu^ assessed value of all property has increased fh>m 
S1G,902,993,548 in 18S0 U) Sl24,L>41),ri8y,804 in 1890, an increjist^ during the decnde of $7,346,596,261, an 
amount equivalent to the tru(» value of all property as returned by the United States census in 1850 
($7,135,780,228). Should it be found upon the completion of the imiuiry in relation to the true value 
of all property in the United States that the same relation exists in 1890 between assessed valuation 
and true valuati(m as existetl in 1880, the absolute wealth of the United States according to the 
Eleventh Census may be (estimated at $r)2,010,00(),(XM), or nearly $1,000 per capita, as against $514 per 
capita in 18()0, $780 per capita in 1870, and $870 per capita in 1880. 

The figures of this bulletin have been compih^d by Mr. J. K. Upton, special agent in charge of 
statistics of wealth, debt, and taxation. 

The final returns showing the absolute wealth of the country will necessarily be among the last 
publications of this office, as complete data for the caUailation is not available until after the inquiries 
relating to agriculture and manufactures have been finished.

This bulletin gives the population of the state of Pennsylvania in detail by counties, townships, 
cities, wards of cities, boroughs, wards of boroughs, and villages, according to the official count of the 
returns made under the Eleventh Census, taken as of June 1, 1890. The population of the same 
divisions according to the census of 1880 is also given for purposes of comparison. 

The population of the state in 1880 was 4,282,891, and in 1890 the population of the state was 
5,258,014, an increase of 975,123, or 22.77 per cent, during the decade. 

There are sixty-seven counties in the state, of which only twelve show decreases. In no case is 
the decrease greater than 9 per cent. The counties showing decreases are as follows : Armstrong, 
Clarion, Crawford, Fulton, Juniata, Mercer, Monroe, Perry, Pike, Snyder, Susquehanna, and Wayne. 
The counties showing increases of more than 50 per cent are as follows : Allegheny, Clearfield, Elk, 
Forest, Jefferson, Lackawanna, Luzerne, and Potter. Philadelphia and Allegheny counties show the 
largest numerical increases. Philadelphia county shows an increase of 199,794, or 23.58 per cent, 
while Allegheny county shows an increase of 196,090, or 55.10 per cent. The largest percentage of 
increase is found in Forest county, where there has been an increase of 93.43 per cent since 1880. 

The summary which follows shows the i)opulation of each county according to the censuses of 1890 
and 1880, giving also the increase as to number and per cent during the decade.

There has been a large inerea.se in urban pojnilation in the state during the hist ten years- 
A(!C()r(ling to the (rnsus of ISSO there were r>() eities and lK)rough8 liaving a ]K>pu1ation of 4,000 or 
more. Those ilfi cities and boroughs had, in tlie aggregate, a pdpuhition of 1 .0")8,.V2.*i. Under the 
present (jensus then* are 82 cnties and boroughs which have 4,000 or more inhabitants, with an 
aggregate popuhitiou of *J,.*i(»8,(»07. Tliis shows a net increase in the number of cities of this class of 
2G, while the ditl'eremre in population between the total for the cities of -4,000 or more in 1800 and 
1880 is 710,084, an incniase of 4'J.81 piu* cent. 

The largc^st numerical increase in urban population is found in rhilad<'lphia. This city shows an 
incn^ase of 11)0,71)4, or 2l\.r)S per cent, ritt.sburg shows an increa.se of S2.*Jl'8, or 52.58 per cent.

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SENTENCES OF CONVICTS IN PENITENTIARIES IN 1890. 



DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 

Census Office, 
Washington, D. C, August ii, 1891. 

This bulletin, which was compiled under the direction of Rev. Fred. H. Wines, special agent 
of the Census Office for the collection of statistics relating to pauperism and crime, furnishes 
some new information as to the sentences imposed by the courts upon prisoners in penitentiaries. 

Of 45,233 prisoners in penitentiaries, 53 were not sentenced, 2,486 were serving sentences of 
less than one year, 39,757 had been sentenced to imprisonment for a definite term of years, 2,688 
for life, 12 during their minority, and 62 were under sentence of death and awaiting execution. 

Where sentence for a definite term of years is pronounced, the most common sentence is 
found to be for two years, and then, in the order stated, for five, three, one, ten, four, seven, and 
six years. Nearly seven-eighths of all penitentiary sentences fall under one of these eight varieties. 
There are reported 132 sentences of 50 years and over, of which 55 are for 99 years. The number 
of "fractional" sentences is also shown, which was 4,859; and taking them into the account, the 
total duration of imprisonment for not less than one year, but less than for life, ordered by the 
courts, was 228,210 years and 5 months. The average term of sentence, therefore, is 5 years 
and 270 days. 

A tendency to greater severity of sentence is apparent in the south and west. 

The average sentence of a native white convict, of native parents, is 5 years and 208 days; of 
a foreign-born convict, 5 years and 193 days; and of a colored convict, 6 years and 183 days. 

The average sentence of a male convict is 5 years and 285 days, and of a female convict 4 
years and 215 days. ♦ 

The differences between the average sentences in diflEerent states are a surprise. They range 
from 2 years and 356 days in Rhode Island to 12 years and 116 days in Mississippi, and seem to 
be governed by no discoverable law. States which join each other, and in which the conditions 
are presumably similar, manifest differences in this regard which are unexplained. For instance, 
the average sentence in New Hampshire is 2 years and 141 days more than in Maine, or about 50 
per cent greater. The difference in averages between Indiana and Illinois is i year and 240 
days; between Wisconsin and Michigan, i year and 155 days; between West Virginia and 
Virginia, 2 years and 66 days; between Louisiana and Mississippi, 7 years and 103 days; and 
between North and South Dakota, i year and 309 days. 




Superintendent of Census, 
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SENTENCES OF CONVICTS IN PENITENTIARIES IN 1890. 



BY FRVDERICK HOWARD WINXS. 



« In a census bulletin already published, relating to convicts in penitentiaries (Bulletin No. 31), 
tlie total number of such convicts has been shown to be 45,233, and they have been classified 
according to elements of the population. In the present bulletin, the sentences imposed upon 
them are shown. This bulletin will be followed by others, showing the crimes with which they 
were charged, and the relation which exists between individual crimes and individual sentences. 

Of the 45,233 convicts in penitentiaries, 82 were held for non-payment of fine; 2,486 had been 
sentenced to imprisonment for a term less than one year, namely, 240 for ten days and less than 
one month, 294 for one month and less than three months, 841 for three months and less than six 
months, and 1,1 1 1 for six months and less than one year ; 39,757 had been sentenced to imprisonment 
for a definite term of years, namely, 5,175 for one year, 7,684 for two years, 5,333 for three years, 
3,080 for four years, 6,990 for five years, 4,180 for six years and less than ten years, 5,658 for 
ten years and less than twenty years, and 1,657 for twenty years or more; 2,688 were sentenced 
for life, 12 during minority; 62 were awaiting execution; 51 were held for trial, 2 as witnesses, 
and 93 were serving sentence, but the duration of the sentence imposed by the court was not stated. 

It would be interesting to compare these sentences with those reported ten years ago; but in 
the Tenth Census, the sentences were stated in the aggregate for all prisoners and not classified 
by groups of prisons, which renders a comparison at this point impracticable. Generally speaking, 
short sentences are served in prisons of minor grade other than penitentiaries, and long sentences 
are served in penitentiaries; but this rule has many exceptions. The county penitentiaries of 
New York and New Jersey, for instance, receive misdemeanants as well as felons. On the other 
hand, there are a number of states in which felons may be retained in the county prisons. 

It may be said here, however, that in 1880 the total number of prisoners found to have been 
sentenced to imprisonment for not less than one year was 31,925, of whom nearly all must have 
been in penitentiaries. An approximate comparison of sentences by duration June i, 1880, and 
June I, 1890, may therefore be made as follows. In this statement both the number of sentences 
and the percentages at each of the dates named are given.

A critical examination of the foregoing table shows a much more positive tendency to long 
sentences in the south and west than in the north and east. 

Of prisoners sentenced for one year, the largest percentages are found in the North Central, 
North Atlantic, and Western divisions. The same is true of the three-year prisoners. 

Of prisoners sentenced for two years, the largest percentages are found in the North Central, 
North Atlantic, and South Central divisions. 

Of prisoners sentenced for four years, the largest percentages are found in the North Atlantic, 
South Atlantic, and South Central divisions. 

Of prisoners sentenced for five years, the largest percentages are found in the North Atlantic, 
South Central, and South Atlantic divisions. 

Of all sentenced for more than five years, or for life, the largest percentages are found in 
the South Central, Western, and South Atlantic divisions. 

The same fact may be stated in another way. Of the total number of penitentiary convicts 
serving long sentences, 45.9 per cent are found in the South Atlantic, South Central, and Western 
divisions; but these three groups report 63.6 per cent of the life prisoners, 59.7 per cent of 
those sentenced for twenty years and over, 54.8 per cent of those sentenced for ten years and less 
than twenty, and 51.8 per cent of those sentenced for six years and less than ten. 

A larger percentage of women than of men serve comparatively short sentences ; that is to 
say, sentences of one or two years. Of the male convicts, about one-half are sentenced for less 
than five years; but of the female convicts more than one-half are sentenced for less than four 
years. It is, however, worthy of remark that the percentage of life prisoners among women is 
greater than among men, being in the former case 7.86 and in the latter 6.28, a difference of 1.58 
per cent. The percentage of women who serve a five-year sentence is also in excess, the difference 
being 3.80 per cent. 

In Tables I, II, and III the individual sentences are not given; the sentences are grouped. In 
Table IV, which follows, all sentences under one year or for life are omitted, also all prisoners not 
sentenced, and the individual long sentences are shown, including all fractional sentences. As 
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will be observed, there are no fractional sentences beyond the limit of twenty-nine years. By 
fractional sentences are meant sentences of so many years and so many months. For instance, 
in Table 1, 5,175 sentences are reported of one year each; but Table IV shows that of this number 
3,545 were "straight" sentences; that is to say, sentences of precisely one year, while there were 
included in it 67 sentences of one year and one month, 39 sentences of one year and two months, 
202 sentences of one year and three months, and so on.

This is 12.22 per cent, or very nearly one-eighth of the entire number. 

These fractional sentences represent imprisonment to the amount, in the aggregate, of 16,942 
years and 5 months, which is 2,361 years and 5 months in excess of that which would have been 
pronounced, if the extra months had been omitted. 

The distribution of fractional sentences among the states, in the order of their comparative 
frequency, is as follows : New York, 1,936 ; Pennsylvania, 783 ; Maryland, 209 ; New Jersey, 185 ; 
Ohio, 149 ; Illinois, 126 ; Michigan, 121 ; California, 115 ; Iowa, 103 ; Kansas and Louisiana, each, 
88 ; Minnesota, 87 ; South Carolina, 72 ; Massachusetts, 66 ; Alabama, 63 ; Indiana, 59 ; Kentucky, 
53 ; Tennessee, 47 ; North Carolina, 46 ; Nebraska, 42 ; Colorado, 40 ; Virginia and Wisconsin, each, 
37 ; Arkansas, 33 ; Texas, 28 ; Connecticut, 26 ; Oregon, South Dakota, and Utah, each, 22 ; Missouri, 
20 ; Rhode Island, 19 ; North Dakota, 18 ; Montana and Washington, each, 15 ; Georgia, 11 ; Maine 
and Nevada, each, 10; Idaho and West Virginia, each, 9; Vermont, 5; New Hampshire and 
New Mexico, each, 4 ; Mississippi, 3 ; Arizona and Wyoming, each, i. The only state or territory 
in which there is a penitentiary in which no convict has received a fractional sentence is Florida 

Counting these fractional sentences and the non-fractional sentences of the next lower number 
of years together, it will be observed that the order of sentences in frequency is as follows : Two 
years, 7,684 ; five years, 6,990 ; three years, 5,333 ; one year, 5,175 ; ten years, 3,165 ; four years, 
3,080 ; seven years, 1,553 ; six years, 1,317 ; total, 34,297. In other words, nearly seven-eighths of 
all penitentiary sentences fall under one of the eight varieties here mentioned. The same remark 
is true, substantially, of the long sentences reported in the Tenth Census. The ratio of sentences 
of these eight periods was then about six-sevenths, or not quite so large ; but the order of the 
eight sentences ten years ago was precisely the same as now, with a single exception, namely, 
that then the number of four-year sentences was a trifle in excess of those for ten years. 

The last two columns of Table IV show the aggregate amount of imprisonment or duration of 
sentence for each class of sentences imposed. The largest aggregates are as follows : Five years, 
35,038 ; ten years, 31,673 ; three years, 16,305 ; twenty years, 16,261 ; two years, 16,048 ; fifteen years, 
14,018 ; four years, 12,533 ; seven years, 10,943. There is very little difference in the total duration 
of sentence between prisoners sentenced for one year, for twenty-five years, and for ninety-nine 
years, though the number of prisoners in each group differs widely from that in the other two. 

In Table V, which follows, the aggregate duration of sentence is shown by elements of the 
population. 
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The foregoing table is for both sexes, but the aggregate duration of sentences for each sex 
separately is shown in the following statement:

The average sentence, taking all sentences less than for life together and omitting all for less 
than one year, is 5 years and 2 7odays, or about five years and three-quarters. The average is higher 
than it would be, were it not for the fact that a small number of very long sentences may represent 
a longer duration of imprisonment, in the aggregate, than a much larger number of short sentences. 

Tabic VI exhibits the average sentence of penitentiary convicts, by states. In the calculations 
on which this table is based, non-sentenced prisoners and prisoners sentenced for life were 
omitted, but short-term prisoners were included. 

Attention is called to the surprising variations in averages for different states, ranging from 
2 years and 356 days in Rhode Island to 12 years and 116 days in Mississippi. The order of states, 
arranged according to the degree of severity of punishment inflicted, is as follows : Mississippi, 
Nevada, Georgia, Arizona, Alabama, Texas, New Hampshire, Virginia, Idaho, Vermont, Missouri, 
Tennessee, Kansas, Michigan, Illinois, Washington, South Dakota, North Carolina, Kentucky, 
Arkansas, Maryland, Iowa, Louisiana, Nebraska, Montana, West Virginia, Maine, California, 
Connecticut, Florida, Massachusetts, Minnesota, New Mexico, South Carolina, Colorado, Wisconsin, 
Ohio, New York, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Oregon, North Dakota, Utah, New Jersey, Wyoming, 
and Rhode Island. 

There is no discoverable law of association in the foregoing list, as will be still more 
apparent, if the reader will take groups of states geographically related to each other. For 
instance, the average sentence in Maine is 4 years 304 days, but in New Hampshire 7 years 80 
days. In Indiana it is 4 years 32 days, but in Illinois 5 years 272 days. In Wisconsin it is 4 
years 132 days, but in Michigan 5 years 287 days. In Virginia it is 7 years 13 days, but in West

Virginia only 4 years 312 days. In Mississippi it is 12 years 116 days, but in Alabama only 7 
years 168 days, and in Louisiana only 5 years 13 days. In North Dakota it is 3 years 299 days, 
but in South Dakota 5 years 243 days.

AGRICULTURE -IRRIGATION IN WYOMING. 



DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 

Census Office, 
Washington, D. C, August 18, 1891. 

This bulletin, the fourth of the series devoted to irrigatiou in the arid states and territories, has 
been prepared by Mr. F. H. Neweix, special agent of the Census OflBce for the collection of statistics of 
irrigation, under the direction of Mr. John Hyde, special agent in charge of the Division of Agriculture, 
and relates to the state of Wyoming, in which there are 1,917 farms that are irrigated out of a total 
number of 3,246. The total area of land in these 1,917 farms is 1,506,850 acres, upon 229,676 acres 
of which crops were raised by irrigation in the year 1889. In addition to the irrigated area from 
which crops were cut or gathered, there were approximately 240,000 acres irrigated for grazing 
purposes. The average size of the irrigated farms, or, more strictly, of irrigated portions of farms 
on which crops were raised, is 119 acres. The average first cost of water right is $3.62 per acre, 
and the average cost of preparing the soil for cultivation, including the purchase price of the land, is 
$9.48 per acre. The average present value of the irrigated land of the state, including buildings, etc., 
is reported as $31.40 per acre, showing an apparent profit, less cost of buildings, of $18.30 per acre. 
The average annual cost of water is $0.44 per acre, which, deducted from the average annual value of 
products per acre, leaves an average annual return of $7.81 per acre. 

The tendency throughout the entire arid region to describe as irrigated all land to which water 
has been applied within any recent period by artificial means, land to which ditches perhaps so far 
destitute of water have been constructed, and even land for which water rights merely are claimed, has 
placed the Census OflSce under the necessity of absolutely restricting itself in its official bulletins on 
irrigation to land on which crops were actually raised by the artificial application of water during 
the year 1889. The farms or stock ranches in Wyoming irrigated merely for grazing purposes have 
therefore not been taken into account in this bulletin beyond the foregoing statement as to their 
approximate total area.

IRRIGATION IN WYOMING.

In Wyoming crops were raised by irrigation in the census year ending June 30, 1890, on 229,67fi 
acres, or 358.87 square miles, nearly four-tenths of 1 per cent of the entire area of the state. The 
enumerators' schedules indicate that probably nine-tenths of this crop area was devoted to the raising 
of various kinds of forage. In addition to the irrigated area from which crops were cut or gathered 
there were approximately 240,000 acres irrigated for grazing purposes. The exact amount, however, 
can not be ascertained on account of conflicting statements. In previous bulletins of this series only 
the irrigated acreage in crop has been given, for the reason that reliable statistics concerning the 
acreage irrigated, but upon which no crops were produced, are practically unobtainable. In Wyoming 
and other states where cattle raising is an important industry great areas are watered, with various 
degrees of thoroughness, for the purpose of raising feed for cattle. Individual ideas vary widely as to 
the use of the term " irrigated " in this connection, and therefore for accuracy and clearness, as well as 
for the purpose of making comparisons with the area of crops irrigated in other states and territories, 
this restricted use of the word " irrigated" has been adopted. 

The aggregate number of farms in Wyoming on July 1, 1890, was 3,246, and of these 1,917 or nearly 
six-tenths contained irrigated areas, the remaining four-tenths being stock ranches upon which no 
irrigation was practised. The total area of land in these 1,917 farms was 1,506,850 acres, showing that 
the crops irrigated formed on an average 15.24 per cent of the entire extent of the farms. 

The average size of the irrigated farms, or rather of irrigated portions of farms on which crops 
were raised, was 119 acres. Using the word " farm " to include only those areas upon which crops 
were raised, the following classification has been made : 49 irrigated farms of 640 acres or upward, 93 
of from 320 to 640 acres, and 161 of from 160 to 320 acres. These 303 farms contained an average of 
494 acres each, and had a total area of 149,714 acres, or over 65 per cent of the entire amount watered 
in the state. The remaining 1,614 farms under 160 acres in size comprised nearly 35 per cent of the 
total irrigated area and averaged 50 acres each.

The results shown in the above table were obtained by the compilation of the enumerators' 
returns of the area of crop and the value of products for each irrigator in the state. The principal 
industry of Wyoming is the raising of sheep and cattle, and therefore, as might be expected, the crop 
is mainly for forage, and the average size of irrigated farms is very large as compared with those in 
the states and territories where fruits and vegetables form a large percentage of the products. As a

geiicnil rule Iho irrigated farms aro the mnalleftt in the countieB whoHe altitude is lowest and where 
agi'icultur(? proper gainH in rehitivo ini|K)rtancey although the presence of a few large ranches brings 
up llie average and obscmroH the operation of this rule. 

The average value of produetn giv(^n by the enuni<TatA)rH is not unfrequently very low, especially 
in the eases of great ranches where fonige erops are raised for the puri>ose of feeding stock during 
the wint(M\ The value of crops, at all times a dilVicult thing to estimate*, is more than ordinarily so in 
these cases, since it becomes a matter of judgment to discriminate between the value of the forage 
eaten by the cattle and the increiised value of the cattle themselvo.-*. As a cousequence there is a 
wi<le range of values, and the greater the number of individual cases considered the more reliable 
are the values. 

The avenige first c»ost for the entire state of bringing water to the land is estimated from the 
statements of the farmers themselves to have bi-en 8:5.()2 per acre, 'i'his exti'emoly low cost is due to 
the fact that there have been included many of the so-cralled '* high water " ditches, which were built 
to a largi^ extent by plow and scraper in the cheapest possilile mann;a*, brlnginfr under ditch 
comparatively large areas of hay land, upon which no fiirtlier labor for distributing the water was 
expended. It is also probable that in many instan(?es the expense of hxterals for distributing the water 
was thrown into the cost of preparing th(i land for cultivation. Thii averages, by counties, range from 
82.27 per acrtj to 86.60 per acre. The average selling vahu^ phiced by the irrigators upon these water 
rights is 88.60 per acre. This is the price which the water rights, if transferable without the land, 
might be ex])ected to bring per a(Te. 

The av(Tage annual expense of maintaining <litches, of repairing breaks in the headworks or 
main ditch, and of cleaning out sediment, wherever tliis is deposited, is estimated by the fanners at 44 
(•(»nts per acre, tlu? av<*rages from the diiVerent (»ounties ranging from 26 cents to 81.07. 

The average cost of preparing the land for cultivation, excluding the cost of bringing the water 
thereto, but including such items as plowing, l)reaking sage brush, and fencing, iis taken from the 
stati'ments of the irrigators, was 88.23 per acre. Assuming tlie government rate, 81.25 per acre, as the 
original cost of the land, the cost of preparing the ground as 88.23 i)er aere and the cost of bringing 
the water to the land jus 83.62 per acre, the total cost to the irrigator of the tilled land waw $13.10 per 
acre. In comparison with this the estimated present vahie of the hind on which crops were raised by 
irrigation, including buildings, fence's, and oth(»r imj^rovenients, is placed at an average of $31.40 per 
acre, showing an apparent profit, less cost of buildings, of 81S.30 per aere. 

Deducting the average annual expenst* for wat«»r, 44 (-ents ]»er acn*, from the average annual value 
of jH'oductions. 88.25 i>er acre, it appears that the average annual n't urn jK'r acre is $7.81. 

In the following tjiblc the more important of the foregoing statenn»nts aii^ compared with those 
for Arizona, the statistics for which were publislied in liulletin No. 3.3, dated February 27, 1891; for 
New Mexico, contained in Bulletin No. 00, dated April 30, ISDl, and for the adjoining territory of 
Utah, in Bulletin No. 85, dated June 29, ISUl.

A comparison of the figures in this table brings out clearly the diiVen^nee in the character of the 
icultuml operations in AVyoniing from those in the territories previously discussed. The greatest 
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contrast is between Utah and Wyoming, which political divisions, although adjoining each other, 
occupy almost the extreme positions as regards methods and character of agriculture. The total 
acreage in crops does not differ so widely, but the greatest contrast is shown in the number of irrigators 
and in the average size of irrigated farms, the word '^ farm " in this case being used, as previously 
stated, to mean the irrigated crop area only. In Utah the land is greatly subdivided, the average size 
of irrigated farms being 27 acres as against 119 in Wyoming. 

Taking out the larger irrigated farms, that is, those over 160 acres in extent, and considering them 
independently, the divergence is still greater, those in Utah forming only 10 per cent of the total crop 
area irrigated, while those in Wyoming comprise no less than 66 per cent of the corresponding area 
in that state. In Wyoming therefore great acreages are the rule, and in Utah the exception. This 
wide difference arises, of course, from the fact that in the one case hay, which requires little personal 
attention, is the principal crop, while in the other case all the varied products of the temperate zone 
are cultivated with the greatest care and with a large outlay of personal toil by the 0¥mer of the 
farm, the difference in results being shown by the average annual value of products, $8.25 for Wyoming 
and $18.03 for Utah. 

With the difference in character of agriculture is a corresponding difference in first cost of 
irrigiition, that of Wyoming being about one-third that of Utah, while the annual cost of water per 
acre is less than one-half that of Utah and less than one-third that of Arizona or New Mexico. The 
land has also been prepared for cultivation as a rule with less expenditure, the average for Wyoming 
being $8.23 per acre against $14.85 per acre in Utaii, and, as might be expected, the value placed upon 
the irrigated lands of Wyoming is correspondingly less. These comparisons are introduced to show 
the differences in irrigation that must necessarOy arise in adjoining areas where the topography and 
climate are radically different, and to illustrate the fact that in all legislation, )oth general and local, 
these contrasts must be recognized, and that regulations favorable for one section of the arid lands 
may not be applicable to another. The greatest success under one climate may be achieved by 
minutely subdividing the land, and in another climate by holding ii^ in larger areas, the agricultural 
possibilities under the two climates being diametrically opposite. 

Wyoming lies principally within the northwesterly portion of the Great Plains. The continental 
divide crosses the state diagonally, running in a general northwest and southeast direction, the 
southwestern comer of the state containing the headwaters of streams flowing into the Great Interior 
Basin or southward to the Colorado river. From the continental divide the land as a whole falls 
gradually to the north and east toward the Yellowstone and Missouri, the rivers flowing either 
northward into the Yellowstone or eastward down the slope of the Great Plains. 

This gentle slope toward the Missouri is interrupted in several instances by mountain ranges, 
whose course is in general slightly west of north and east of south, the most conspicuous examples 
being the Bighorn range in the northern part of the state and the Medicine. Bow and Laramie ranges 
in the southern part. These, with the Wind Biver and Absaroka ranges, induce most of the 
precipitation of the state, and to their presence is due the greater part of the agricultural possibilities 
of Wyoming, for from these mountains come the streams most important to agriculture. The 
continental divide crossing this state is not in all places well marked ; in fact it may be said that the 
plains sweep over the divide into the headwaters of the Colorado. This lofty plain, where unbroken 
by mountains, does not receive sufficient water to render agriculture possible on a large scale, even if 
the climate were sufficiently temperate for the ordinary crops. 

The agricultural land of Wyoming as a whole lies at the highest altitude of that of any state in 
the Union, nearly one-half of the total area being above 6,500 feet, and probably less than one per 
cent under 4,000. The character of the agriculture and of the products is of course governed by this 
fact, and, as is well known, the pastoral industries lead in importance, the areas devoted to these 
practically embracing the greater part of the state. Agriculture proper, the tilling of the soil, is 
making rapid progress in some portions, especially at the lower altitudes, as, for example, in Johnson 
and Sheridan counties, along the base of the Bighorn range in the northern part of the state, and also 
in the more thickly settled parts adjacent to Colorado on the southeast. 
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In these northern counties, in the valleys of the Powder, Tongue, and Bighorn rivers, where the 
altitude is from about 3,500 feet upward, and also along the lower iK)rtion8 of the Platte, nearly all 
kinds of fruit and vegetables of the temperate region reach maturity, and in all parts of the state 
grass and the hardier grains Hourish, many of the higher plains being too cold for com. Nothing, 
however, can be grown without irrigation, with the exception perhaps of a scanty crop in some spot 
occasionally favored with an unusual summer's rain. Xo dep^^ndence, however, can be placed upon 
non-irrigated crops, and the yield at best hardly repays the trouble. 

Land in this state, as in all parts of the arid region, has no value without water, but the area of 
arable land being almost boundless agricultural development is restrained only by the unoertainty of 
securing water. It has taken several years for the people to awake to the fax;! that greater care should 
be given toward securing the titles to the use of water rather than to the ownership of the land. 
Coming from a humid region, it has ]>een very hard for the citi7.ens as a who.le to grasp the full 
significance of this, and while ordinary care has been taken to acNj[uire and record titles to the 
agricultural land those to the water have been left with little thought, the result being that when in 
the course of settlement the land brought under cultivation by various individuals has exceeded in 
area that which the unregulated water supply could irrigate innumerable contentions have resulted. 

Irrigation in Wyoming is still in its infanc}^, an<l there are few works of notable size, the only 
exceptions perhaps being in the case of csmals in Albany and Laramie counties. There are a great 
number of small ditches leading from the streams out upon the lowest bottom lands, where in most 
instances a few well-located high-line canals would serve more land with greater economy. Many of 
the earlier canals were faulty in construction and in alignment, so much so that the cost of repair has 
been in these cases large, and lack of economy of water, as in the case of the small ditches, has 
ensued. There is need of systematizing the water divei-sions from each stream. This fact is now 
appreciated, and the irrigators have every reason to lioi)e that under tlie new laws reforms in 
engineering and construction will be inaugurat<Hl. 

The water sui)ply of the state Jis a whole is remarkably good, since there is perhaps a larger 
proportion of perennial streams of notable size than in any other part of the west. The valleys along 
the Bighorn river, and also those to the east of the rang(» of that name, receive a hirge amount of 
water from the great mountain ranges bordering them. Agricullunil development, however, especially 
in the north, has been retarded by the lack of transportation facilities, the only railroad until of late 
years being the line crossing the southern part of the state. On the east the tributaries of the Platte 
have been used nearly to their full capacity for irrigation, the water in the Platte itself being employed 
to a less extont on account of the expense of headworks and the slight fall of the stream, irrigation 
from the tributaries being cheaper. 

There are many canals, especially along the larger rivers, wlii(;h re(HMve wat-er only during times 
of flood. These so-called high-water canals are very cheaply built, the headworks, if any, being of 
temporary character. Water is by this means turned out upon grazing lands, only one thorough 
watering during the year l)eing secured. In such cases th(» use of tlie term *' irrigated land " is open 
to criticism, especially when used in comparisons of statisti<'S of lands wImtc irrigation for grazing 
is impracticable. As bc^fore stated, for accuracy and clearu(^ss in this series of publications, only those 
areas upon which crops have l^een cut or gathered have been taken into account. In fact it is 
impossible to obtain reliable information concerning areas ui)on which water was used witli little care 
or to no advantage. In each state there were in 1889 an^as upon which crops were planted or 
preparations were made for raising hay, but where from various causes, gen(»rally from drought or 
accident, water was not used to an extent sufficient to produce a crop. In one sense these areas were 
irrigated, but in another, there being no return, they were not. Statistic^s concerning such an 
indefinite state of things must of necessity be unsatisfactory, since, as results have shown, there is no 
common agreement as to the use of the word. Where, however, irr]gati<m has been successful in 
producing crops the farmer is able to state the results clearl}'. 

There has been the same complaint in Wyoming as in other states that with increase of population 
and pushing of settlement up toward the headwaters the water is used to gi-eater and greater extent 
in the upper valleys, where irrigation is cheaper but where the climate is less favorable for agriculture, 



and that by this increased use of the small tributaries the sapply of water is diminished in the main 
stream below to the detriment of prior appropriators. 

Although much of the injustice arising from this over-appropriation of certain streams will be 
done away with in the future, yet it is recognized that scarcity of water will be felt by some irrigators, 
the loss arising from this being transferred to the later appropriators, so that a better distribution does 
not wholly obviate the difl&culties, but merely shifts them to other shoulders. The available supply 
must be increased by utilizing all the faculties for conserving water, and at the present time a few 
steps are being taken in this direction. Some small storage basins are used, but they are insignificant 
as compared with the untouched facilities. As the matter now stands, the amount of water in the 
streams depends directly upon the depth of snowfall in the mountains, the rain having comparatively 
little influence upon the amount available for irrigation. In ftust the irrigator cares little about the 
quantity or distribution of the rain, his chief concern being the amount of snow in the mountains and 
the distribution of temperature through the spring and summer, an early warm spring causing the 
snow to disappear rapidly, while comparatively cool weather in the mountains allows the snow to 
remain later and keep up the discharge of the streams at the critical time. 

The average distribution of the water in the streams in and adjoining Wyoming throughout the 
year is shown by the following percentages of dischai^e for each month. As given in the results 
obtained by the United States Geological Survey, in January the discharge was 3.5 per cent of that of 
the entire year ; February, 4.0 ; March, 5.0 ; April, 9.0 ; May, 25.0 ; June, 23.0 ; July, 12.0 ; August, 
5.0 ; September, 3.5 ; October, 3.4 ; November, 3.3 ; I>ecember, 3.3 ; that is to say, in May, taking the 
averages of a large number of streams, one-fourth of the amount for the entire year was dischai^ed, 
or five times the amount discharged in August, and over twice that discharged in July. Taking May 
and June together, nearly one-half the total for the whole year was discharged, or four times that of 
July, the month in which the crops are in full growth. 

It is self-evident that by saving a part of this water, so plentiful in May and June, until July, and 
especially until August, a far greater acreage can be given a second or third watering. It would be 
necessary to hold this water, or at least the greater part of it, a very short time, for the culmination 
of the flood occurs in the latter part of May or the early part of June, while the greatest need is in 
the latter part of July and in August. The amount of water flowing to waste in winter, although 
relatively of small significance, would aid in swelling the amount available for storage. These facts 
are well understood and appreciated by the farmers, and they are only prevented from entering upon 
many projects of this nature by lack of capital, and perhaps to some extent by want of familiarity 
with constructions of this nature. 

In most of the irrigation districts of the state the farmers have already learned to estimate from 
the snowfall the probable amount of water available, and thus are able to judge as to the acreage 
upon which crops can be raised with some degree of certainty. By this means they state that a 
repetition of some of the disappointments of the past is avoided. They look forward also to the time 
when the new laws controlling the administration of the water shall be in successful operation, and 
when the distribution shall be thoroughly systematized. 

This new legislation promises a speedy and final solution of many of the troubles besetting the 
irrigator, and its practical operations are being watched by the people throughout the arid lands, as it 
seems to promise so much to them. In preparing these laws advantage has been taken of the experience 
of other states, and much that is best has been incorporated from the laws of other irrigating countries, 
especially those of the state of Colorado, where certain of the provisions have been put to practical 
test, great credit, however, being due to the present state engineer and his associates. The law is 
unique in this, that the state does not necessarily wait for controversies and losses to arise, but of its 
own motion steps in and ascertains how much water is available for irrigation, who are the claimants 
to this water, and then, knowing these fundamental facts, gives the use of the water to the proper 
persons, and employs its own agents to see that the distribution is made. In this state, at least, there 
will no longer be the almost ludicrous spectacle of learned judges solemnly decreeing the right to from 
two to five times the amount of water flowing in the stream, or in fact to amounts so great that the 
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channel of the stream could not possibly carry them, thus practically leaving the questions at stake as 
unsettled as before. 

The success of agriculture and the future development of the state are so inseparably bound up 
with wise and successful legislation that it is pertinent to give a brief review of the leading provisions 
of these remarkable laws, approved December 22, 1890. The state is divided into four grand divisions, 
each in a general way coincident with the drainage areas of the great hydrographic basins of the 
Platte, the tributaries of the Yellowstone east of the Bighorn range, those west of the Bighorn 
range, and the streams flowing into the great interior basin or the Colorado river. The state 
engineer has charge of all the details of water distribution throughout the state, and he, with four 
superintendents, one from each water division, constitutes a board of control to determine all questions 
that may ai'ise. Under each superintendent are a number of water commissioners, one for each minor 
district, whose duties are to enforce the proper distribution and carry out the local regulations. 

The state engineer is to make measurements of the amount of water in the stream, to determine 
the most suitable location of irrigation works and lands to be irrigated, and further to examine 
reservoir sites and publish estimates of the cost of storage and distributing systems. The 
superintendent in each division is to make suitable regulations to secure the fair distribution of 
water, and by the aid of the water commissioners to keep a record of the amount of water needed, 
available or wasted, and if the water is not justly distributed he must enforce division according to 
his list of priorities. 

The board of control, of which the state engineer is the head, can appoint a date upon which to 
examine into the rights of all persons using water from any stream and knowing the amount of water 
available, as determined by the state engineer, as well as the area of land irrigated or susceptible of 
irrigation, can then make an order determining the rights of each person, giving to no appropriator 
more water than he can put to beneficial use, the maximum limitation being set at one second-foot for 
70 acres. Each person is then given a certificate showing the order of priority, the amount of water 
to which he is entitled, and the number of acres upon which the water is to be used. 

No fiiture appropriation of water can be made until the board of control is satisfied that there is 
unappropriated water, and that its use will not be detrimental to public interests. The second>foot 
is made the legal unit, thus avoiding the trouble arising from the use of that indefinite quantify, the 
miner's inch. Each ;v^nropriator mast maintain headgates, by which the water can be turned on or 
oflT, and also a flume c c weir for meatLiuring the water in his ditch. All dams over 6 feet in height for 
raising and diverting - . ater must be approved by the state engineer, thus insuring an official inspection 
of such structures. 

From the above a jstract it is apparent that the state engineer and board of control hold the most 
important offices in the state so far as agricultural interests are concerned, and by a wise and skillful 
exercise of the functions intrusted to them can bring about a thorough development of the agricultural 
resources of the state, for Wyoming, like Colorado, is most fortunately situated as regards water 
supply. With the exception of a part of the headwaters of the North Platte and Bear, all the streams 
rise within the state, and are thus under the control of state officers without hindrance from outside 
parties. Apparently only such' water bs Wyoming can not use need be discharged across her borders 
to Nebraska, the Dakotas, Montana, Idaho, and Utah. She holds the key to the storehouse of 
agricultural wealth. 

Albany county is in the southeastern part of Wyoming, extending from Colorado northward 
over a third of the distance across the state. It embraces nearly all the catchment area of the 
Laramie river, and on the east, beyond the Laramie range, it includes also the sources of the streams 
flowing easterly or northeasterly into the North Platte river. 

Within this county are the Laramie plains, which are in general character similar to the Great 
Plains to the east, but separated from these by the long, narrow Laramie range, a prolongation of the 
front range of the Rocky mountains. These plains lie at an altitude of about 7,000 feet, and the 
temperature, while favorable to the growth of forage crops and small grains, is too cold for many 



fruits and vegetables cultivated further to the east. Nothing grows without irrigation, but with it 
excellent crops of grass, alfalfa, the hardier cereals, and various vegetables are raised. 

The Laramie Plains are well watered on the east by the numerous tributaries which flow from the 
Medicine Bow mountains or Snowy range, and which either sink into the plains or, flowing nearly 
across them, unite to form the Laramie river. For a brief period in the spring, during the 
prevalence of the freshets, there is an ample supply of water, but during the summer there is not 
enough for all the ditches. Near the foothills on the west side of the plains are many small lakes, 
some of which are suitable for water storage, and plans have been suggested for constructing suitable 
regulating works for this purpose, few reservoirs, however, being in actual use. Besides these lakes 
in Albany county there are many good storage sites on the headwaters of the Laramie river in 
Colorado, south of the county line. 

Stock raising is the principal industry, forage forming 98 per cent of the total area of crops 
irrigated in 1889. As a general rule vegetables and cereals were raised in quantities sufficient merely 
for local consumption. Besides the crops irrigated there was an acreage of equal amount reported as 
irrigated for grazing, the total of these two items amounting to a third of the entire area of the farms 
of the county. The character of the irrigation for grazing is such that one man can apply water to 
large tracts whenever this is abundant, and the cost is therefore very small. On the eastern side of the 
Laramie range, along the narrow valleys on the headwaters of the streams flowing into Laramie 
county, are large areas of agricultural land. The country is rough and broken, and, as on the Laramie 
plains, grazing is far more important than tilling the soil. There is complaint among the smaller 
farmers that the great corporations engaged in cattle raising interfere with the growth of agriculture 
by fencing enormous 'areas within which are lands susceptible of irrigation and legally open to 
settlement. 

Carbon county is in the southern part of Wyoming west of Albany county. The North Platte 
flows from Colorado northerly through this county into Natrona county, where it turns toward the east. 
The principal agriculture is in the valley of the North Platte, in the southern part of the county, where 
the river is bordered on the east by the Snowy range, and on the west by the Sierra Madre. The 
ranches are located along the small streams which issue from these mountains, the land under 
cultivation being near the streams, and irrigated by short ditches taken out by the owners of each 
ranch. 

The water in these small streams diminishes rapidly in July, and from then until the middle of 
August, when the crops are cut, there is often a scarcity of water. There is, however, a large volume 
flowing in the North Platte at all times, and if the river could be diverted in the southern part of the 
county by large canals running near the foothills on each side of the valley enormous tracts of fertile 
land could be utilized. At present the land lying back from the creeks and a little above the level 
of the bottom lands is of little or no value. The general altitude of the agricultural land is 7,000 feet. 
It is undulating and broken, being traversed in places by ranges of hills. The principal industry of 
the county is grazing, although the climate is &vorable to the production of many of the grains. The 
expense of transportation, however, is so great that nearly all the products are raised for home 
consumption. The ditches are mostly small, one of fifteen feet in width being considered large. 

Li the southwestern comer of the county is a portion of the headwaters of the Snake river, which 
flows southwesterly into the state of Colorado, finally emptying into the Green river. There are a 
number of ranches along this river and its tributaries, the irrigated lands being in the bottoms. The 
mesa land adjoining these has not as yet been touched on account of the expense of bringing water 
upon it. Taking the county as a whole, the amount of land taking up is insignificant in comparison 
with that which remains to be utilized, and there appear to be excellent opportunities for the 
development of large irrigating systems from the North Platte river and, by storage, from many of its 
tributaries. 

Converse county is in the center of the eastern side of the state, lying north of Albany and 
Laramie counties. The average elevation is approximately 5,000 feet, the greater portion of the county 
consisting of the debatable ground between the Great Plains region on the east and the Rocky Mountain 
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foothill region on the southwest. The Platte river flows across the southwestern comer of the county, 
receiving many small tributaries from the Laramie range to the south. 

The county line on the north, running east and west, lies approximately in the center of the valley 
of the South Fork of the Cheyenne river, the divide between the Cheyenne and Platte being through 
the center of the county. In many places this is apparently so low that the farmers believe that a 
canal can be taken from the Platte river in Natrona county and brought out upon or cross this divide. 
Irrigation is still in its infancy in this county ; there are few ditches, and the area tilled is insignificant 
in comparison to that used for stock raising. 

It is generally impossible to raise any crop without the application of water, although the rainfall 
is in many seasons almost sufficient to insure success. In the bottom lands along some of the streams, 
where the land is probably wet by seepage, potatoes and other vegetables have been produced, and in 
a few localities corn, oats, wheat, and millet have been raised without irrigation, the crops being, 
however, only about one-half or one-third of that on the irrigated land. Large areas are now under 
irrigation for grazing, with the intention of bringing the land into condition for raising hay, two or 
more years of irrigation and grazing being usually considered necessary before a forage crop can be 
cut. 

Along the North Platte river several water wheels, carrying upon their rims buckets by which 
water is raised, are reported to be in use, but the results are not always satisfactory. The lower lands 
along this river are of enormous extent, and with large and comprehensive canal systems, taking water 
fi*om this river, extensive tracts of fertile land can be reclaimed, there being apparently an abundant 
supply of water. The creeks coming into the North Platte from the south flow in general through 
narrow valleys, or have cut ravines, rendering it a matter of difficulty to take the waters out upon the 
higher and better lands. Many of these carry a considerable amount of water throughout the year, 
but in most instances there is an extent of land far greater than can be brought under irrigation by 
these streams without storage. 

Crook countt is in the northeastern comer of the state, adjoining Montana on the north and 
South Dakota on the east. In altitude it is, as a whole, as low as that of any county in the state, the 
northeastern comer being under 4,000 feet in elevation, while the average for the county is under 6,000. 
In the eastern part it contains the Bear Lodge range, the northwestern prolongation of the Black Hill 
region. The summits of this range are 6,000 feet or more in altitude, Warren's peak rising to over 
6,820 feet. 

The principal stream of this county is the Belle Fourche or North Fork of the Cheyenne river. 
This stream rises in Weston county, flows northeasterly along the western foot of the Bear Lodge 
range, and shortly before reaching the state line turns abruptly to the southeast, passing around the 
Black Hills. West of this stream, and separated by a comparatively low divide, are the headwaters 
of the Little Missouri, and beyond this are those of the Little Powder river, the county continuing to 
the westward and embracing some of the tributaries of the Powder river. 

The principal settlements of the county are in the Bear Lodge mountains, where there are good 
ranges for stock, and where agriculture without irrigation is occasionally successful. The streams 
flowing in all directions from this range and finally uniting in the Belle Fourche furnish opportunities 
for irrigation on a small scale, and a number of ditches, owned by individuals, have been built, but as 
a general rule, although there is an ample supply of water at the time of the melting of the snow, yet 
later in the season, at the time when the waters are needed for maturing the crops, the streams become 
nearly or quite dry. For this reason the farmers believe that flood storage will be necessary in order 
to insure permanence of supply. 

The principal tributary of the Belle Fourche in this county is the Inyan Kara, which flows in a 
general northwesterly direction south of Sundance. The banks of this stream, like those of most of 
the streams of this country, are high, and ditches are taken out with difficulty. There is an ample 
supply of water in the early spring, but the stream has been known to become nearly or quite dry in 
the fall. The valley of the Belle Fourche itself is narrow and is bounded by high blufis, the river 
crossing from side to side rendering the construction of a comprehensive canal system difficult if not 
impossible. 
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The Little Missouri often contains a fair amount of water, but in 1889 and 1890 it was dry in 
many places, the extraordinary drought of the last two years having its effect upon all these streams, 
as well as upon the crops. The farmers in general state that although they can occasionally raise corn, 
wheat, oats, and vegetables without irrigation ; yet at best the yield is small, about one-half that on 
irrigated land, and they can not be sure of a crop two years in succession. 

Fremont county, in the western part of Wyoming, comprised at the time the census was taken 
a large area extending from the Montana line southward two-thirds across the state, but provision has 
since been made for changing the boundaries and creating a new county, called Bighorn, at the 
northern end. The statistics that have been given refer to the whole area of Fremont county as it was 
in 1889, thus including the greater part of Bighorn county. Fremont county as now constituted is 
west of the center of the state, including the Wind river and other headwaters of the Bighorn, and 
extending southward over the continental divide, including New Fork and various small tributaries of 
the Green river. On the southeast are the headwaters of the Sweetwater, the county thus including 
portions of three large drainage basins. 

The Wind River range, which crosses the county diagonally, lying in a general northwesterly and 
southeasterly direction, and the southern extension of the Absaroka range on the north are of such a 
height as to give rise to innumerable streams, so that as a whole the county is well watered, although 
perhaps not having such an ample supply as Bighorn county. The greater part of the population is 
in the vicinity of Lander and neighboring towns in the center of the county. Mining is an important 
industry, although perhaps not so much so as stock raising. The Wind River Indian reservation, 
north of Lander, occupies a large part of the county, but south of it agriculture has developed along 
the Popo Agie river and ii& tributaries, where the water supply in general is remarkably good. In 
the east of the county, on the Bad Water creek, irrigation is less successful, but on the Sweetwater to 
the south the water supply is reported to be plentiful for the land under irrigation. 

There are no large canals in the county, but many small ditches, each taking water to the lands of 
one or two owners. Owing to lack of transportation facilities there is little or no market for agricultural 
produce, with the exception of that at the mines. Much of the agricultural land is rough, requiring 
considerable expenditure to prepare the surface for thorough irrigation. An occasional crop of barley 
or oats is reported to be successful without the application of water, but this is exceptional. 

In the southwestern corner of the county, south of the headwaters of the Green river and east of 
New Fork, is a vast plain lying at an altitude of about 7,000 feet. The elevation of the plain above 
the channels of the streams is so great, however, that it is doubtful if water can be brought out upon 
it. The water supply of that region is good, but compared to the vast area of land suitable for forage 
crops at least is wholly inadequate. Settlement has been confined to the foothills, where water can be 
had in abundance. 

Bighorn county, lying north of Fremont county, is probably the best watered part of the state, 
for it contains in its western half a part of the Absaroka range, the peaks of which rise to altitudes of 
from 9,000 to 11,000 feet. Settlement is progressing rapidly on the principal streams which flow from 
these mountains, and there appears to be no immediate possibility of the water supply being exhausted, 
at least on the Grey Bull and rivers to the north. On Owl creek, in the southern end of the county 
north of the Wind River Indian reservation, some difficulties are reported on account of diversions of 
water by settlers toward the headwaters. 

In the valley of the Bighorn river is a large amount of good agricultural land and plenty of 
water, but the banks of the river are high and the fall is so gentle that the expense of taking out 
canals appears to be large, too great, at least, for the present settlers to attempt. The lack of a railroad 
retards development, and the agricultural resources are little known by those outside the county. 
There are a number of high- water ditches, which in times of flood water some of the lower lands in 
this valley. 

Johnson county is in the northern part of Wyoming, being separated from Montana only by the 
comparatively narrow strip of land embraced in Sheridan county. It extends from the summits of the 
Bighorn mountains eastward toward the Great Plains region, and covers thus a region most favorable 
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for the devclopmont of irrig'atioii, the hi^li m on ii tains on the wc^t contributing a perennial supply of 
water for the open vallc^ys toward the oast. Th(^ tilltul hinds lio in the valleys along the base of the 
mountain range at altitudes of from 4.000 to (),000 fcot. 

The streams coming from the Bighorn nuiuntiiins unite in erei^ks which flow in a general 
northeasterly or northerly direction and finally, aft<»r crossing through the foothill and high plain 
region, empty into tlw. Powder river, the waters of which, ilowing northward into Montana, join those 
of the Yellowstone. The irrigation streams coming from the high mountains, as in most parts of the 
country, fluctuate to a certain extent during the day owing to (changes of temperature, the amount of 
water following a hot summer day being notic^eably gi*eater in amount. Within the past few years 
agriculture hiu* developed to a wonderful extimt along tlie base of the Bighorn range, and there has 
been l)rought under cultivation an area of land so extensive that it can not be completely watered by 
the streams, although their flow is comparativ<'ly large and persistent, and the farmers report many 
acres of crops ruined in 18S1) and 181)0 on account of this deliciem^y of water. In this county, as in 
many othei-s, the small amount of snow during the wintei*s preceding 1889 and 1890 has had its effect 
uiK)n the streams in the reduction in their volume. 

No crops can Ixi raised with certainty without irrigation, although a few acres of potatoes and 
vegeta!>les have been reported as sueci^ssful without the application of water. Some native hay also is 
thus niised, especially in seasons of unusual niinfall, and many farmers consider this hay better in 
quality than that raised by irrigation, but the quantity per acre is far less. One cutting of alfal& is 
occasionally obtiiincd without the use of water. 

The dit<*h system, or rather la(!k of system, of this county, like that of many other parts of the 
west, has grown up in a haphazard fashion without deiinit'i* ]>lan. In most instances the ditches have 
bi»cn built to convey water to a single ranch, and are, to a large extent, owned by individuals or cattle 
companies. Consequently the nuijority of them are small and imperfectly constructed, and the losses 
that have o(!casionally resulted hav<^ arisen from defects in the ditch rather than from lack of water in 
the stream, although tli(^ water is not, in gener.il, suflicient for all denumds. 

In seasons like those of 1880 and 181K) the scarcity in many cjises brought about a temporary 
agreement Ixitween various persons claiming water from the same stream, according to which the whole 
amount of water available wius distributed alternately to the diflerent ranches, resulting in economy, 
and conse<iuently covering a larger area than before. The over-appropriation, however, on Clear creek 
and on several branches of Crazy Woman creek has led to vexatious disputes. In many cases where 
the water can not be liad during the cro]) season it has been found of advantage to apply water later in 
the season, and in fact late irrigation in general has provi'd a great lK?nefit. AVater storage has been 
undertaken to a very small extent. One man in particular reports the successful use of a small 
reservoir, m whicli spring water is held. 

Laramie cxjunty is in the southea«tern corn<'r of AVyoming, east of Albany county, thus including 
the lands east of the foot of the Laramie range and s(»uth of the divide between the North Platte and 
Cheyenne rivers. The state capital, Cheyenne, is in this count}', near its southern boundary. Irrigation 
is highly developed, aspecially along the Laramie river, wlurro is found the largest and finest single 
tract of land under irrigation in the state. 

This county is on tin? western border of th(; (Jreat Plains region, and thus in topography and 
climate is in many resp(K.*ts similar to that i»art of (\)l()i*a<lo lying east of and adjacent to the foothills 
of the K<jcky mountains. The western side of the county is well watered ])y the many small streams 
whicli, rising in the Laramie range, in Albany county, How eastward to join the North Platte river. 
This river enters the northwestern corner of tl)i^ county and Hows toward the southciist into Nebraska. 
Its waters, liowever, are not diverted, except in a small way, upon the lx)ttom lauds from the fact that 
for a great portion of its course through the county the narn>\v river valley is bounded by blufb, 
rendering the expense of canal construction too ^reat Am* private* means. 

The eastern side of the county has an altitu<lo of about .■),()( m) feet, and is in no way different from 
the Great Plains region of western Nebraska and Kansas. Stock raising is the ]>rincipal industry and 
there are many ranches enibra(*ing thousands or ev«*n t(»ns of thousiinds of acres. Dry fanning has 
lK.'cn uttouipted^ Viti in all parts of the Great riaiiis, but it is only occasionally that a crop can be 
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raised. Many settlers came into the county during or shortly after 1884, a year of unusual rainfall, 
expecting that, according to the prevalent ideas, the rainfall would continue to increase. In this they 
have been bitterly disappointed, and year after year of repeated failures has led them to believe that 
without irrigation agriculture can not succeed. 

On the western side of the county, where the elevation is 6,000 feet and upward, no attempts at 
dry farming have been made, but the soD wherever tilled is irrigated, except in a few instances among 
the hills at the southern end, where potatoes, rye, wheat, and oats sometimes do well without irrigation. 
The waters of the many small creeks have all been appropriated, and as a usual thing the rights to 
the waters largely exceed the amount available except in times of unusual floods. In the summer 
there is scarcity and losses of crops are reported. There are many storage sites on the heads of these 
streams, especially in Albany county, and in a few instances small reservoirs have been made and are 
in successful operation. Nearly all the small tracts along these streams are owned by individuals, but 
there still remain great areas higher and more remote, to which water can be brought only after a great 
expenditure for canals and storage works. 

The Laramie river, flowing through the rauge of the same name, joins the North Platte in the 
northern part of the county. Fort Laramie being placed at the junction of these streams. On the bottom 
lands along the North Platte river are ditches which take water whenever the river is high, and thus 
serve thoroughly to saturate these bottoms durii^ the flood season. At other times of the year, 
however, these ditches are too high to obtain any water from the streams. These bottom lands are 
usually sandy and require more water than do the bluff lands, which are reported to be superior for 
agricultural purposes if only the water could be brought upon them. 

The streams which flow into the North Platte from the northern end of the county drain a low 
catchment area, and therefore have very little water in comparison to the extent of country drained. 
Advantage is taken of the spring floods to soak the lands, and all the water that can be taken from 
the streams is thus used, in the hope that by the fortunate occurrence of rains the crops may reach 
maturity. The soil along these creeks, however, is usually too sandy, and the results are not always 
successful. 

South of the North Platte river, out on the plains forming the divide between Horse creek, a 
tributary of tlie North Platte, and Lodge Pole creek, which flows into the South Platte, as well as 
along these creeks, are many ranches, most of the farming being done, however, on the high lands. 
Occasionally crops of potatoes, millet, oats, corn fodder, sorghum, and vegetables are raised, and in a 
few instances windmills are used to pump water for apple trees and various kinds of fruit. Com is 
reported as usually unsuccessful owing to the early frosts. In the lower bottoms, where some water is 
received by seepage, potatoes and vegetables are more certain of success. 

Natrona county is east of the center of the state and north of Carbon county, of which it 
formerly was a part. The North Platte flows across the southeastern corner of the county, and the 
Sweetwater extends along the southern border to the point where it flows into the North Platte. 
Neither of these rivers, however, although carrying a large amount of water, is used to any extent for 
irrigation on account of the difliculty of building canals from them. The agricultural land at present 
cultivated is along the creeks flowing into these streams from the Laramie or the Rattlesnake range, 
the water being diverted by various private ditches. Hay is the principal crop, the altitude of the 
hay lands being about 6,000 feet. 

Although the tilled land is confined to the valleys along the smaller streams, this is not due to 
lack of arable land, for on the higher lands back from the creeks are immense tracts as good as or 
better than that now tilled. There is need of careful examination to determine where, if possible, 
canals can be taken from the large streams to cover this valuable land. At present the waters of the 
smaller streams are in several instances used to tlieir full amount, and more water is needed, the 
irrigators stating that water storage would be desirable. 

Sheridan county is in the center of the northern side of Wyoming, and extends from the 
summits of the Bighorn mountains easterly to the valley of the Powder river, embracing in its 
eastern end a portion of the deeply eroded plains region sometimes designated as " bad lands ". The 
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Bighorn range rises to elevations of from 8,000 to 12,000 feet, and from it issae innumerable streams, 
f(^d by the snow on these lofty slopes. The streams which rise among the high moantains fiimish a 
perennial supply of water, but those whose origin is among the foothills further to the east are more 
unstable in their character. The comparatively low altitude of the agricultural lands of this county 
more than compensates for their high latitude. Around Sheridan the elevation is reported to be only 
.S,500 feet, the valley of the Tongue river Ixung i>erhaps the lowest land in the state. 

The towns and settlements are along or among the foothills, and depend for their existence upon 
the stock raising and agriculture carried on along the stretims. (ireat enterprise and energy have been 
shown in developing the agricultural resounu'S of this county ; large areas of land have been taken up 
and a portion of these brought under cultivation. The area tilled is alrejidy in excess of that which 
(uxn be covered by water during the latter part of the (Top season, and many controversies are reported 
regarding priority of right. The state laws, however, now provide better methods of adjusting these 
conflicting claims, and tlu» state engineer, who, as already stated, is constituted the authority in 
questions conc(»rning the distribution of water, has alread}" entered upon their adjudication. 

It is evident, however, that there is not enough wat(jr to irrigate even a small fraction of the land 
filed upon, not tiiking into consideration the vast areas still open for settlement, and the irrigators 
demand some method of water storage. There are many favorable reservoir sites in the Bighorn 
mountains, and several have been mentioned in the vicinity of Cloud Peak. One or two small 
reservoirs have already been built and are operated successfully. Irrigation construction, however, 
has been done in a small way, eacrh individual usually taking out his own diteh. One ditch, however, 
is worthy of note, from the fact that it tak(*s water from the north branch of Piney creek, a tributary 
of the Powder river, and crossing the divide through a tunnel carries water to Prairie Dog valley, the 
creek of which was formerly dry during most of the year. 

The bp,nks of the streams, especially of those eastward from the foothill region, are steep and 
high, so that canal construction is expensive. In the progress of irrigation the water is used first on 
the low bottoms, and in but a few insUinces is carried back upon the bench land. Owing to the 
unregulated flow of the streams the cerciils can not be raisi^d as successfully as the forage crops, from 
the fact that the water bi»comes scarce at the time of the filling of the grain. AVithout irrigation crops 
are raised on(i year m iive, but even then the yield is not as large aw on irrigated land. 

The tributaries of tluj Tongue river, such as Goose creek, Wolf cre(;k, Hughes creek, and other 
streams heiuling in the mountains, an* well adapted for irrigation purposes, but those of the Powder 
river in this county, as, for instance, Clear creek, l)i»ing further from the inount^iins, art^ less favorable 
on account of the slight fall, the high banks, and the irregularity of flow. Almost every ranchman 
along Clear creek, however, has his own diteh. Tli«^ Powder river itself oft'ers many difliculties to 
canal construction, and during the critical periods of suninuT may l>e nc^arly dry. 

SwKi'H'WATEK COUNTY is ill the southern part of the state, we>st of (/arbon county, including a great 
part of the Plains region, which here is in the (jourse of the (routin(»ntal divide. This region is not a 
plain ill the strict sense of the word, the surfiu'c l>eing in many plac^es undulating and rough, but, on 
the other hand, it is not marked by def;i<led ranges of hills. The <«ilevation is approximately 7,000 feet, 
and the ccmutry is extremely arid. The little irrigation in the county is principally along the 
tributiiries of the Green river scmth of (Ireeii liiver (Mty, there being a small amount on the Big Sandy 
at the northern end of the county. 

In the northern part of this county and extending into Fremont county is an extensive plain, 
bounded by the Green river on the west. There are proj(»cts for taking water out upon a portion of 
this level country, but the difliculties to be overcome art* great on account of the low relative elevation 
of the water to the blull's whic^h border the plain. South of Handy creek and between it and Bitter 
creek is another tract of gre^it extent, and it is probable that attempts will be made to bring water 
upon a part of it at least. South of the railroad the country' is more rolling or broken, but farming 
is carried on along the small streams, the products being mainly for home consumption. Near Green 
Kiver C-ity the attempt has been nuuh^ to irrigate by means of water raised by a steam pump, but 
satisfactory results have not as yet been reported. 
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Uinta county occupies the western end of the state, being a long, narrow strip extending from 
the Yellowstone National Park to the Utah line. It thus includes on its western edge a portion of the 
Bear river valley, and on the east a large part of the headwaters of the Green river. In the northern 
end of the county are several lakes at the head of Snake river, which flows southwesterly into Idaho, 
and descending rapidly crosses the great lava fields of the southern part of that state. These lava 
plains, lying at an elevation of from 4,500 to 4,700 feet, are of great fertility, and when the waters of 
the Snake are taken out upon them will be of incalculable value. For this reason the lakes and 
reservoir sites in the northern part of Uinta county have a great prospective value to the state of 
Idaho, since in all probability some of them will be essential to the complete development of her 
resources. 

The greater part of the arable land is at an altitude of about 7,000 feet. The country in the 
southern part at least is rolling and the hills do not rise sufficiently high or steep to add to the water 
resources of the county. The Bear river, rising to the south among the lofty summits of the Uinta 
mountains, flows northerly through the southwestern corner of the county, then turns to the west into 
Ut-ah, again turns to the east and flows along the western border of the county, finally passing out into 
Idaho, where its waters in time of flood enter Bear lake and at other times, continuing through the 
corner of Idaho, turn southerly into Utah again, finally being lost in the Great Salt Lake. Along the 
valleys of the Bear river in Wyoming are great hay ranches, comprising thousands of acres, and the 
water is used to a large extent. There are many excellent reservoir sites on the headwaters in Utah, 
and the utilization of these is a matter of importance to many communities in Wyoming, Idaho, and 
to Utah itself. 

On the eastern side of the county are many small streams which flow easterly from the high 
plateau or hilly country into the Green river, on the further side of which is the great plain of southern 
Fremont county. The waters of these streams are used on the hay ranches in the narrow valleys, 
but the altitude is too great for the success of most agricultural products. It is stated that frosts 
occur nearly every month, for example, that in the past ten years there have been only four months 
without frost. Some oats are raised and small crops of potatoes and alfalfa have been tried, but 
without success. As a general thing there is plenty of water for all claimants, conflicts regarding rights 
being reported only in a few cases. 

In the high rolling country the principal dependence of the irrigators must be upon the winter 
snow and the local storms. There are many good storage sites, and some of them wDl undoubtedly be 
used. The situation of this county with regard to storage systems is somewhat peculiar from the fact 
that, as before stated, it contains the best location for storage works for Idaho, and, on the other hand, 
the reservoir sites on the Bear river are in Utah. Besides stock raising, the important industry of the 
county id coal mining, and the southern end of the county is comparatively well provided with 
transportation facilities, two railroads crossing and occupying the most important valleys. 

Weston county is in the eastern part of Wyoming, lying south of Crook county, from which it was 
formed. It is behind or west of the Black Hills, and contains a portion of the headwaters of the 
streams which, flowing northerly or southerly, pass around the Black Hills and unite to form the 
Big Cheyenne river. The altitude of the county is about 5,000 feet, the greater part of the area being 
of the Great Plains type. 

Agriculture without irrigation is rarely successful, although crops of small grains, potatoes, and 
vegetables have been raised in years of unusual rainfall. Irrigation as yet is comparatively new and 
imperfectly carried on, the ditches being small and depending upon the unregulated flow of the streams. 
Water storage has not as yet been attempted, although the creeks fluctuate greatly and are dry during 
the latter part of the crop season. The tilled areas are principally at the eastern end of the county 
along Beaver creek and its tributaries, being thus in the vicinity of the mining regions in the Black 
Hills. 
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This bulletin gives the population of the state of Indiana in detail by counties, townships, cities, 
wards of cities, and towns, according to the official count of the returns made under the Eleventh 
Census, taken as of June 1, 1890. The figures for the same divisions according to the census of 1880 
are also given for purposes of comparison. 

The population of the state has increased 214,103, or 10.82 per cent, during the decade. In 1880 
the population of the state was 1,978,301 ; as returned in 1890 it was 2,192,404. 

Of the ninety-two counties in the state twenty-five show decreases. In only four counties are 
decreases shown of more than 10 per cent. In most of the counties showing a decrease the decrease 
is slight. 

The following summary shows the population of each county according to the censuses of 1890 
and 1880, also the increase in number and per cent during the decade :

In 1880 there were twenty-seven cities in the state having a population of 4,000 or more, the 
aggregate population of which was 327,248. In 1890 the number of cities having that population was 
thirty-seven, with an aggregate population of 507,133. This shows an increase in population in cities 
of this size of 179,885, or 54.97 per cent. The most considerable increases in urban population in 
number are found in Indianapolis and Evansville. Indianapolis shows an increase of 30,380, or 40.48 
per cent, while Evansville shows an increase of 21,476, or 73.35 per cent. Fort Wayne and South 
Bend also show large proportionate increases. The largest percentages of increase are found in 
Hammond, Marion, Anderson, Muncie, Frankfort, and Kokomo. In only two cities are decreases 
shown.

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HORTICULTURE.— NURSERIES.

Herewith is presented a preliminary report, prepared by Mr. J. H. Hale, special agent, under 
the direction of Mr. Mortimer Whitehead, special agent in charge of horticulture, upon the 
nursery industry of the United States, which has for the first time been made a subject of census 
investigation. The material from which these statistics are compiled was obtained direct from 
the nurserymen, upon schedules specially prepared for that purpose, and by personal visits of 
special agents to nursery establishments in all parts of the country. These figures are subject to 
revision before publication in the final report. 

From the tabulations in this bulletin it appears that there are in the United States 4,510 
nurseries, valued at $41,978,835.80 and occupying 172,806 acres of land, with an invested capital 
of $52,425,669.51, and giving employment to 45,657 men, 2,279 women, and 14,200 animals, using in 
the propagation and cultivation of trees and plants $990,606.04 worth of implements. Of the 
acreage in nurseries 95,025.42 were found to be used in growing trees, plants, shrubs, and 
vines of all ages ; and the figures, based upon the best estimate of the nurserymen, make the 
grand total of plants and trees 3,386,855,778, of which 518,016,612 are fruit trees, 685,603,396 
grapevines and small fruits, and the balance nut, deciduous, and evergreen trees, hardy shrubs, 
and roses. The largest acreage is devoted to the production of apple trees, viz: 20,232.75 acres, 
numbering 240,570,666 young trees, giving an average of 11,890 per acre, while the plum, pear, 
and peach have, respectively, 7,826.5, 6,854.25, and 3,357 acres, producing 88,494,367, 77,223,402, and 
49,887,894 young trees, or an average of 11,307, 11,266, and 14,861 trees to the acre. 

The table showing the date of establishment and the columns in the various tables of 
production indicating the per cent of increase clearly prove the steady growth of this industry, 
while the great increase in the planting of large orchards and the constantly developing taste 
and demand for fruit and ornamental trees, vines, shrubs, and plants for home adornment assures 
the continued growth and prosperity of this industry.

NURSERIES. 



BY J. II. HALE. 



Horticulture, that higher art of agriculture, has been making wondrous strides in this country 
during the last quarter of a century, and as the foundation of nearly all this great work lies in 
the little nursery row of seedlings, dormant buds, root grafts, or cuttings, it seemed fitting that 
the Eleventh Census of the United States should, for the first time, take account of stock in this 
particular direction; hence this report upon nurseries, which, though somewhat crude in its way, 
at least will show, in connection with other special horticultural investigation, the tendency 
of the people in the way of a more refined agriculture, in the production, not only for home 
adornment and consumption, but for commercial purposes also, of fruits, flowers, trees, and 
shrubbery, all so refining and purifying in their influences as to ennoble all who come in daily 
contact with them. 

While most of the first trees and plants were of necessity brought from the mother country 

by the early settlers, their production from seeds and by budding, grafting, and layering was 

begun here early in the seventeenth century, as shown by many of the early colonial records, 

points of especial interest upon this subject having been gathered by the Massachusetts 

Horticultural Society and published in the introduction of the history of the society as " a sketch 

of the history of Horticulture in the United States up to the year 1829", the date of organization 

of that society. A memorandum in the records of the Massachusetts Company, March 16, 1629, 

says: 

To provide to send for New England Vyne Planters, Stones of all sorts of fruites, as peaches, pears, plnms, filberts, 
cherries, pear, aple, quince kernells, pomegranats ; also wheat, rye, barley, oates, woad, saffron, liquorice seed and 
madder rootes, potatoes, hop rootes, currant plants. 

George Fenwick, of Saybrook, Connecticut, wrote on May 6, 1641, to Governor Winthrop, 
of Massachusetts : 

I haue receaned the trees yow sent me, for which I hartily thanke yow. If I had anything heare that could pleasure 
yow, yow should frely command it. I am prettie well storred with cherrie Sc peach trees, Sc did hope I had bad a good 
nurserie of aples, of the aples yow sent me last yeare, but the wormes haue in a manner distroyed them all as they came 
up. I pray informe me if yow know any way to preuent like mischiefe for the future. 

March 5, 1665, John Mason, of Saybrook, Connecticut, wrote to Mrs. Elizabeth Winthrop: 

Haue sent ten apple trees by Goodman Stolyon to yourselfe. I suppose they will most of them be planted in the 
north end of your orchard. I would haue sent more if I had thought there were a place to receiue them. I haue alsoe 
sent Thomas Bayley thirty grafted trees as bee desired mee. They are in Goodman Stolyon's boate. I would entreat 
you to acquaint him with it. Hee told mee bee would put it to Mr. Winthrop's account. They come to thirty shillings. 

Prince's nursery and botanic garden was established at Flushing, Long Island, about the 
middle of the last century, by William Prince, and for more than one hundred years was continued 
by his descendants. 

John Watson established a nursery near Charleston, South Carolina, about 1760, and a botanic 
garden was established there in 1786. 

In 1768 the Society for Promotion of Arts at New York awarded a premium of ;^io to 
Thomas Young, of Oyster Bay, for the largest number of apple trees, the number being 27,123. 
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In 1796 George Heusler, on the farm of Elias H. Derby, in the town of Dan vers, Massachusetts, 
was offering trees for sale. 

In 1796 two brothers by the name of Vaughn established a nursery at Hallowell, Maine, and 
by importing and testing all the leading varieties of Europe did much to advance the horticulture 
of Maine. Ephriam Goodale also started a nursery at Orrington, Maine, about 1800. 

This being the first time that the nurseries have ever been made the subject of special census 
inquiry, there was found but little recorded data to guide in the work ; in fact, nothing to build 
upon except the notes just given and the shaky foundation of a so-called "nursery directory", 
representing many dead firms, as well as others who were only dealers and not growers of 
nursery stock. However, these were finally all weeded out, and with the friendly assistance of the 
active nurserymen in each state, coupled with the official work of the census enumerators, a 
live list was secured, representing every producer of nursery stock in the United States. These 
were all furnished with special blanks for a full detailed report of their productions, and while all 
have not reported, a very large majority have, thus supplementing the figures given the census 
enumerators, which form the basis of the tables of acreage and value. Many of the nurserymen 
reported, keeping no record as to cost of production, labor, etc., had to estimate this expense; 
but, however, as in nearly every instance these estimates are very nearly the same as the figures 
furnished by others in the same states who did keep a record, they are doubtless approximately 
correct, as are the other figures here given, which show that there are in the United States 
4,510 nurseries, valued at $41,978,835.80 and occupying 172,806 acres of land. In this business 
there is a total capital of $52,425,669.51 invested, which employs 45,657 men, 2,279 women, and 
14,200 animals, propagating and cultivating trees and plants, with the aid of $990,606.04 worth of 
implements. 

There were found growing in the United States 95,025.42 acres of trees, plants, shrubs, and 
vines of all ages, and figures based upon the best estimates of the nurserymen make the grand 
total of plants and trees 3,386,855,778 (not including miscellaneous fruit trees and plants grown 
on 1,477 acres), of which 518,016,612 are fruit trees, 685,603,396 grapevines and small fruits, and 
the balance evergreen and deciduous trees, hardy shrubs, and roses.

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The total value of these products in the nursery is upward of $100,000,000 if sold at market 
rates ; but the fluctuation in demand for the various varieties is such that there is often a 
considerable surplus of stock on hand of some varieties of too great age or inferior grade, which 
has to be sold at whatever price is offered or else thrown on the brush heap to be burned, so 
that nearly 20 per cent of all stock produced annually remains unsold. 

As nearly all trees and many plants are seldom sold till two and three years old, the stock in 
nurseries, as above enumerated, really represents a two years' supply.

Of the 4,510 nurseries in the United States fully two-thirds are small concerns, from 2 to 25 
acres in extent, and produce a full variety of all trees and plants for local demands, much of 
the stock sold being taken direct from the nursery by the planters and local agents, so that there 
is but little call for advertising, catalogues, or traveling salesmen. Another class of nurserymen, 
propagating largely a general line of nursery stock or making specialties of a few lines only, 
such as grapes or small fruits, cater to a direct retail trade with customers all over the country, 
and advertise extensively in the newspapers and mail hundreds of thousands of catalogues, and 
in return receive their orders by mail, when stock is shipped direct to planters by mail, freight, 
or express. There are other and still larger nurseries that produce stock by the hundreds of 
acres and cater to the wholesale trade by issuing trade catalogues only to other nurserymen, 
extensive planters, and to nursery agents and dealers, who are their best customers. Some of 
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these nurseries are upward of i,ooo acres in extent, and their products are shipped in car-load 
lots, and in the busy season almost by train loads. Still another class of nurserymen produce a 
general assortment of stock and sell direct to planters through the solicitation of traveling 
salesmen, who canvass from house to house and from farm to farm and succeed in selling millions 
of trees and plants, mostly to persons who would not take the trouble to visit a nursery or send 
for a catalogue and order direct from the nursery. Thousands of trees are now growing in what 
would otherwise have been waste places had it not been for these missionaries of horticulture.

a Nursery products being of a perishable nature, direct orders are largely sent by express, often at a groat expense to the consignee ; hence these 
large figures. 

The table showing the date of establishment and the columns in the various tables of 
production indicating the per cent of increase clearly prove the steady growth of the nursery 
industry. While a few eastern states show a slight falling off in the production of some kinds 
of nursery stock, Vermont is the only state to show a falling off in all lines of production. Maine 
also shows a considerable decrease in several lines. Florida shows a decrease in orange-tree 
production, brought about by the discouragement of planters by the hard freeze of 1886; but 
with these few exceptions the increased production is from 15 to 300 per cent, being greatest in 
the states of the North Central division and on the Pacific coast. With this greatly increased 
production has come about a considerable decrease in the selling price, so that while the 
nurserymen appear to be prosperous financially, greater knowledge in the art of production and 
better methods of culture enable them to produce better stock at less cost, conditions all favorable 
to the planter and not in the least discouraging to the nurseryman who understands his business. 

At first thought it would seem that the annual production of all these millions of trees and 
plants would soon overstock the country, but it is a sad fact to contemplate that damage in transit 
and climatic conditions, coupled with the carelessness of many planters, result in killing nearly 
one-half the plants and trees sent out each year, and further neglect results in the loss of one-half 
of those remaining before the end of the third year; and it has been estimated by some 
horticulturists that of all the trees set out not more than i in 20 ever comes to full fruiting. 
This is not so much on account of soil and climatic conditions as from ignorance and carelessness 
of the average planters, for skilled orchardists have little trouble in bringing 90 per cent of all 
trees planted into full fruitage. This loss of trees, coupled with the steady growth of the country 
and the increased taste in horticultural matters, must of necessity cause the demand for nursery 
products to be even greater in the future than in the past. 20 years ago a fruit orchard 50 
acres in extent was considered a wonder; now in nearly every state apple, pear, and peach orchards 
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of 100, 200, and 300 acres are being planted, while in Georgia and California there are many peach 
orchards of 1,000 or more acres each. The greatest and most steady demand, however, will ever 
continue to be for plants and trees for the home ground and the fruit garden. The latter, a luxury 
a few years ago, is fast becoming, a recognized necessity, and as greater attention is being given 
it each year it can not fail to help the nursery trade, and so it is expected to grow and prosper 
even more in the future than in the past.

POPULATION OF WASHINGTON 

BY MINOR CIVIL DIVISIONS. 



DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 

Census Office, 
Washington, D. C, August 26, 1891. 

This bulletin gives the population of the state of Washington in detail by counties, precincts, 
cities, wards of cities, towns, and villages, according to the official count of the returns made under the 
Eleventh Census, taken as of June 1, 1890. The figures for such of the same divisions as had population 
returns in 1880 are presented for purposes of comparison. 

The population of the state in 1880 was 75,116 ; in 1890 a population of 349,390 was returned, an 
increase of 274,274, or 365.13 per cent. 

Since 1880 the following counties have been formed: In 1881, Garfield from Columbia; in 1883, 
Adams from Whitman, Asotin from Garfield, Douglas from Lincoln, Franklin from Whitman, Kittitas 
from Yakima, Lincoln from Spokane, Okanogan from Stevens, and Skagit from Whatcom. In Columbia 
county tliere is an apparent though not real decrease, because of the loss of territory taken to form 
Garfield county. Skamania county shows a slight decrease. In all the other counties large increases 
are shown. 

The summary which follows gives the population of each county according to the censuses of 1890 
and 1880, together with the increase in number and per cent during the decade.

In 1880 the largest body of urban population in the state of Washington was found at Walla- 
walla, which had a population of 3,588. The next largest body of urban population was Seattle, with 
a population of 3,533. Up to June 1, 1890, Seattle had increased 39,304, or 1,112.48 per cent. The 
population of Seattle in 1890 was 42,837. The same enormous increases are found in Taooma and 
Spokane Falls, the former having increased from 1,098 in 1880 to 36,006 in 1890, and the latter from 
350 in 1880 to 19,922 in 1890.

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HORTICULTURE.— SEED FARMS. 



DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 

Census Office, 
Washington, D. C, August i8, 1891. 

The production of seeds as an industry has been for the first time made a subject of census 
investigation. This report is prepared by Mr. J. H. Hale, special agent, under the direction of 
Mr. Mortimer Whitehead, special agent in charge of horticulture. The material froifa which 
these statistics are compiled was obtained directly from the seed growers upon schedules prepared 
for that purpose and by personal visits of special agents to seed farms and dealers in all parts of 
the country. The figures are subject to revision before publication in the final report. 

This investigation included only such farms as were devoted to seed growing as a business, 
and did not consider the large amount of field and garden seeds grown as side crops on thousands 
of farms, which would greatly swell the aggregate yield of seeds, but would not fairly estimate 
seed growing as a special industry. It will be noted that seed growing has been carried on as a 
business in this country for more than a century, but that only within the past 30 years has it 
assumed large proportions. More than one-half the total number of establishments reported were 
started between 1870 and 1890. This report shows that there were in the United States in the 
census year 596 farms, with a total of 169,851 acres, devoted exclusively to seed growing, of which 
96,567^ acres were reported as producing seeds. Of these, 12,905 acres were devoted to beans, 
1,268 to cabbage, 919 to beets, 10,219 to cucumbers, 71 to celery, 15,004 to sweet corn, 16,322 to field 
corn, 4,663 to squashes, 7,971 to peas, 5,149 to muskmelons, 662 to radishes, and 4,356 to tomatoes. 
The 596 seed farms reported represent a total value of farms, implements, and buildings of 
$18,325,935.86, and employed in the census year 13,500 men and 1,541 women. 258 of these farms 
are in the North Atlantic division, with an average of 185 acres per farm. In the North Central 
division there are 157 seed farms, with an average of 555 acres per farm. The seed farms in Iowa 
and Nebraska average 695 acres, several being nearly 3,000 acres in extent.

SEED FAKMS. 



BY J. H. HALE. 



Seeds of all staple garden and farm grains, fruits, and vegetables have been in steady demand 
since the first settlement of the country. In early times families preserved seed supplies 
from their own productions from year to year, in most cases from whatever might be left on the 
farm, while in other cases a careful selection was made and purer and better seeds obtained, which 
not only furnished the home supply, but were eagerly sought by friends and neighbors. For 
many years little was known of seeds as a commercial product, and even at the present time in 
many rural communities some of the more common farm seeds are freely exchanged among the 
farmers. 

The first regular seed farm of those now in the country, as far as we have any record, was 
established in connection with the nursery business in Philadelphia in 1784. 

The general growth of the country, the great increase of population in cities and villages 
and consequent establishment of market gardens, the demand for choice seeds and often the 
inability to procure them, induced market gardeners to grow and save seeds, at first for their own 
uses only, later to supply an ever increasing demand, until some finally drifted into seed production 
as a regular business. 

This branch of horticulture has never before been made the subject of census inquiry. 
Therefore, with no recorded data to guide in the work, it has been somewhat difficult to procure 
even the few facts and figures of the tables herewith submitted. 

After careful inquiry by circular letter (often many times repeated) to each and every seed 
dealer in the United States, a record was made showing a total of 596 farms in the United States 
devoted exclusively to seed production. These farms occupy 169,851 acres of land, of which 96,567 X 
acres were reported as devoted to seed production during the census year, divided as follows: 
1,437 acres of asparagus; 12,905 of beans; 919 of beets; 1,268 of cabbage; 569 of carrots; 11 of 
cauliflower; one-half of celeriac; 71 of celery; 13 of collards; 1 ^ of corn salad; 15,004 of sweet corn; 
16,322 of field corn; 1 J4 of cress; 10,219 ^^ cucumbers; 39^^ of dandelion; 252 of eggplants; 16 of 
endive; 105 of kale; 19 of kohl-rabi; 13^^ of leek; 486}^ of lettuce; 5,149 of muskmelons; 3,978 of 
watermelons; 2 of nasturtium; i3ofokra; 3,560 of onions; 352 of onion sets; 75 of parsley; 374 of 
parsnips; 7,971 of peas; 365 of pepper; 4,102 of potatoes; 105 of pumpkins; 662 of radishes; 25 of 
rhubarb; 26 of salsify; 150 of spinach; 4,356 of tomatoes; 885 of turnips; 4,663 of squashes, and 
81 of flower seeds. 

Aside from these special seed farms which have been under investigation, there are a number 
of extensive dealers in seeds having test gardens and farms, where side by side all new and old 
varieties are grown for the purpose of comparison. On these farms are also tested all seeds 
handled by these dealers, whose custom it is to secure their supplies by importation and by 
contracting with farmers in various favored sections of this country to grow any particular 
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variety of seed best adapted to that farmer's land or locality. Some of these are among the 
regular seed farms here enumerated; others grow one or more varieties of seeds each year only 
as a branch of their other farming operations, and as no special note of their productions was 
made by the regular census enumerator, and the dealers in some instances have failed or refused 
to furnish the names of these farmers, it has been impossible to get at them by special schedule, 
which has been the medium for collecting this information. Therefore, while this report shows the 
extent and production of the seed farms proper, the total of garden seeds produced in the 
United States is considerably in excess of the amount here given. One dealer reports supplying 
farmers annually i,ooo bushels of peas and 2,000 bushels of beans for planting, and then buying 
back all the seeds that can be grown from this stock, which amounts to about 10,000 bushels each 
of peas and beans ; and as many other dealers have contracts in like proportion on various other 
seeds, it will be seen that the garden-seed business alone is assuming great importance in the 
agriculture of the country. Again, while the greater amount of seed grains, cotton, tobacco, etc., 
used upon farms is of home and neighborhood production and is freely exchanged for labor or for 
other products, there are in nearly every county one or more successful farmers who by a careful 
selection of seed stock and by better methods secure greater returns than their neighbors and are 
able to dispose of part of their productions for seed purposes at advanced rates. These men can 
not be classed as seed farmers, and would hardly be able to estimate what proportion of their 
crops was sold for seed purposes annually; but it is safe to assume that such farmers produce 
one-third of all the small grains, corn, potatoes, tobacco, and cotton seed planted. In addition to 
these, there are annually sold for seed purposes upward of 1,000,000 bushels of selected grains, 
both of the standard and newer varieties, very little of which is produced upon regular seed 
farms. The same is true of grass seeds, which are produced in enormous quantities in New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Kansas, and 
Nebraska, largely supplying the demands of the country as well as furnishing a considerable 
surplus for export. The quantity and value of this production will be shown in the final census 
reports. 

Of the 596 .seed farms in the United States, 258, or nearly one-half, are in the North Atlantic 
division, the original center of seed production. These farms have an acreage of 47,813, or an 
average of 185 acres per farm, while in the North Central division there are 157 farms, with an 
acreage of 87,096, or an average of 555 acres per farm. The seed farms of Massachusetts and 
Connecticut average 142 acres per farm, while those of Iowa and Nebraska are 695 acres in extent, 
and are producing seeds on a scale of equal magnitude to the other products of that section of the 
country. Several of these seed-producing farms embrace nearly 3,000 acres each. 

The table showing date of establishment as seed farms indicates in a general way the growth 
and prosperity of the business. So far as reported, there were but 2 seed farms in the country 
previous to 1800 (one of these was established in Philadelphia in 1784, and the other at Enfield, 
New Hampshire, in 1795), only 3 in 1820,6 in 1830, 19 in 1840,34 in 1850, 53 in i860, 100 in 1870, 207 
in 1880, and 200 more were established between 1880 and 1890, leaving 189 unaccounted for as to 
date of establishment. But as the proprietors of the older seed farms take great pride in this 
matter, it is safe to assume that 90 per cent of the unreported farms have come into existence 
within the past 20 years.

New or scarce varieties of vegetables often sell at 3 and 4 times the prices given in the preceding 
table, and some expert growers who have a special trade obtain prices far in excess of them. In 
the tables in this bulletin the prices given are averages based on reports sent in by a majority of 
the seed growers in each state. The great bulk of the crop was delivered to contractors or sold 
to dealers, who largely supply the wholesale trade; consequently prices in most instances average 
somewhat below the market rates in the commercial centers. 

The returns show a selling price of flower seeds ranging from 3 cents to $50 per pound. It 
is therefore impossible to make an average price where there is such a vast difference, and the 
various species and varieties are not given. 
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From general information obtained from the seed farmers and a study of the figures in this 
bulletin it appears that this branch of agriculture has kept fully apace with the general march of 
national progress. 

Prior to 1850 all the seed farms of the country were in the few northeastern states of the 
Union, Connecticut and New York for more than half a century producing more seeds than all 
other states combined ; and while each has at present more seed farms than any other state, the 
general westward tendency of all that pertains to agriculture has stimulated seed growing on a 
very extensive scale in the central west and on the Pacific coast. There has of late been a feeling 
of depression among the growers generally, who, previous to 1883, made exceptionally fine profits 
out of the business, and were thus stimulated to establish more seed farms than could profitably 
find market for their products during the past few years. The general feeling now is that prices 
must be advanced or some method of production be discovered whereby a greater yield may be 
secured at less cost of labor. 

Final census reports will strive to show in detail some of the methods adopted by the more 
successful seed farmers in the different sections.

The following bulletin gives the population of the state of Arkansas in detail by counties, 
townships, cities, wards of cities, towns, and villages, according to the official count of the returns 
made under the Eleventh Census, taken as of June i, 1890. The figures for the same divisions 
according to the census of 1880 are also given for purposes of comparison. 

The population of the state in 1890 was 1,128,179, ^^ increase of 325,654, or 40.58 per cent, since 
1880, when a population of 802,525 was returned. 

In 1883 Cleburne county was formed fsom parts of Independence, Van Buren, and White 
counties. In 1885 the name of Dorsey county was changed to Cleveland. From several counties 
in the state townships have been taken to form parts of other counties. 

In ever/ county in the state an increase is shown, except in Van Buren, where the decrease 
is due to a decrease in territory. In Jefferson, Pulaski, and Sebastian counties the largest 
numerical increases are found. Nineteen counties show increases of more than 50 per cent. 

The following summary shows the population of each county according to the censuses of 
1890 and 1880, together with the increase in number and per cent during the decade :

MINES AND MINING.— IRON ORE. 



DEPARTMENT OP THE INTERIOR,

The followiDg bulletin in relation to iron ore, prepared by Mr. John Bibkinbine, special agent, 
ander the sapervision of Dr. Dayio T. Day, special agent in charge of the Division of Mines and 
Mining of the Oensns Office, shows the quantity of iron ore prodnced in the United States during the 
year 1889 to be 14,518,041 long tons, valued at $33,351,978, an average of $2.30 per ton. The total 
product reported at the Tenth Census was 7,120,362 long tons, valued at $23,150,957. Of the 
twenty-six states and two territories producing iron ore in 18S9 the four leading ones are as follows : 
Michigan, 5,856,169 tons; Alabama, 1,570,319 tons; Pennsylvania, 1,560,234 tons, and New York, 
1,247,537 tons, aggregating 10,234,259 tons, or 70.49 per cent of the total product. The number of 
employes engaged in mining iron ore was 37,707, who were paid in wages $13,880,108. The capital 
invested was $109,766,199, distributed as follows: Land, $78,474,881; buildings, fixtures, etc., 
$7,673,520; tools^ implements, etc., $8,045,545; cash and stock on hand, $15,572,253. The report 
shows a remarkable increase in production and activity over that of the Tenth Census.

IRON-ORE MINING INDUSTRY.

PRODUOTIOK 

During^ the year ended December 31, 1889, the prodaction of iron ore amoonted to 14,618,041 long 
tons, which was contribated by twenty-six states and two territories, and this oatput represented a 
value on cars or carts at the mines of $33,351,978, an average of $2.30 per ton. 

The stock of ore on hand at the commencement of the censas year was 1,966,824 long tons, while at 
its close this amount was augmented to 2,256,973 tons, an increase for the entire country of 290,149 tons, 
or nearly 15 per cent. The stock of iron ore carried over is equivalent to 15.55 per cent of the production 
for the censas year, but the increased stock, that is, the amount of ore mined but not consumed, 
represents but 2 per cent of the total output for 1889. Owing to the fact that the census year for mining 
corresponded with the calendar year 1889, the stocks of iron ore on hand at the commencement and 
end of the year represented a larger amount than would have been the case a few months earlier, the 
practice of mine managers whose products must reach a market by means of water transportation 
encouraging a depletion of stock at the mines during the shipping season and an augmentation during 
the winter months, when navigation is suspended. 

The statistics of production are given by states, except where the names or operations of individuals 
would be disclosed. As the iron ore in several of the states is mined, respectively, by one firm or 
corporation, the figures of these states are grouped with those of other states. 

Some of the large mines reporting adopt a fiscal year, which, while not corresponding with the census 
year, otTered more detailed information in regard to labor, wages, supplies, etc., than could be obtained for 
the calendar year 1889. Therefore, wherever the data furnished did not materially afiect the figures of 
production the reports were accepted for a few mines for the fiscal year which corresponded closely 
with the census year. 

The returns made to this office for the various states and territories were compared with the 
publications and repoits of state officials wherevet these were obtainable, and any discrepancies were 
carefully investigated. 

Michigan was by far the largest producer of iron ore in the census year 1889, a total of 5,856,169 
long tons having been mined, the value of which was $15,800,521 at the mines, an average of $2.70 per 
ton. The tonnage from Michigan therefore represents 40.34 per cent of the total, while the aggregate 
value is 47.38 percent of that* of the entire country. 

The credit of holding second rank lies between the states of Alabama and Pennsylvania, the former, 
from the figures collected, having apparently a slightly greater oatput than the latter. This uncertainty 
is owing to the fact that the reports obtained from two of the larger Alabama mines covered operations 
commencing May 1, 1889, and ending May 1, 1890, and no detailed record of the amount of ore produced 
and labor employed during the three months of 1890 was obtainable. The position of Pennsylvania

is also affected by the refiasal of one large producer to sapply absolute figures, but it will be noted that 
in the shipments or apparent consumption of iron ores Pennsylvania takes precedence of Alabama. 

Alabama is therefore placed second as a producer of iron ore, with 1,570,319 long tons, valued at 
$1,511,611, an average of 90 cents per ton. These figures represent 10.82 and 4«53 per cent, respectively, 
of the total output and value. 

Pennsylvania closely follows Alabama, its output being 1,560,234 long tons, valued at $3,063,534, 
an average of $1.96 i)er ton, and 10.75 and 9.19 per cent, respectively, of the total output and value. 

The other state which produced over 1,000,000 tons in the present census year was mew York, 
which is credited with 1,247,537 long tons, valued at $3,100,216, an average of $2.49 per ton, the 
figures representing, respectively, 8.59 and 9.30 per cent of the total output and value. 

These four states therefore produced a total of 10,234,259 long tons, or 70.49 per cent of the entire 
output of the iron-ore mines of the United States, while the value of the ore aggregates $23,475,882, or 
70.39 per cent of the total valuation. 

The following table shows the number of iron-ore mines reported, the number of mines producing in 
1889, the amount of iron ore produced, the average value per long ton, the total valuation of iron ore 
produced and consumed, the stock on hand at the commencement and end of the census year, and the 
apparent consumption or shipments of iron ore :

The above statement is tabulated from actnal returns, verified in every way possible except by 
individual visitations to all of the iron-ore mines. The figures of production are possibly below the actual 
results, for in some localities farmers gather ore at odd times and sell to blast furnaces in small lots. 
Wherever this amount could be obtained it is included in the table. No returns have yet been secured 
from a few mines ; hence their outputs were omitted where they could not be closely estimated. Some 
persons who mine ore on a small scale keep such insufficient records that allowances have to be made 
from the figures given. In other mines the practice of recording the output by the number of cars 
or skips handled has a tendency to underestimate the actual product. 

Making fair allowance for all of the above, and possibly also for some scattered iron-ore mining of 
which the Census Office had no knowledge, the total amount of iron ore produced in the United States 
in the year 1889 probably exceeded 14,650,000 long tons. In the discussion of distribution, value, cost, 
etc., however^ the actual figures as determined, viz, 14,518,041 long tons, will be used. 

YALXJE.-'The value of iron ore given in the above table represents averages only, as the location of 
the mines in relation to blast furnaces, etc, and the character of the ores so influence their values that, 
except in a few instanceS| no detailed information as to specific values can be given without violating the 



promise to protect those who contribate information for the census. The returns from the varlons 
mines were tabulated, and the difference between the stock on baud January 1, 1889, and January 1, 
1890, was either added or subtracted, as the case might be, from the total amount of ore mined, giving 
t:lie apparent shipments from each mine. These amounts multiplied by the average value per ton gave 
t;lie value of iron ore for each mine, and the products so obtained when added show the total value of 
tlie ore produced by the various mines. Dividing this total by the number of tons mined gave the 
average value per ton. 

With the exception of a few mines in Wisconsin, the value of iron ore at the mines and the costs of 
mining in the states of Michigan, Minnesota, and Wisconsin may be taken as representing the operations 
of mines in the Lake Superior region, which are worked principally under ground, producing ores rich 
enough in iron to withstand heavy transport charges to distant points. On the other hand, the figures 
for Alabama, Tennessee, and Yirginia and West Virginia represent the winning of leaner iron ore, 
inrhich is chiefly consumed close to the mines. While much of this ore is obtained from under,, round 
i^vorkings, a considerable portion is won from open-cut operations. The value given for ores obtained 
from mines which may properly be considered in the Lake Superior region averaged $3.66 per ton, 
and the value of ores from the states of Alabama, Tennessee, and Yirginia and West Virginia averaged 
•1.20 per ton. 

The highest average value per ton is reported in the returns from Idaho and Montana, where a 
limited amount of iroti ore is won for fluxing ores of the precious metals. The lowest average value 
for any state is that of Alabama, where new but liberal underground exploitations of limited depths, or 
large open workings and facilities of mining, due to the character and the location of the ore deposits, 
contribute to place the value of iron ore at the mines at a low figure. 

The above reasons also influenced to a greater or less extent the results in other states. 

Number of minbs. — The number 'of persons, firms, or corporations reported to this office as 
having iron-ore mines which may be considered as active is 685, of which 592 were producers in ttie 
census year 1889. Compared with the returns made in 1880, when the number of regular mining 
establishments was 805, besides a large number of irregular producers, aggregating, according to the 
directory published, 1,325, it is found that there has been a material decrease in the number of operators, 
which is accounted for by the fact that iron-ore mining as a business has assumed such proportions as 
to command greater capital and more intelligent management. Many producers in 1880 mined but a 
few tons. This class of producers has in the ten years which have elapsed become practically extinct, 
except in a few localities. In the returns for the Eleventh Census there were but 81 mines which 
produced under 300 tons, while in the returns for the previous census 1,125 of the irregular producers 
furnished less than 800 tons. 

All the mines reported in 1880 which were known or believed to have continued operations were 
supplied with schedules for the present census returns, and numerous new enterprises were sought out 
and data collected from them. 

The growing demand for, and the appreciation of, the value of ores rich in iron have caused the 
abandonment or suspension of operations at numerous mines which produce ores carrying small 
percentages of iron or high percentages of phosphorus, sulphur, etc. The development of the Bessemer 
steel industry, which in the Tenth Census reported a production of 879,650 long tons of steel and in the 
Eleventh Census 3,383,654 long tons, is also largely responsible for the exploration on a liberal scale 
of numerous mines from which ores specially valuable to this industry were obtained because they 
were low in phosphorus. 

The number of operations is also affected by consolidation of adjoining properties, so as to work 
them under one management, and in a number of cases several mines which, though acUacent, are 
practically distinct workings are operated as a single plant, and hence separate reports of each mine 
were not required or obtained. 

Placing the states in the order of the number of producing mines in 1889, the rank for the larger 
prodncers is as follows: 

The number of active mining operations (189) places Pennsylvania first, while the state ranks third 
in the amount of ore produced. 

Michigan, which had by far the largest output of iron ore for the year 1889, had for its product but a 
comparatively small number of mines, vis, 73, many of which, however, were large operations. 



Ohio follows nexty with 70 prodacing mines, bat as a prodacer it oocapied eleventh position. 

The foarth place is taken by Alabama, with 45 mines, while the state occupied second position as to 
the amount of ore won, the average oatpat of the mines being large. 

Virginia and West Virginia combined, with 38 mines, come next, and stand seventh as to the 
amoant of ore won* 

New York ranks sixth in regard to the number of mines, viz, 36, many of which are large operations, 
and contributed to place the state in fourth place as a producer. 

Kew Jersey follows with 24 mines, while its 1889 output gave it ninth rank. 

Minnesota reports but 4 active mines, and occupies a low rank in this respect. It, however, was 
fifth in the amount of ore produced, indicating large mines. 

Colorado produced but a small amount of ore during the year 1889, holding thirteenth position in 
this respect, and had 18 active iron-ore mines, showing but a small average from each. 

Wisconsin, which held a high rank as a producer, had but 16 mines, most of which were large 
operations. 

The following statement, exhibiting the average output per mining operation, is presented as 
illustrating in a general way one of the causes which affect the labor employed and the average cost 
of producing iron ore in each state:

In compariDg the above statement with that of the tons of ore won per employ^, it is noted that, 
with the exception of Tennessee, each state which shows an output per mining operation above the 
average for the United States is among those which mined the largest quantity of ore per man in 1889. 

In the preceding census year 19 mines were reported as producing over 50,000 long tons each, of 
which 10 furnished red hematite and 9 magnetite. These 19 mines contributed 2,197,183 long tons, or 
30.86 per cent of the total amount of iron ore produced, valued at $8,222,640, or 35.51 per cent of the 
total valuation. The largest production of any individual operation in that year was 250,000 tons. 
Another mine had an output of 200,000 tons, and 8 additional mines produced 100,000 tons each, or 
over, in 1880. 

In 1889 there were 65 mining operations, each of which reported a product (exceeding 50,000 lon^ 
tons. Of these 46 furnished red hematite, 9 magnetite, 8 brown hematite, and 2 carbonate ores. These 
65 mines aggregated a production of 10,391,490 long tons, representing 71.58 per cent of the total output 
of the country. The ore was valued at $24,340,611, or 72.98 per cent of the total valuation. 

Of the 65 mines mentioned, 31 produced between 50,000 and 100,000 tons, 17 between 100,000 and 
200,000 tons, 11 between 200,000 and 300,000 tons, 2 between 300,000 and 400,000 tons, 2 between 
500,000 and 600,000 tons, 1 produced 769,000 tons, and 1 produced 809,000 tons. Of these mines 
Michigan held the largest number, 29, 11 producing between 60,000 and 100,000 tons, 9 between 100,000 
and 200,000 tons, 6 between 200,000 and 300,000 tons, 1 over 300,000 tons, 1 over 500,000 tons, and 1 
over 800,000 tons. 

The apparent discrepancy between the number of producing mines and mines reported in the 
tables is accounted for by the fact that inquiries were directed to all known mines which were in 
process of development or were temporarily idle but equipped with mining machinery and appliances, 
or which were inactive by reason of flooding or other exceptional causes. As all mining enterprises 
must first go through a course of development, and as a majority of mines are at times temporarily 



inactiTe for one cause or another, it seemed proper that as far as possible the labor employed 
in development work, with the cost of supplies for the same parpose, should be noted, and also that the 
figures tabulated should embrace as nearly as practicable the valuation of the plants and machinery at 
most of the mines which were temporarily inactive. The number of such operations which can not be 
included in the list of producing mines was not proportionately greater in the census year than during 
other years of the past decade, nor was the capital invested in equipment, machinery, and labor for 
development in excess of what is generally so employed. 

The mines reported do not include any that were abandoned prior to December 31, 1888, or those 
concerning which it was impossible to obtain specific information. The actual number of reports received, 
viz, 685, was for active mines or mines in position for immediate or future work, and these, as before 
indicated, in a number of cases represent several adjacent openings under one management and operated 
as one mine, l^umerous small openings, which have been exploited to a greater or less extent, and 
scattered exploratory work in progress would augment the number of apparent mining operations 
without increasing the quantity of iron ore won. These have not been considered, as it is impracticable 
to obtain full data of all such operations, and the figures of capital and labor would be misleading. . 

Ghasaoteb of ntON ose mined.— In classifying the iron ores produced in the year 1889, four 
general divisions were made, without particular reference to the geological occurrence of the ores, as 
follows: Brown hematite, including limonite or bog ore; red hematite, including specular or fossil ore; 
magnetite ore; carbonate, including siderite, spathic, or blackband ores. 

The purpose of the present inquiry has been confined to the commercial features of the iron ore 
supply. The formation and geological distribution of iron ores were considered at length by Professor 
Raphael Pumpelly in the reports of the Tenth Census, (a) In the Tenth Oensus the ores were divided 
into five classes, viz, limonite, hematite, fossil, magnetite, and carbonate. In order to simplify the 
classification of iron ores, the hematite and fossil ores were combined under one head. The gradations 
ftom one class of ore to another are so gradual that the divisions adopted can not be considered 
as perfect, but they approach within narrow limits the commercial classification generally accepted in the 
sale and purchase of American iron ores. The classification adopted may be briefly defined as follows : 

Brown hematite : In this class are included all the varieties of hydrated sesquioxide of iron, such 
as limonite, g5thite, turgite, bog ores, pipe ores, etc There are also included some manganiferous 
iron ores and most of the ores mined in the Bocky Mountain region specially for smelting argentiferous 
ores, but it does not embrace the ores obtained from the Ooal Measures, which are merely oatcrops or 
portions of deposits of carbonate ores under light covering which have been weathered into a limonite 
ore. The brown hematites are the most widely distributed of the four classes, but the deposits are 
seldom localized in great masses. 

Bed hematite: This division embraces all practically anhydrous hematites recognized as red 
hematite, specular, micaceous, fossil, and slate iron ore, martite, blae hematite, etc Tbe terms 
<^hard and soft hematite," ^'flaxseed ore," etc., used locally or in trade journals, are, like **blne 
hematite," merely expressions indicating physical characteristics. In the quantity of red hematite ore 
reported there are also included some hydrated ores, which, occurring in the same workings, are not 
separable. The same holds true, to a less extent, however, of those deposits in which red hematites 
occur closely associated with magnetite. 

Magnetite: Magnetite embraces all ores in which the magnetic oxide of iron (FcsOf) is the 
predominant constituent, and the reports of this ore necessarily include some martite occurring witL 
magnetite. 

GarlM>nate: Carbonate ore includes all ores in which protoxide of iron is found associated with a 
considerable |)ercentage of carbonic acid, such as spathic ore, blackband ore, siderite, etc. 

The term ^' kidney ore" and other similar appellations merely indicate physical characteristics.

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The following table has been prepared npon ihiB olassifloation, from which it in evident fhat 
9,066,288 long tons, or 62.38 per cent of the iron ores produced in the IJnited States in the census year, 
was of the red hematite variety ; 2,523,087 long tons, or 17.38 per cent, was brown hematite ; 2,606,415 
long tons, or 17^^ per cent^ was magnetite, and 432,261 long tons, or 2.98 per cent, was carbonate : 

PRODUCTION OF VARIETIES OF IRON ORE. 
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The largest prodacer of red hematite was Michigan, which is credited with 5,272,915 long tonsy 
or 58.22 per cent of the total. In this class of ore Alabama comes next, with 1,190,985 long tons, or 13.15 
percent Minnesota follows with 864,508 long tons, or 9.55 per cent; Wisconsin with 735,429 long 
tons, or 8.12 per cent, and Tennessee with 299,102 long tons, or 3.30 per cent These five states 
contribated 8,362,939 long tons, or 92.34 per cent of the total oatpnt of red hematite mined in the 
censas year. 

Nearly eqoal proportions of brown hematite and magnetite were produced, the former representing 
2,523,087 long tons, or 17.38 per cent, and the latter 2,506,415 long tons, or 17.26 per cent, of the total 
iron ore ontpat* 

Pennsylvania contribated 496,555 long tons, or 19.68 per cent; Virginia and West Virginia together, 
487,208 long tons, or 19.31 per cent; Alabama, 379,334 long tons, or 15.03 per cent, and Michigan 
332,257 long tons, or 13.17 per cent, of the brown hematite mined in 1889. These five states therefore 
are credited with 1,695,354 long tons, or 67.19 per cent of the total oatpnt of brown hematite ore. 

Kew York is the largest prodacer of magnetite, and is credited with 927,269 long tons, or 37.00 per 
cent of the total of that class of ore mined, Pennsylvania coming next, with 860,916 long tons, or 34.35 
per cent, followed by New Jersey, with 415,510 long tons, or 16.58 per cent, and Michigan, with 250,997 
long tons, or 10.01 per cent These fonr states produced 2,454,692 long tons, or 97.94 per cent of all the 
magnetic iron ore mined in 1889. 

The carbonate ores amounted to but 432,251 long tons, or 2.98 per cent of the total output, of 
which Ohio contributed 254,294 long tons, or 58.83 per cent; New York, 65,456 long tons, or 15.14 per cent; 
Kentucky, 52,276 long tons, or 12.09 per cent, and Pennsylvania, 39,806 long tons, or 9.21 per cent 
These four states produced 411,831 long tons, or 95.28 per cent of the total of this kind of ore mined. 



Kew York and l^ennsylvania are the only states reported as producing tlie foar kinds of o^. 
Colorado, Michigan, and Virginia produced three kinds of ore. 

Ck>mparing the relative rank of the states as producers of the various characters of ore with their 
X>08itions a decade before, it is found that Michigan, with a largely increased output, still heads the list of 
red hematite producers. Alabama has risen from sixth place in 1880 to second place in 1889. 
Pennsylvania and New York, which occupied third and fourth places, respectively, in the Tenth 
Census, have fallen to eighth and seventh places, respectively, while Minnesota, which did not produce 
ore in 1880, has taken third place, and Wisconsin fourth place in 1889 as producers of red hematite iron 
ore. 

In the brown hematite class Pennsylvania still occupies first place. Virginia and West Virginia 
combined have risen from fourth place in 1880 to second place in 1889 ; Alabama, which was fifth in 
1880, takes third place, and Michigan has fallen from second to fourth place. 

The relative rank of the first four states producing magnetite in the year 1889 remains the same, 
with the exception that Pennsylvania and New Jersey have changed places, the former now taking 
precedence of the latter^ New York heading and Michigan closing the list. 

Ohio still contributes more than one-half of the output of carbonate ores, outranking other states in 
this particular. It is followed by New York, which is reported as not producing any carbonate ores in 
1880. Kentucky and Pennsylvania, which held, respectively, fifth and second places in 1880, take third 
and fourth places in 1889. 

While the total amount of iron ore produced in 1889, 14,518,041 long tons, is more than double (an 
increase of 103.89 per cent) that given in the census of 1880, viz, 7,120,362 long tons, the increase has been 
most marked in the amount of red hematite, the product of which in 1889 was 9,056,288 long tons, or 
over four times that of 1880, when the output amounted to 2,243,493 long tons. The amount of 
magnetite increased from 2,134,276 long tons in 1880 to 2,506,415 long tons in 1889 (17.44 per cent), and 
the brown hematite class was augmented in production nearly one-third (31.47 per cent), from 1,919,122 
long tons in 1880 to 2,523,087 long tons in 1889. The production of carbonate ore, however, showed a 
decline of about one-half (47.51 per cent) the production of the Tenth Census, viz, 823,471 long tons, 
to 432,251 long tons. 

The production of the various kinds of ore mined at the Tenth and Eleventh Censuses shows that 
in relation to the total amount of iron ore won the red hematite produced in L889 was 62.38 per cent, 
or nearly double the proportion reported in 1880, viz, 31.51 per cent. The proportion of magnetite 
decreased from 29.97 per cent in 1880 to 17.26 per cent in 1889 ; the brown hematite similarly fell from 
26.95 per cent in 1880 to 17.38 per cent in 1889, and the cari)onate from 11.57 per cent in 1880 to 2.98 
per cent of the total in 1889. 

The division by states does not fairly represent the importance of the iron-mining industry locally. 
Taking the figures from the precedinc: table, they sbow that the red hematite ore produced in Michigan, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin, amounting together to 6,872,852 long tons, represents 75.89 per cent of the 
total amount of the output, all of which, with the exception of a small amount obtained from the fossil 
ore deposits of eastern Wisconsin, was taken from the portions of the three states named which are 
recognized as the Lake Superior region. 

Similarly, the production of this class of ore in Alabama, Georgia, and Tennessee should be 
grouped, giving a total of 1,503,050 long tons, or 16.60 per cent of the total red hematite ore production. 
The output of this class of ore in New York is divided between the red hematite of the northern portion 
and the fossil ores of the central portion of the state; that of Missouri is divided between the specular 
ores of the Iron Mountain and Pilot Knob district and the softer ores of central Missouri. 

The brown hematite or limonite ores credited to Michigan and most of those credited to Wisconsin 
are found with the red hematite in the Lake Superior region. A portion of the brown hematite, however, 
is obtained from the southern and western central portions of the latter state. It is proper to group the 
brown hematites of Alabama and Georgia, and also most of those credited to Tennessee, as one district. 
Taking the total of the three states named, their output aggregates 788,583 long tons, or 31.25 per cent 
of the total brown hematite production. 

Of the magnetite ore of New York the major portion comes from the Lake Champlain district, the 
balance beiuff from the vicinity of the lower Hudson river. Most of the magnetite from Pennsylvania 
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is obtained from the Oomwall ore hills, the balance being distributed among numeroos mines along the 
South mountain, while New Jersey magnetites come chiefly from the mines grouped in the center of 
the state. Michigan's contribution of magnetic ore was obtained from a limited area in the Marquette 
range of the Lake Superior region. 

The limouite of Pennsylvania covers a considerable area, and embraces several districts, a broad 
band of this ore practically passing through the state into Maryland and through Virginia into Tennessee, 
Alabama, and Georgia. 

The entii*e product of Ohio consists of carbonate ores, which are produced chiefly in two contiguous 
districts in the central and southern portions of the state. The carbonate ores obtained from 
Kentucky are from a district separated from a similar producing territory in southern Ohio by the 
Ohio river, the portions of the two states being generally grouped under the name of the Hanging Kock 
region. At the outcrops or under light covering many of the carbonate ores are weathered into limonite 
ore, but no attempt has be§n made to subdivide the weathered from the unweathered ores. 

The carbonate ores of New York are found near the Hudson river, 110 miles from its mouth, and 
those in Pennsylvania mostly in the western section of the state. 

In discussing the character of the ores mined, attention is called to the fact that most of the ores 
imported from foreign countries are hematites, the red hematites predominating. No actual subdivision, 
however, is authentically published. 

GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION OF IRON ORE MINES. 

Although the iron ores of the United States are very liberally distributed, the production in the 
year 1889 came from comparatively limited areas. This statement will be made more prominent bj 
taking the output of various sections of the country for this purpose. 

If the United States be divided into eastern and western sections by the most prominent physical 
feature, namely, the Mississippi river, and connecting the headwaters of this stream by an imaginary line 
with the Lake of the Woods, the output of that portion of the United States east of this division in 1889 
was 14,043,782 long tons, or 96.73 per cent of the total production of the United States, and that of the 
western division 474,259 long tons, or 3.27 per cent. If the eastern division is again subdivided by a 
line nearly east and west, following the Ohio and Potomac rivers, uniting these along the southern 
boundary of Pennsylvania, the northern portion produced 11,153,282 long tons in 1889, or 79.42 per cent 
of the output of the eastern division and 76.82 per cent of the total for the United States, and the 
southern portion 2,890,500 long tons, or 20.58 per cent of the product of the eastern division and 19.91 
per cent of the total for the United States. 

While the above include practically state divisions as far as output is concerned, and show 
groupings of iron-ore producers in but a limited portion of the territory, these groupings would, if 
subdivided into districts, demonstrate that the comparatively small areas actually contributing to 
the supply of iron ore are quite marked. To illustrate this fact, take a few of the prominent producing 
centers. The four districts or ranges embraced in the Lake Superior region are none of them 
of great extent geographically, and if a circle was struck from a center in Lake Superior with a 
radius of 135 miles, all of the iron-ore producing territory of the Lake Superior region would be 
embraced within one-half of the circle, and most of the deposits would be near the periphery. The 
output of this section was 7,519,614 long tons. A parallelogram 60 miles in length and 20 miles id 
width would embrace all of the producing mines in the Lake Ohamplain district of northern New 
York, whose output in 1889 aggregated 779,850 long tons. A single locality, namely, Cornwall, in 
Lebanon county, Pennsylvania, contributed 769,020 long tons in 1889. A circle of 50 mile« radins, 
embracing portions of eastern Alabama and western Georgia, included mines which in 1889 produced 
1,545,066 long tons. 

There are other important centers of iron ore production, but the above sufficiently demonstrates 
the fact that in the four areas named, which, with the exception of the one locality of Cornwall, are 
only occupied to a limited extent by iron-ore mines, there were produced in 1889 a total of 10,613,550 
long tons, or 73.11 per cent of the entire production of iron ore for the United States. 
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CONSUMPTION. 

Adding to the stock of iron ore on hand January 1, 1889, 1,966,824 long tons, the prodnction for the 
year, 14,518,041 tons, and deducting the stock on hand January 1, 1890, 2,256,973 long tons, there is an 
apparent total consumption of 14,227,892 tons, valued at $32,766,506. To this apparent consumption, 
however, should be added: (1) The materials which are charged into blast furnaces as ore, but which 
are products coming from the puddling and heating furnaces and the rolls and hammers of rolling mills; 
(2) the materials from the retorts in which the frankliuite of New Jersey is treated for the removal of 
zinc, leaving as a residuum a mixture of iron and manganese oxides, employed in blast furnaces for 
producing spiegeleisen, and (3) the blue billy or purple ore, the residuum of pyrites burned to produce 
sulphuric acid, and some of the silicates of iron, which, as cinder, result from the treatment of copper 
ores, may also be utilized and smelted as iron ores. 

The approximate amounts of these materials which were fed to blast furnaces in 1889 are as 
follows (the figures being partly from estimates and partly from data specially collected for the 
purpose) :

This consumption can not be distributed with any great degree of accuracy, for the reason that 
the inquiries did not include following the ore to the individual consumers; but approximate figures 
obtained from other sources permit of giving a general idea as to the extent to which iron ore is used 
for special purposes. 

The rolling mills of the country consumed in the year 1889 for ^^fix" or ^< fettling" about 385,000 
long tons of iron ore, mostly from domestic mines. The silver smelters used for flux, as reported by 
operators of mines to this ofQce, 157,908 long tons of iron ore. This does not include any ores which were 
high enough in silver to encourage their use independent of their iron contents. In the open-hearth 
steel furnaces, and in making blooms direct from the ore in forges or other direct processes, the 
consumption approximated 39,500 long tons. This leaves for the consumption of blast furnaces of the 
United States, say, 15,151,057 long tons of iron ore, mill cinder, etc. 

Making allowances for mill cinder, roll and hammer scale, etc., used, there is a total consumption of 
iron ore of, say, 14,499,057 long tons in the blast furnaces of the United States, or, if the foreign ores (of 
which 7,500 tons are estimated as used in rolling mills, forges, etc.) are omitted from the calculation, 
the consumption in American blast furnaces of iron ore produced from domestic mines was 13,652,984 
long tons. 

Allowing for discrepancies in the figures presented, as mentioned under the head of '^ Production," 
there were supplied to American blast furnaces in the year 1889 fully 13,780,000 long tons of domestic 
ore. 

The following r6sum6 illustrates the apparent consumption of iron ore and materials used as iron 
ore in the year 1889 :

From the apparent coDSumption, 13,652,984 long tons of domestic irou ore ased in blast forQaceSt 
it is possible to estimate the average yield of American iron ore fed to these laruaces. As near as can 
be estimated, the average yield in blast furnaces of foreign iron ore, mill cinder, residnam, blue billy, 
etc., was 57 per cent, producing 853,902 long tons of pig iron. 

Dr. William M. Sweet, special agent, gives the total production of pig iron for the census 3"ear 
ended June 30, 1890, as 9,579,779 short tons, equivalent to 8,553,374 long tons, and Mr. James M. 
Swank, general manager of the American Iron and Steel Association, reported the production for 
the calendar year 1889 to be 8,516,079 short tons, or 7,003,642 long tons. The difference of nearly one 
million tons between these two statements is due to the two periods covered by the tables of statistics ; 
that of Mr. Swank, however, being for the same period as the inquiry into the production of iron ore 
under direction of the Census Office, would seem to be the fairer basis for calculation. A considerable 
portion of iron ore mined in the Lake Superior district and in northern New York is accumulated 
at docks and at blast furnaces toward the close of the calendar year and held there on account of 
suspension of navigation during the winter months. It would seem equitable, therefore, in determining 
the percentages of iron in the ores used, to base the calculation upon an amount of pig iron somewhat 
greater than that reported by Mr. Swank, and yet not so much as that given by Dr. Sweet, for the 
reason that the year 1890 showed a much larger output than that of 1889. 

Taking the 853,902 long tons as the amount of pig iron obtained from foreign ore, mill cinder, etc., 
from 7,603,642 long tons, as reported by Mr. Swank, there is a balance of 6,749,740 long tous, to produce 
which 13,652,984 long tons of domestic iron ore were used. If, however, for the reason above mentioned, 
a total production of 7,000,000 long tons of pig iron is allowed from a total of 13,652,984 tons of iron 
ore, the average yield would be 51.27 per cent. 

In the Tenth Census the average yield of iron ore was determined by analyzing samples collected 
and multiplying the product in tons by the approximate percentage of iron so determined. The 
result was an apparent average yield of 51.22 per cent This would indicate that but slightly richer 
mixtures were used in 1889 than in 1880, and had the estimates for the Tenth Census been made upon the 
same basis as those above given for the Eleventh Census the difference would be more apparent The 
tendency to use richer ores has encouraged the large development of the mines in the Lake Superior 
region, and caused an enrichment of ores by sorting, separating, and concentration; also the liberal 
importation of foreign iron ore. The result has been the abandonment of many mines producing ores 
carrying low percentages of iron which were active in the year 1880. The large increase in blast 
furnace capacity and necessarily augmented demand for iron ores in some of the southern states, 
where comparatively lean ores abound, has not, however, been sufficient to keep the average yield of 
iron ore below what it was in 1880. 

In order to check up the totals of the different kinds of iron ore reported and obtain approximately 
the yield of iron ores in the blast furnaces, letters were sent to the blast furnace managers in the United 
States, inclosing schedules which they were requested to fill out On these schedules the amounts of 
the different characters of ore, viz, red hematite, brown hematite, magnetite, carbonate, and the general 
localities from which the ores were obtained, as well as the amount of foreign ores, mill cinder, etc., used 
and the amounts of pig iron produced in 1889, were given. Complete returus were obtained from most 
of the states, and in those which failed to supply all the desired information it was possible to estimate 
closely from other data accessible the amounts of iron ore used and pig iron made. 

From these returns and supplementary information the following statement concerning the pig iron 
producing value of the iron ores used in the different states was prepared, and wherever possible the 
yield of ores obtained from the various states was determined. 

The returns received from Alabama bla^t furnaces represent over 90 per cent of its output, and show 
that a great majority of the ores used were obtained from local mines, ^though some ore was brought 
in from Georgia. The average yield in the blast furnaces of the iron ores used was 46 per cent Over 
70 per cent of these ores was red hematite, the balance being brown hematite, with the exception of 
2,100 long tons of mill cinder, eta The blast furnace reports show that the ores used ranged from 30.6 
to 61.6 per cent of iron. 
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The ores ased in Colorado are all local, and show an average yield of 65 per cent of iron. 
The three New England states, Maine, Gonnecticat, and Massachnsetts, used local ores entirely, 
and fhll reports have been received irom that section showing an average of 44 per ccDt of iron in the 
brown hematites smelted, this being the only character of ore at present mined in theae states. 

Most of the ores used in Oeorgta and North Carolina blast furnaces are local, the approximate 
proportion being oae-third brown hematite and two-thirds red hematite, with a small amonut of magnetite 
and mill cinder, the average yield being 44.7 per cent of iron. 

Illinois produced no iron ores and obtained the entire supply of its furnaces from the Lake Superior 
region. The returns for the entire pig iron production should therefore be credited to that district, and 
these showed a yield of 60 per cent, which is practically a fair indication of the iron ore shipped to 
l>oint8 of consumption from the Lake Sup rior region. Ninety- four per cent of the ore charged to the 
Illinois furnaces was red hematite, 2.5 per cent magnetite, and 3.5 per cent mill cinder, etc. 

Kentucky blast furnaces depended upon local ores, chiefly roasted carbonates and brown hematites. 
These ores gave a yield of 46.2 per cent in the blast furnaces. 

The yield of ore in the blast furnaces in Maryland, using nearly all local and Virginia ores, averaged 
about 41 per cent of iron, but those consuming foreign ores imported from Cuba and the Mediterranean 
sea bring the average for the state up to 47.7 per cent. 

The location of the majority of the Michigan blast furnaces within convenient distance of the ore 
supply gave these plants, which use charcoal as fuel, some of the ores of lower grade than could stand 
transportation to distant points, and hence the yield of ore in these furnaces is lower than would be 
8npi>osed, viz, 58 per cent of iron, and lower than the yield of Lake Superior ores in furnaces at greater 
distances. The red hematites formed the bulk of the supply, but some magnetites and brown hematites 
were also used. 

The Missouri blast furnaces used local ores, chiefly red hematite, with a small admixture of brown 
hematite, and yielding 56.4 per cent of iron. 

The blast furnaces in New Jersey, while depending chiefly upon the local magnetites of that state, 
also receive a portion of their supply from the Lake Superior region, from New York, a small amount 
from Pennsylvania, and some foreign ores, the yield for the state being 51.9 per cent. 

About one-half of the ores used in New York are local magnetites ; over 30 per cent were red 
hematite from that State and the Lake Superior region, the balance being made up of brown hematite 
from New York and the New England states, carbonates from New York, and mill cinder, etc., the 
average yield being 47.6 per cent of iron. 

Ohio obtains the bulk of its ores from the Lake Superior region and from its local carbonates, 
although some magnetite from New York, carbonate ores from Kentucky, and red hematite from Missouri 
are used. These ores yielded on an average 56.7 per cent of iron. 

Oregon supplies the brown hematite ore which is used in its blast furnaces, which yielded about 
32 per cent of iron. 

Pennsylvania is the largest consumer of foreign ores, fully 85 per cent of the reported total of this 
class of ore being shipped into that state, and several furnaces draw their entire supply from this 
source, with an occasional admixture of local cinder. It is also the heaviest consumer for the 
Lake Superior ores, obtaining most of its red hematite from that region, which are supplemented by 
some of the local ores. In addition to its liberal supply of magnetite from the Cornwall ore hills, 
Dillsburg, etc, it obtains this class of ore from New York, New Jersey, and Lake Superior region. The 
brown hematites are mostly obtained from local miues, although some were sent from Virginia. Some 
local carbonates and some from Ohio are also used. Instances of dependence upon one class of ore 
show a yield from hematites obtained from Spain and Africa of 63.6 and 60.2 per cent; of all Lake 
Superior ores, 61.5, 6L8, 62.6, 60.8, 60, and 59.5 per cent; of all Pennsylvania magnetites, 51,50.9, 
49.1, 48.9, and 48.6 per cent; of Pennsylvania brown hematite, 41.5, 45.6, and 41.2 per cent; of local 
fossil ores, 37.9 and 36.9 per cent, and of ore from Ouba and Mediterranean ports 56.6 per cent. The 
average for the state is 55.3 per cent. 

The brown and red hematites, which form the chief base of supply for the Tennessee fnmaoes, 
come frt>m local mines, with additions from Alabama and Georgia. Some oar bonate ore and mill cinder 
are also usedi the yield for the state being 39.6. Furnaces using only brown hematites showed an 
average iron contents of 38.8 per cent. 
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The Texas brown hematites, the only character of ore used in that state, 3aelded 45.8 i>er cent of iron 
when roasted. 

Virginia depends principally apon her brown hematite mines, which supplied over 85 per cent of 
the ore used in that state, the balance coming from local red hematite mines, magnetites mined in North 
Carolina, and a small amount of mill cinder. These gave an average yield of 43.4 per cent of iron. 
Several furnaces depended entirely upon the use of brown hematites, which showed percentages of 
48.6, 43.3, and 41.4 of iron, respectively. 

Local brown hematite and magnetite from British Columbia were used in the Washington blast 
furnace, the latter yielding 64 per cent of iron when roated. 

West Virginia obtains most of the ore for its furnaces from the Lake Superior district, and, with 
the exception of some mill cinder, local brown hematite and carbonate ores, and a small amount of 
magnetite, is entirely dependent upon that section of the country. This raises its percentage close to 
60 of iron. 

Wisconsin's blast furnaces also draw their supply from the Lake Superior district, and with the 
exception of some mill cinder the red and brown hematites were the only ores used, and gave an average 
yield of 57.2 per cent of iron. 

BENEFICIATING AND CONCENTRATING IRON ORB. 

The figures given in this report are for the ores as shipped to consumers, and therefore the actual 
amount mined aggregates considerably greater than the tonnage named, because in a number of instances 
the ores are treated at the mines to enrich them. Thus most of the carbonate ores which are produced 
are roasted at or close to the mines to drive off the carbonic acid. Some of the sulphurous ores are 
similarly treated, but as a rule the ores which carry sufficient sulphur to require roasting are delivered 
to blast furnaces or other consumers as mined, and the roasting is done at the point of consumption. 
Most of the mines which produce brown hematite are equipped with washing appliances for removing 
the clay, sand, etc., from the ores, so that the material is shipped to the furnaces comparatively free from 
these objectionable features, which decrease the value of the ore. Jigs are employed to a limite4l extent 
to cleanse some of the red hematites and magnetites, and in Missouri lean specular ores or old dumps 
are hydraulicked before the material is jigged. 

The year 1889 marked a revival in magnetic concentration, whereby ores carrying smaller 
percentages of iron than would pay for their exploitation and shipment, or iron ores which have an 
excess of phosphorus, as apatite, or of sulphur in the shape of pyrites, are granulated and passed 
over various forms of apparatuses, in which are currents of electricity or fixed magnets, to attract the 
magnetic material, allowing the nonmagnetic to pass away as tailings. This revival in 1889 was 
confined largely to the construction and equipment of plants for treating ores on a liberal scale or 
experiments with various machines under different conditions. As a result of this the amount of such 
ore produced was small, but subsequently the completion of the plants, aggregating a cost of over 
$500,000, and their operation and the results of experiments made this feature an important one, and 
one which will probably grow with each year. The amount of iron ore which had been prepared and 
passed through water jigs or magnetic separators in 1889 amounted to 95,425 long tons. This does not 
include red or brown hematite ores which were washed or hydraulicked or any sulphurous or carbonate 
iron ores which were roasted at the mines where they were produced; nor does it include ore which had 
been cobbed or sorted at mines by hand. 
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OOMPABISONS WITH THE TENTH OBN8U8. 

Oomparing the flgares for the oensos year ended December 31, 1889, with the oensns year 1880, it 
18 foand that a total of 7,120,862 long tons of ore were miaed la 1880, valaed at $23,156,957, while the 
prodaction of the ceasas year 1889 shows a total oatpat of 14,518,041 long tons, valned at $33,351,978, 
an increase of 7,397,679 long tons, or 103.89 per cent, over the production of 1880, and an augmented 
valae of $10,195,021, or 44.03 per cent 

The average valae per ton of iron ore at the mines has been reduced from $3.25 per long ton in 
1880 to $2.30 per ton in 1889. This is dne to the consolidation of a number of mines which have been 
^ouped under one management, reducing the cost of superintendence, office force, administration, etc., 
encouraging the use of improved machinery and permitting systematic and advanced methods of mining, 
greatly increasing the output of the mines. The reduced freight rates, dne to improved facilities, 
shipping and receiving docks, special vessels and cars having been built for ore handling and trans- 
portation, render the competition between the mines much keener than in 1880. The low cost of mining 
ore in the southern states ha^also contributed to this diminution of v^lue at the mines. 

Iron ore was obtained from twenty-three states in 1880, and all of these states, with the exception 
of Indiana and Vermont, were producers, as reported to the Eleventh Oensus. In addition to the states 
which mined ore as reported to the Tenth Census, there are added Colorado, Idaho, Minnesota, Montana, 
New Mexico, Utah, and Washington as new producers for the Eleventh Census. Of these, Colorado 
and Minnesota were the only states which contributed largely to the output of 1889. The states which 
have augmented the output of iron ore, including the new producers (nentioned and those which have 
decreased in production, and the percentages of such increas e or decrease, are as follows :

COMPARISON OF THE IRON ORE PRODCTCT WITH OTHER CENSUS REPORTS. 

An examination of the iron ore product of various states as reported at the censuses of 1880 and 
1889 emphasizes the changes due to improved transportation facilities, larger smelting plants, and a 
development of the iron-ore industry in keeping with national advancement. This may be illustrated 
by a table in which the various states are placed in their order of prominence as producers of iron ore. 
Up to 1850 little, if any, iron ore was transported except for such distances as could be conveniently 
covered by wagons. The blast furnaces and forges, depending chiefly on charcoal for fuel, were located 
close to their supplies of raw material. 
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The advance in the nae of mineral fnel encouraged the ereotioB of iron works at more convenient 
centers, but geuerally near ore deposits or within reach of them by water transportation ; bnt the 
HiibHetiiieut development of the iudastry caused iron workers to select points where raw materials 
could be aHHembled advantageously and market facilities secured. The report of 1870 indicated 
the growing use of railroads, which was greatly increased, as shown by the report of 1880, and the 
rank exhibited by the returns of 18S9 illnstrat'S to what a large extent the appreciation of market 
facilities and the character of the ore have influenced consumers. In late years the growth of the 
Bessemer steel industry and the demand of blast furnace plants for large quantities of ore are 
responsible for the exploitation of numerous iron-ore mines on a scale not previously attempted. 

The following table gives the rank of states as producers of iron ore in the census years 1850, 1860, 
1870, 1880, and 18.S9. Two states which produced over 100,000 long tons of iron ore in 1850 were 
increased to five states in 1860, to seven in 1870, to nine in 1880, and to thirteen in 1889. One state 
exceeded 500,000 tons in 1850 and 1860, two in 1870, four in 1880, and six in 1889. Pennsylvania is the 
only state reported as reaching an output exceeding 1,000,000 tons nntil 1880, wben three states exceeded 
this amount, and in 1889 four states were numbered among the great producers. In 1870 and 1880 
Pennsylvania reported over 2,000,000 tons, but in 1889 fell below that figure. In the latter year 
Michigan produced nearly 6,000,000 tons. In the census reports for 1850, 1860, and 1870 the statistics 
of the production of iron ore were obtained largely from reports made by the various blast furnaces as 
to the amount of ore consumed. These tables did not specify in what states the ore was produced, 
bnt merely gave the amounts reported as being used by blast furnaces. It was, however, deemed 
advisable to use the data as given in previous reports, except where published reports giving reliable 
information were accessible, althongh in several instances states are evidently placed in position 
different from that which they should actually assume as producers of iron ores, particularly in the 
Ninth Census. As iron ores were used elsewhere than at blast furnaces, the error can not be 
corrected by states, as the record shows that the blast furnaces in 1860 used 2,309,975 short tons, and, 
in addition, 908,300 short tons were produced by mining companies, making a total of 3,218,275 short 
tons, but no distribution of this ore as to points of production is mentioned.

The state of Michigan has advanced from second place in 1880, with a total reported investment of 
$17,496,775, to first position in 1889, with an investment of $41,958,571, an increase of $24,461,796, 
or nearly 140 per cent, or 38.23 per cent of the total capital nsed in iron-ore mining for the United 
States, which was subdivided as follows :

Pennsylvania occupies second place, with a valuation of $16,249,313, or 14.80 per cent of the total, 
a decrease of $1,372,388, or 7.79 per cent from the 1880 valuation of $17,621,701, when it occupied iirst 
place. 

New York follows next, occupying the same relative rank as in 1880, with $12,489,481, or 11.38 per 
cent of the total valuation for the United States, an increase in capital of $4,226,342, or 51.15 per cent. 

Minnesota, which produced no ore in 1880, Alabama, Missouri, and Wisconsin follow in the order 
named, the last three occupying, respectively, ninth, fifth, and fourteenth places in 1880. 

The valuation of the iron-ore mines of the above seven states as reported is $93,422^218, or 85.11 per 
cent of the total capital invested in ore mining. 

The inquiry concerning the capital invested in iron-ore mines has presented difficulties which made it 
practically impossible in many cases to obtain valuations on the basis of the questions presented in the 
schedules prepared by the Census Office. In the Lake Superior region a large proportion of the mines 
are leased, and in other districts mines are worked under leases, a stipulated sum per ton, with a minimum 
yearly royalty provision, being paid to the owners of the fee. The lessor in a majority of instances 
owns tracts of greater or less extent as yet unproved, of which the mines occupy but a limited portion. 
Some of the large deposits in other sections have been in the hands of the present owners for a number 
of years, and have grown from small operations to great enterprises. During this time no actual 
appraisement of values has been made, as the properties have not been offered for sale, nor have any 
propositions of purchase been entertained. In these instances the assessors' valuation gave an 
approximate basis for formulating an estimate.

A namber of iron-ore mines are connected with blast-famace plants, an d these are valued as entire 
enterprises, no division of the capitalization being attempted by the owners. Other properties have 
the ore distribated over large areas, from which it is won by stripping or benching, and in some of 
these properties the value is partly dependent npon a deposit of coal lying close to the iron ore. 
Similarly, the timber apon areas worked for iron ore affects the val nation. An attempt has been made, 
where valuations could not be fairly determined, to arrive at a basis of estimate by using the rate of 
tax assessment, or by calculating a value by capitalizing an assumed royalty, depending upon the location 
and character of the ore, multiplied by the product lor the year 1889. This explanation will indicate 
that the capital invested, as reported in the table, is less than that actually employed in the mining of 
iron ore, but it is as close an approximation as can be made. 

The capital as given in the report does not include the cost of ore shipping and receiving docks, 
built and raaiutained solely for handling irou ores, nor the equipment of locomotives, cars, and tram roads, 
or of steam vessels which are devoted exclusively to the ii*on-ore trade. Exceptions are made in a few 
cases where the handling facilities are within the property actually exploited. Mention of the ore docks, 
etc., aud notes of som^ of the railway equipmeut appear under the head of '^Transportation." 

An instance ol liberal expeuditare for the development of iron-ore mines is in the construction and 
equipment of a standard gauge railroiid from Lake Superior for seventy miles through an uninhabited 
country in Minnesota to the deposit of iron ore near Lake Vermilion, and the subsequent extension of 
this road thirty miles to other deposits. The equipment of cars, docks, etc., mentioned under the 
subhead of "Shipping docks," the locomotives, the buildings, and the entire expenditure for locating and 
constructing this railroad were solely for the purpose of developing the iron-ore mines, and the handling 
of iron ore to-day represents the business done by this line of transportation. Millions of dollars 
returned in the census figures of railway and vessel transportation, and also for workmen's homes, 
could with propriety be added to the capital demanded for the iron-ore mining industry. 
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LABOR AND WAGES. 

The retarns recorded show that the mining of iron ore gave employment directly to 38,227 persons, 
an increase of 6,559 men, or 20.71 per cent, over the Tenth Gensas, when the number was 31,668 engaged 
in work connected with breaking down and raising the ore and delivering it in cars or carts or on stock 
piles at the mines. This force was divided as follows: 1,366 foremen (680 employed above and 686 below 
ground), 2,079 mechanics, 12,432 miners, 21,010 laborers (14,531 above and 6,479 below ground), 820 
boys (709 being employed above and 111 below ground), and 520 men in offices. Omitting the latter, the 
total number actually employed in handling the ore was 37,707, and the amount paid in wages direct to 
miners and contractors reached a total of $15,458,118. This would show an average earning capacity 
for each man employed of $409.95 per annum, and includes the contractors' profits and the additional 
pay allowed to foremen. This is an increase over the figures for 1880 of $101.01, or 32.70 per cent, 
which is due principally to the fact that a larger number of the mines are now under ground, permitting 
the men to be constantly employed throughout the year and demanding better skill. 

Allowing for Sundays and holidays, necessary stoppages of plants for repairs, and for personal loss 
of time by employes by reason of illness, etc., it is found in practice that in the trades or employments 
where continuous labor is possible in protected buildings or mines full time approximates 24 days per 
month, or 288 days per annum. The average total days worked by employes in mining iron ore during 
the year 1889 amounted to 247 per annum. In open pit mining operations are largely Suspended during 
inclement weather. At some of the underground mines the working force is considerably reduced during 
the winter months, as the ore is stocked. Thennmber of individuals who obtained employment in iron- 
ore mines exceeded the figures given, as the inquiries covering the labor in mining was formulated as 
follows : Average number employed, average wages per day, and average number of days worked per 
year; otherwise the total number would have been much greater. 

The compensation paid 520 persons employed in the offices at the mines amounted in the aggregate 
to $529,043, an average annual earning of $1,017.39. The office force above mentioned does not include 
offi(*ers or employes in general offices at commercial centers, where accounts are kept or sales and 
collections made; nor does it include the ore samplers or inspectors employed at shipping or distributing 
centera 

The following statement shows the expenditure per ton of iron ore won for labor above and 
below ground in 1889 in the various states and territories, not including the compensation paid office 
attendants, but including contractors' profits :

It will be seen that the lovirest expeaditare for labor per ton of ore was in the states of Alabama 
and Georgia and North Carolina, where it amounted to 69 and 71 cents per ton, respectively, due to 
large open workings and modern and systematic systems of mining, and in Alabama and Georgia to the 
soft character of the ore, etc. 

In Pennsylvania one-balf of the iron ore credited to the state comes irom the Cornwall ore hills, 
where the soft character of the ore and its accessibility assist in redncing the average cost of labor 
employed in mining for the entire state to 75 cents per long ton. The cost of mining the hard Lake 
Superior ores is best illastrated in the state of Michigan, where $1.19 was expended for wages per ton 
of ore won. The high cost in Colorado, Idaho, and Montana is dne to the higher rates of wages 
prevailing in those states and the small amodnt of ore won. 
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In the New England states, New Jersey, OhiOi Delaware, and Maryland the exploitation of old 
workings or of scattered deposits causes a high cost per ton for wages. The use of improved machinery 
and the predominance of large mines assist in reducing the cost for labor in Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Alabama, New York, and other states. The partial employment of convicts in Tennessee, Texas, and 
Georgia affects the figures for these states. 

In order to obtain the average wages paid the men in the different classes and the average number 
of days which they worked during the year, the average number of each class of men employed in 
each mine was multiplied by the average number of days worked during the year at that mine, thas 
giving the total number of days made by each of the different classes of men. This product was then 
multiplied by the average wages per day paid to each class at the various mines, giving the total amount 
of wages earned. Adding these totals for the different mines gave the grand total for each state or 
district, and dividing the total number of days worked by each class by the total number of workmen 
in the subdivision gave the average number of days made by each workman in that class during the 
year, and the total number of days worked divided into the calculated wages gave very closely the 
wages paid to each man per day. 

In this manner it has been possible to calculate the average wages and the average number of days 
worked by each class for the various states, and also the average for the United States. Tables are 
appended which will be found to agree very closely with the amounts paid to the various workmen 
and contractors inthe preceding statement, any difference which may arise being due to the fact that it is 
impossible, where a large number of men are employed, to have the calculated and actual wages agree 
exactly, and also because a certain amount will . represent contractors' profit, and therefore does not 
properly come under the head of average wages. 

The GSO foremen above ground received wages averaging from $1.25 per day in Kentucky to $4.88 
per day in Colorado, the mean for the United States being $2.40, and the average number of days during 
the year which they worked 258. The total calculated wag as which they received amounted to $421,610. 
The mechanics' wages varied from $0.50 per day in Texas, where convict labor was largely employed, to 
$3.86 per day in Colorado, the average for the entire country being $1.90, and the average number of days 
worked during the year 274. The total calculated wages which were received by mechanics during the 
year 1889 was $1,080,406. The average wages received by the 14,531 laborers employed above ground 
was $1.29, ranging from $0.53 in Texas to $3.50 in New Mexico and Utah. These laborers worked on an 
average 228 days during the year and received a total compensation of $4,277,199. The 709 boys under 
sixteen years of age received a total compensation of $97,279, and worked 221 days during the year. 
They therefore received an average of $0.62 per day, the wages varying from $0.49 in Missouri to $2 in 
Colorado. 

The number of foremen or overseers working under ground was 686, although at a number of mines 
foremen had charge both above and below ground, one-half time being charged to each. They received 
in wages a total of $476,233, working on an average 282 days per year, and earned $2.46 per day. The 
highest average wages were paid in Colorado, viz, $3.99 per day, and the lowest in Pennsylvania, $1.67 
per day. The 12,432 miners received $6,189,308 for their labor during the year, an average per man of 
$1.91 per day during the days worked, viz, 261. The wages ranged from $3.50 in New Mexico and Utah 
to $1.13 in Virginia and West Virginia. The highest wages paid laborers under ground was in Colorado, 
$2.68 per day, and the lowest in Oeorgia and North Carolina, $0.68 per day. In Georgia, however, some 
convict labor was employed, reducing the general average for the state. The 6,479 laborers under gronnd 
received as wages $2,716,424, working on an average 261 days per year, and earned an average of $1.60 
per day. The 111 boys under ground received $19,617, working on an average 216 days and earning 
$0.82 per day.

Michigan as the largest prodacer natarally gives employment to the greatest namber of persons, 
viz, 13,120, or 34.32 per cent of all the employes at the mines of the United States; Pennsylvania follows 
with 4,410 employes, or 11.54 per cent ; New York ranks third, its iron-ore mining industry giving 
employment to 3,178 persons, or 8.31 per cent of the total number of employes, and Alabama occupies 
fourth place, wUoh state reported a total of 3,122 emplo>6s, or 8.17 per cent. These four states hail 
33,830 persons, or 62.34 iper cent of t^e total, employed in their ^Km-ore nu^iM. 
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Omitting^ the office force, the same relative positions are held by the states Damed, and the namber 
of persons employed above and below ground, that is, in actaal' mining, divided into the tons of iron 
ore produced in some of the important states, is as follows :

Alabama returns the largest output per employ^, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, New Tork, 
Missouri, Pennsylvania, Georgia and North Carolina, Tennessee, Colorado, New Jersey, Virginia and 
West Virginia, and Ohio following in the order named. The above table readily emphasizes the 
influence which large mines and improved mining appliances exert upon labor, and also shows the 
advantages which some of the newer developed sections have in mining iron ore at low cost. 

SUPPLIES AND OTHER EXPENDITURES. 

The supplies and materials for mining iron ore were generally furnished by the owners or lessees 
of mines, but in some cases the amounts so expended could not be learned, as the powder, fuel, tools, 
etc., were furnished by contractors, whose work had been completed and who were not accessible. A 
total of $4,998,988, or 34 cents per ton of iron ore mined, represents the average cost of supplies and 
materials per ton of ore won, a decrease of 12 cents per ton, or 26.09 per cent, from the figures for the 
Tenth Census, when the cost was 46 cents per long ton. 

In the southern states the soft character of the ore reduces the cost of supplies and materials, while 
a larger quantity is required for winoing the harder ores of the Lake Superior region, New York, 
and New Jersey. Thus in Alabama the amount expended for supplies and materials is but 8 cen^s |>er 
ton, while in Michigan it amounted to 41 cents, in New York 46 cents, and in New Jersey 76 cents. 

Other expenditures include taxes and royalties amounting to $3,795,509. As royalty is only paid 
on a portion of the ore mined, and as the system of owners charging up a rate per ton against the mine 
as a sinking fund does not prevail to any great extent, it would be unfair to form any conclusions as to 
the average royalties, namely, so much per ton, on the basis of the reports made. 

TOTAL COST OP MINING IRON ORE. 

The total cost of the ore mined, as represented by schedules returned, aggregates $24,781,658, 
equivalent to an average cost of $1.71 per ton of ore mined against $2.21 in 1880, a decrease of $0.50 
per ton, or 22.62 per cent. The cost similarly determined for each state is set forth in the statement on 
the following page, which can be compared with the table on page 19, showing the expenditure for labor 
l)er ton of iron ore produced, and also with the above table, indicating the quantity of ore won per em> 
ploy^. The difference includes more than supplies and materials. These figures indicate the advance 
made in labor-saving appliances and improved facilities for mining and handling the product of the 
mines. 
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In the total cost of prodaoing iron ore Alabama is the only state which avera^fes less than $1 per 
ton, TiZy 82 cents. Next in order of low cost come Texas, $1.05; Tennessee, $1,08; Pennsylvania, 
$1.10 ; Georgia and North Carolina, $1.14. In Colorado, for reasons before given, the cost of produc- 
ing one long ton of ore, $3.49, is greater than in any other state.

The figures In the table on page 4 give the total value of the iron-ore product at the mines in the 
year 1889 as t3'^%351,978, and the table of expenditures shows that the total cost of minin<; during the 
same year was $24,781,658, indicating an apparent profit of $8,570,320, or 34.58 per cent of the total 
expenditure during the year for labor, supplies and materials, superintendence, incidentals, taxes, etc., 
and also in some cases royalties; but in addition to these expenses there is interest on capital invested, 
cost of betterments, renewals, replacements, and additions to machinery, fixtures, live stock, general 
management and offices, sinking fund, etc., to be accounted for. 

The apparent profit of $8,570,320 represents 7.81 per cent of the total capital invested, viz, 
$109,766,109, but from the above allowances for depreciation, etc, must be made, and if, as before 
mentioned, the total capital reported is below that actually employed, the average investment will 
appear less satisfactory than the figures above given suggest 
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POWER USED IN IBOK-0BB MINING IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The schedales retamed from the varioas mines report a total of 1,109 steam boilers, with an aggregate 
horse power of 57,976. These boilers furnished steam to 1,093 steam engines, inolading air compreseors, 
hoisting mashinery, engines for driving washers, crushers, etc., some of which are of large size. These 
engines, however, do not in most instances include the motive power for pumps, as upon examining the 
returns made it has been found that in a majority of cases pumps are rated as independent of steam 
engines, as a locomotive would be. As the inquiry did not specifically cover this point, it was thought 
best not to follow it in detail as far as pumps were concerned. In the returns made, however, there were 
79 pumps mentioned independent of steam engines; also 20 locomotives used in and about the mines, 4 
steam shovels employed in digging or handling ore, 8 turbine wheels driving machinery, and 10 air 
compressors worked by water power. The application of steam and compressed air to the iron mines 
has very largely reduced the number of animals employed in and about iron-ore mines, but as the 
queries in the census schedules especially provided for the value of the ore delivered on cars or carts 
at the mine, the other questions were therefore interpreted to cover the same features, and only 
the animals employed in the mines were mentioned. 

Naturally Michigan, as the largest producer of iron ore, and having numerous deep mines, has the 
greatest number of steam engines, a total of 387 engines, etc.. and an aggregate of 332 boilers being 
in use, with a total of 24,180 horse power. As most of the iron ore obtained in Michigan is from 
underground workings (and there they are the deepest in the country), it is not surprising that 42 per 
cent of the total horse power o f boilers connected with iron-ore mines is utilized in that state. 

Much of the iron ore of Alabama, Oeorgia, and Tennessee is obtained from open cuts or from new 
exploitations, it is therefore readily understood why the large output of these states was won with a 
comparatively small number of steam engines and boil ers. On the other hand, New York, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania have obtained a large portion of their ore from underground operations, which had been 
worked for many years, requiring a greater proportion of power than would otherwise have been the 
case.

IMPORTATIONS OP IRON ORE INTO THE UNITED STATES. 

Reference has been made to the quantity of foreign iron ore used, and an investigation of this 
subject is properly associated with a discussion of domestio iron ore production. 

The importations of iron ore into the United States during the calendar year 1889 have been supplied 
by Major S. G, Brock, chief of the bureau of statistics of the Treasury Department. The total amount 
received during the calendar year 1889 was 853,573 long tons, valued at $1,852,393. This ore was 
shipped from the following countries in the order named:

OOMMBROIAL VALUE OF IRON ORB. 

The success of any iron-produciug enterprise is largely contingent upon the character of the 
materials which are accessible. Until within a few years the fuel used attracted a large share of 
attention, and- a blast furnace manager or proprietor gave less care to the ore used than to the fuel 
with which this ore was to be smelted. As, however, the amount of metallic iron and other constituents 
of an ore, and to a large extent the physical conditions of the ore, influence the smelting and affect the fuel 
consumption per ton of pig iron made, the subject of a proper ore supply for iron works has gradually 
won more attention from those who produce pig iron, and the policy of selling and purchasing iron ores 
on a unit basis is becoming more prevalent. This unit basis is a system for determining the value of 
an ore by the number of units of iron it contains in each one hundred component parts, the price per 
unit being affected by the presence of other constituents than iron, and also by the number of units of 
iron in the ore; that 'is, an ore carrying t>0 per cent or over of iron wcmld command a higher price 
per unit than ore carrying 30 per cent or less, because a smaller amount of fuel and flux would be 
necessary under similar conditions to smelt a given quantity of it. Again, the unit price would be 
influenced by the amount of phosphorus or other materials in the ore, for if the phosphorus is greater 
than one part in 1,000 of iron the unit price would be considerably less than where the phosphorus was 
below this proportion. 

In determining the value of different ore^ a number of factors must be considered : First, the 
amount of iron in the ore naturally attracts attention, and, the conditions being otherwise the same, a 
rich ore will require less fuel to smelt it, and therefore less cost for fuel than a leaner ore. Under 
ordinary circumstances a richer ore will also have less material to be fluxed out, and a smaller amount 
of limestone will be required for fluxing than where the iron is displaced by other constituents. The 
smaller amount of flux required further reduces the quantity of cinder made and the expense of providing 
room for this cinder and means for handling it. 

Another important consideration is in the fact that the richer ores, requiring less fuel and flux, 
occupy less space in the blast furnace than the materials required in treating the lean ores, and generally 
permit of more rapid driving. Therefore a rich ore will represent a smaller outlay in the cost per ton of 
product, owing to the interest on the plant, the cost of management, and other fixed charges being 
divided by a greater tonnage than would be the case where lean ores are used. There is, therefore, 
good reason for the price per unit being higher with rich ores than with lean ores. 

The unit basis was largely establisihed by the importers of foreign iron ores, but it has been adopted 
to a limited extent by miners of domestic ores, and this method is gaining in favor. 

Many of the iron ores of the country are sold under general market quotations by the long ton, 
which quotations are practically based upon calculations made on the unit basis, and each year finds 
the consumers and producerg estimating iron ores more nearly at the intrinsic value of the product of 
individual mines rather than on a general basis, although, of course, it is essential that some market 
standard should b« established for any ore and for any district. 
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In baying and selling ores on the unit basis the most approved practice is to analyze the ore dried 
at or above 212<^ Fahrenheit so as to more closely determine the amount of iron which the ore yields in 
the blast furnace; but this system has been objected to, because the water found in ores as mined is a 
practical constituent until after the material is fed to blast furnaces, and as such is subject to all costs 
of freight, handling, eve. The hygroscopic moisture in magueti tes seldom exceeds 2 per cent ; it reaches 
5 per cent in some red hematites, and often 15 per cent in brown hematites. 

TRANSPORTATION AND HANDLING IRON ORES. 

Probably in no country has the transportation of iron ore assumed such proportions as in the 
United States. A number ot the European countries, and al80 the United States, have imported iron 
ores from Spain, Italy, Greece, and Africa, but, taking into consideration the distance covered and the 
relative location of the domestic iron mines and blast furnaces, it is probable that in no other part 
of the world has so large an amount of iron ore been transported over such great distances, requiring 
so many handlings. The Lake Superior district has been the most important contributor to this 
tonnage, having in the year 1889 shipped 7,390,^7 long tons, and since its first opening, in the year 
1853, has furnished nearly 48,500,000 tons to the country's supply. Most of this ore has been, and 
now is, handled by lake vessels, but all-rail transportation has been growing in importance, not 
sufficiently, however, to retard the amount of ore sent forward by the lakes. In each of the four districts 
forming the Lake Superior region the iron-ore mines are located at a distance from the lakes. ThuR, 
in the Marquette range the nearest mines are twelve miles from any shipping port; in the Menominee 
range none of the mines are less than forty-one miles from a shipping port ; in the Gogebic range. 
Hurley, the center ot the region, is thirty-nine miles from a shipping port, and the Tower mines, in 
the Yermilion range of Minnesota, are sixty-nine miles from their shi[)ping point. Two Harbors, while 
the mines at Ely are twenty-six miles further removed. 

Not more than 30 per cent of the Lake Superior iron ore brought by vessels to lower lake ports is 
consumed at these ports, but most of it is shipped by railroad to furnaces located from 60 to 475 miles 
from them. 

The ore from the Lake Superior mines is largely consumed by furnaces as far east as Troy, New 
York, eastern New Jersey, and southeastern Pennsylvania, and forms the bulk of the ore nsed in 
Allegheny county, which is the largest pig-iron producing center in the United States, as well as for 
furnaces in central Pennsylvania, in the Shenango valley in western Pennsylvania, in the Mahoning 
valley in eastern Ohio, and in the Wheeling district of West Virginia and southern Ohio. Chicago, 
which is the second large pig-iron producing center, is solely dependent on Lake Superior ores, and the 
furnaces at Joliet, Illinois, are also supplied from this source. The points reached by Lake Superior 
ores introduce some interesting figures of transportation, and in a number of instances the ores 
in their routes to points of consumption cross ores shipped from other mining e^enters to other points of 
iron production. Thus, in reaching Troy, New York, the Lake Superior iron ores cross in transit ores 
from the Lake Ghamplain district and other northern New York points, going south into Pennsylvania, 
and in gaining access to some of the points on the Ohio river the Lake Superior ores pass Missouri 
ores bound up the Ohio to furnaces farther east. They also form an important factor of the charge of 
blast furnaces in districts which produce large quantities of local ores, and in some of these, as in the 
Shenango district of Pennsylvania and the Mahoning district of Ohio, they practically displace the 
local ores. In others, as in the Hocking region of southern Ohio, Lake Superior ores are used to 
enrich the ore mixture to a point which permits of furnaces being operated successfully, which could 
not otherwise run on the lean ores which abound in that section. The readiness with which the 
majority of these Lake Superior ores smelt also encourages their use in furnaces in New Jersey and 
eastern Pennsylvania, which are conveniently located for a supply of the more refractory magnetites, 
or which can command large quantities of lean brown hematite ores. 

To obtain facilities for cheaply handling Lake Superior ores the railroads which penetrate the 
various districts have constructed expensive terminal facilities, generally consisting of one or more 
docks, with the railroad tracks elevated from thirty-five to forty-seven and one half feet above the 
water level, the sides of the docks being fitted with pockets, into which the ore from the cars is damped 
by means of drop bottoms. From these pockets the ore is loaded into vessels by iron chutes, which are 
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let down into the vessel's bold. In this manner the ore is never handled from the time it leaves the 
mine until it is shoveled into buckets when the vessel is being discharged at lower lake ports, and 
no manual labor is necessary other than poking the ore with poles from the cars into the bin and from 
the bin into the chutes, and in some cases but little of this is required. 

The shipping ports for the Lake Superior iron-ore district are six, and from these ports 6,810,108 
long tons were sent forward in the year 1889. * The most important port is Escanaba, Michigan, on 
Lake Michigan, from which 3,003,632 long tons were shipped in 1889, this amount being 44.11 per cent 
of the total shipments by vessel of Lake Superior ores during the year. The supply of ore for the 
Escanaba docks, four in number, came from the Menominee, the Marquette, and the Gogebic districts. 
All of the Menominee ore which requires lake transportation (1,684,618 tons), 40.4 per cent of the ore 
from the Marquette range which was loaded into vessels (1,021,006 tons), and 16.7 per cent of the 
shipments from the Gogebic range (298,008 tons) were handled by the Escanaba docks.' The docks 
at Escanaba are all operated by the Chicago and Northwestern Railway Company, and represent an 
aggregate length of 4,898 feet, the shortest dock being 1,082 feet long, and the longest 1,500 feet. All of 
these docks have double tracks, and the four docks have an aggregate of 828 pockets, which will contain 
a total of 95,500 tons. The outlay required for the construction and equipment of these docks was 
about 91,000,000. 

Ashland, Wisconsin, on Lake Superior, ranked second in 1889 as a shipper of iron ore, 1,484,802 
tons, or 21.80 per cent of the total lake shipments of the Lake Superior district, having been hauled to 
the three docks at this p^int. This ore was entirely from the Gogebic range, and the amount handled at 
Ashland and that above referred to as passing through the docks at Escanaba represent the total 
shipments by water from the Gogebic range in 1889 (1,782,810 tons). Two of the docks at Ashland are 
operated by the Milwaukee, Lake Shore and Western Railroad Company, and one is operated by the 
Wisconsin Central Uailroad Company. They were constructed at a total cost of $739,000. The three 
docks are of equal length, namely, 1,404 feet, making the aggregate length 4,212 feet. They each 
have 234 pockets, giving a total for the three of 702 pockets, the aggregate capacity of the pockets being 
78,250 tons. Two of the docks accommodate three tracks, and one of them four tracks. 

Following close upon Ashland is Marquette, Michigan, on Lake Superior, which in 1889 shipped 
1,376,335 tons, being 20.21 per cent of the total lake shipments of the entire district for that year. This 
ore was all from the Marquette district and represented 54.6 per cent of the ore which was forwarded 
by the lakes from the Marquette range. Additional facilities lately added give promise of Marquette 
recovering her position as a shipping point for iron orea It has four ore docks, all operated by the 
Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic Railway Company. These docks vary in length from 600 to 1,600 
feet, the aggregate being 4,900 feet. The total number of pockets in the four docks is 798, and the total 
capacity of the pockets is 74,000 tons. Three of the docks accommodate three tracks, and one of them 
has four tracks. 

A comparatively small amount of ore from the Marquette range was handled at the ports of Saint 
Ignace and Gladstone, Michigan, on Lake Michigan, the former shipping 51,833 and the latter 
73,847 tons, being 2.1 and 2.9 per cent, respectively, of the lake shipments from the Marquette range 
and 0.76 and 1.08 per cent of the total lake shipments of iron ore. The dock at Saint Ignace is 800 
feet long, and is operated by the Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic Railway Company. It has 100 
pockets, with an aggregate capacity of 10,000 tons, and supports three railroad tracks. There is also 
an ore dock at L'Anse, Michigan, on Lake Superior, which was not used during 1889. This dock is 
1,000 feet long, has 100 pockets, and an aggregate capacity of 8,000 tons. It was formerly used for 
some of the shipments from the Marquette range. 

The ore from the Vermilion range in Minnesota is transferred from cars to vessels at Two Harbors, 
in Minnesota, on Lake Superior. The Duluth aud Iron Range railway has two docks here, each 
1,056 feet long, making an aggregate of 2,112 feet. These docks accommodate double tracks, and have 
a total of 303 pockets, the aggregate capacity of the pockets being 40,000 tons ; $800,000 was expended 
in constructing these docks. The amount of ore handled at the docks of Two Harbors during the year 
1889 was 819,639 tons, all of which came from Minnesota, and represented 12.04 per cent of^the total 
lake shipments from the Lake Saperior region. 
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SHIPPING DOCKS FOB lEON ORB. 

The following shipping docks are specially constracted for handling iron ore firom the Lake Saperior 
region, together with their capacity, etc. : 

The Dulath, Soath Shore and Atlantic Bailway Company, at Marquette, Michigan, has four docks 
of the following description : 

No. 1. — Height of dock above water, 42 feet ; length of dook, 1,300 feet ; number of pockete, 220 ; number of traoka, 3 ; 
capacity, 15,000 long tons. 

No. 2.— Height of dock above water, 35 feet; length of dock, 600 feet; number of pockets, 78; number of tracka, 3; 
capacity, 4,000 long tons. 

No. 3.— Height of dock above water, 44 feet; length of dock, 1,600 feet ; number of pockets, 300; number of tracks, 3; 
capacity, 25,000 long tons. 

No. 4.— Height of dock above water, 47.5 feet ; length of dock, 1,400 feet; number of pockets, 200 ; number of tracks, 4; 
capacity, 30,000 long tons. 

The ore dock at I/Anse, Lake Saperior, Michigan, is described as follows : 

Height of dock above water, 38 feet; length of dock, 1,000 feet ; number of pockets, 100; capacity, 8,000 long tons. 

The ore dock at Saint Ignace, Michigan, is described as follows: 

Height of dock above water, 42 feet ; length of dock, 800 feet; number of pockets, 100; number of tracks, 3; oapaoityy 
10,000 long tons. 

The cars bailt especially for ore trade inclade 3,200 hopper-bottom eight-ton capacity oars and 600 
hopper-bottom twenty-ton capacity cars. 

At Escanaba, Michigan, the Ohicago and North western Kailway Company has fonr double ore 
docks, as follows : 

No. 1. — Height of dock, 46 feet; length of dock, 1,104 feet; number of pockets, 184; number of tracks, 2; capacity, 
23,000 long tons. 

No. 2. — Height of dock, 39 feet; length of dock, 1,082 feet; number of pockets, 192; number of tracks, 2; capacity, 
19,300 long tons. 

No. 3.— Height of dock, 39 feet; length of dock, 1,212 feet; number of pockets, 202; number of tracks, 2; capacity, 
20,000 long tons. 

No. 4. — Height of dock, 46 feet ; length of dock, 1,500 feet ; number of pockets, 250 ; number of tracks, 2 ; capacity, 
83,200 long tons. 

The cost of the fonr ore docks at Escanaba was $922,000; cost of cars, $1,368,000; a total of 
$2,290,000. 

This company nses in the distribation of the ore 3,300 small cars of from seven to ten tons capacity 
and 1,800 large cars of twenty tons capacity. 

At Two Harbors, Minnesota, the Dnluth and Iron Bange Bailroad Company has two double 
ore docks, as follows : 

No. 1. — Height of dock, 47 feet ; length of dock, 1,056 feet ; number of pockets, 162 ; number of tracks, 2. 
No. 2.— Height of dock, 46 feet; length of dock, 1,056 feet; number of pockets, 141 ; number of tracks, 2. 

The capacity of both ore docks is 40,000 long tons. The cost or value of the two docks is $800,000, 
and the cost of the 750 cars is $431,250, a total of $1,231,250. The company has 750 double-hopper 
eight-wheel ore cars, having a capacity of 50,000 pounds each. 

At Ashland, Wisconsin, the Wisconsin Central Railroad Company and the Milwaukee, Lake Shore 
and Western Eaiiroad Company have iron-ore docks. 

The Milwaukee, Lake Shore and Western Railway Company has two docks, as follows: 

No. 1. — Height of dock, 40 feet ; length of dock, 1,404 feet ; number of pockets, 234 ; namber of tracks, 4 ; capacity, 
23,000 long tons. 

No. 2.— Height of dock, 45 feet ; length of dock, 1,404 feet; number of pockets, 234 ; number of tracks, 3; capacity, 
27,000 long tons. 

The two ore docks are valued at $483,000, and the 850 cars at $330,000, a total of $813,000. Of the 
oarsy 800 have a capacity of 45^000 pounds and 50 a capacity of 60,000 pounds each. 
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The WiBoonsin Gentxal Bailroad Company has one doable ore dock, as follows : 

Height of dooky 46 feet; length of dock, 1^404 feet; nnmber of pockets, 234; nambbr of tracks, 3; espsoity, 28,250 
lon^tona. 

The dock cost $256,000, and the cars $388,800, a total of $644,800. 

Of the cars, 789 have a capacity of 50,000 poaads each, and 90 drop- bottom gondola cars h^re each 
40,000 poands capacity. 

Several of the iron-mining companies have a considerable amount invested in vessels, which are used 
in the transportation of their iron ore. The following named companies own such vessels: The 
Republic Iron Company, the Minnesota Iron Company, the Cleveland Iron Mining Company, the Lake 
Saperior Iron Company, and the Cbapin Mining Company. 

The description, size, and cost of the docks above mentioned could be sup])lementcd by a number 
of others, which, however, would not equal in amount the outlay which has been required in those given. 
The mines which produced magnetite in the vicinity of Lake Champlain transfer a considerable 
X>ortion of their output each year by canal, the ore being brought to the lake by cars and then loaded from 
docks into boats. In addition, as the locations of the mines are upon either individual or narrow-gauge 
railroads, the companies' cars are not taken beyond their own road and transfer chutes are erected. 

As instances of the location of additional shipping docks, the following may be mentioned: 
Plattsburg, Port Henry, Crown Point, on Lake Champlain; Burden and Fort Montgomery, on the 
Hudson river, and below Saint Louis, on the Mississippi river. 

The total investment for docks especially built and equipped for handling and shipping iron 
ore approximated $4,000,000 in the year 1889. 

EECBIVING DOCKS. 

The subject of ore transportation would not be complete unless, in addition to the ore-shipping 
docks, mention was made of the ore-receiving docks, which have been especially constructed for the 
purpose of handling the ore to blastfurnaces or at points fh)m which railroads radiate to blast furnaces. 
The blast furnaces at Milwaukee (Wisconsin), Chicago (Illinois), Detroit (Michigan), Cleveland (Oliio), 
Tonawauda (New York), as well as those along the shore of Lake Michigan, all have docks more or less 
extensive and equipped with steam handling machinery to facilitate the removal of ore from the holds 
of vessels, which bring the ore from the shipping docks on Lakes Michigan and Superior to the furnaces. 
In addition to these, there are docks owued by railroad companies or by corporations located on Lake 
Brie at Toledo, Sandusky, Huron, Loraine, Cleveland, Fairport, and Ashtabula (Ohio), at Erie 
(Pennsylvania), and at liuffalo (I^ew York). Cleveland has four such docks, Bufifalo three, Ashtabula 
and Fairport two each, the ba lance of the points named having one ore dock each. The largest of these 
ore docks is at Fairport (Ohio), and has a frontage one mile in length, with room for stocking ore 
extending back 180 to 350 feet in width. The two docks at Cleveland are one-half mile in length, with 
a storage capacity of 350 feet wide. The capacity of the three docks named will reach from 1,000,000 to 
1,500,000 long tons each, as the ore is stored from 25 to 50 feet in height; but owing to the necessity of 
keeping the various kinds of ore and that from different mines separate and the constant demand for 
ore, the docks never carry their maximum capacity. About one-third of the ore as it is received is 
handled directly from the vessels briuging it from the upper lakes into railroad cars during the seven 
mouths of the shipping season, and about two-thirds of the ore is placed in stock on docks, from which 
regular shipments of ore are continuously made, but toward the close of the shipping season there is 
usually a large accumulation of ore on docks for shipment during the winter to blast furnaces. The 
average storage capacity of these receiving dooks varies from 300 to 500 tons per front foot of dock, and 
the machinery employed in those of new construction is such as to remove the weight of ore from the 
dock front to insure stability, and in many cases the steam machinery which takes the ore from the 
hold of the vessel to the stock pile is also used to take it from stock piles to railroad cars. 

Mr. Alex. E. Brown, of Cleveland, Ohio, who has made a specialty of equipping docks and handling 
large quantities of Lake Superior iron ore, states that the ore from the Lake Superior region, when 
loaded into oars, occupies from 10 to 16 cubic feet for one long ton. The average for all Lake Superior 
iron ores approximates 14 cubic feet per ton. If^ however, these ores are piled in large quantities on

docks, the actaal space occupied variea from 10 to 13 cabic feet per loDg ton of ore. In handling this 
ere in backets, where it is loosely placed, the voiame is somewhat greater, the average having been 
determined by a number of experiments to be 13.625 cubic feet per long ton for Marquette and 15.2 cable 
feet per long (on for the Gh)gebic and Menominee ores. 

The machinery equipment of the various docks differs greatly, but five general types may be 
mentioned: (I) swing-boom derricks, operated either with engiues placed on them or driven by wire 
rope from engines at a distance, the mast being either stationary or carried on trolleys; the iron 
buckets being lowered into the holds of vessels, where the navvies shovel the ore into them, the steam 
machinery raising the buckets and swinging the boom to the point where the ore is to be deposited ; 
(2) a similar arrangement of swingbooni derricks, which discharge into hopx)ers and from these into 
tram cars, which carry the ore from the ore dock to stock piles located at a considerable distance 
from the water; (3) an A frame uhich lilts with the buckets and discharges them into tram cars, 
that run to the stock pile or dump into pockets and thence into cars; (4) aprons which project 
over the holds of vei^sels; the buckets traveling up the iuclire of this apparatus are dumped into 
tram cars, which run by gravity, discharge, and return automatically ; (5) booms or aprons upon which 
the buckets are carried, and continue their journey either over cables or on trussed bridges, the buckets 
dumping automatica lly at the point desired and returning to the hold without detaching from the 
machinery. 

These dock equipments have been put up at great exx)ense, some of the docks costing equipped 
over $800,000, and by them it has been possible to handle quantities of ore which could not be moved 
in any other way, wh ile the cost of such handling has been reduced to a minimum. The expense of 
shoveling the ore into buckets in the holds of vessels varies from 10 to 15 cents per long ton, while 
with the improved apparatus at some of the docks this ore is lifted from the vessel, carried back 350 
feet and dumped at a total cost, including the labor, wear and tear, interest, and fuel account, at 
from three-fourths to one and one-half cent per ton. With 21 men in the hold of a vessel carrying 2,000 
long tons of iron ore, the entire cargo has been stocked in 17 hours. Other instances are mentioned 
where with 28 men 2,200 long tons were similarly handled in 15 hours, and 2,100 long tons were 
handled by 18 men in 17 hours. In using these improved apparatuses in loading from stock piles to 
railroad cars it is not uncommon to have a gang of men shoveling into buckets and load the ore on cars 
at the rate of 8 or 9 tons per man per hour. 

Eeceiviug docks at some of the blast furnaces located on navigable streams will, together with those 
above mentioned, augment the capital invested of such facilities to an amount equal to the outlay 
mentioned as demanded for the shipping docks.

This bulletin gives the population of the state of Kansas in detail by counties, townships, cities, 
wards of cities, and villages, according to the official count of the returns made under the Eleventh 
Census. The population as returned in 1880 is given for the same divisions in order to show increase 
or decrease during the decade. 

The population of the state in 1880 was 996,096 ; in 1890 the population returned was 1,427,096, 
an increase of 431,000, or 43.27 per cent. 

Since 1880 quite a number of changes have been made in various counties in the state. These 
changes are indicated in footnotes under the table showing the population of each county by minor 
civil divisions. Of the one hundred and six counties in the state six show decreases. 

The summary which follows shows the population of each county according to the censuses of 
1890 and 1880, with the increase in number and per cent during the decade:

The statistics in this bulletin furnish an exhibit of the operations of railways in Group II, a 
detailed description of which will be found in the report. These statistics cover the operations 
of railways for the years 1880 to 1889, inclusive. They were collected by Mr. W. W. Mayberry, 
special agent, under the direction of Mr. Henry C. Adams, special agent in charge of the Division 
of Transportation. 

The railway statistics of the New England states, now designated as Group I, were given in 
Bulletin No. 46. 

A summary of several items of interest pertaining to the transportation of business of the 
railways in Group II in the years 1889 and 1880 is herewith presented.

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TRANSPORTATION ON RAILWAYS IN GROUP 11. 

STATISTICS FOR THE 10 YEARS ENDED 1889.

This bulletin is the second of a series of lo bulletins proposed to be issued ky the Census 
Office giving in statistical form the operations of the railways in the United States for the years 
1880 to 1889, inclusive. The first of these bulletins (No. 46) presented the statistics of the New 
England states. The territory covered by this bulletin, roughly speaking, is the territory 
embraced in the states of New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, and a 
portion of West Virginia. It was not possible, however, to make the territorial boundary of this 
group, which throughout this bulletin will be called Group II, to coincide with the boundaries of 
the states. Thus, on the west the line is drawn from Buffalo, New York, to Salamanca, New York, 
from thence, following county lines, to Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, from thence following the Ohio 
river to Bellaire, Ohio, when the line turns across the northern portion of West Virginia to the 
southwestern point of Maryland and follows the Potomac river and Chesapeake bay to Cape 
Henry, on the Atlantic. 

The text accompanying Bulletin No. 46 contains considerable explanatory matter pertaining 
to the investigation, of which the facts presented in this bulletin form a part. It is not thought 
necessary to repeat again these general statements. The general tables, which will be found at 
the close of the text, are 7 in number, containing information on the subjects indicated in their 
titles. These titles are as follows: 
Table I. Mileage. 
Table II. Equipment and stations. 

Table III. Employes. ^ 

Table IV. Business done. 
Table V. Earnings and income. 
Table VI. Expenditures. 
Table VII. Analysis of operating expenses. 

A few words explanatory of the data contained in these tables and calling attention to 
certain salient features will not be regarded as out of place. 

Table I — Mileage. — This table shows the length of line (single track) operated, the length of 
operated line owned by the companies operating, the length of operated line leased by the 
operating companies from subsidiary companies, and the length of line operated under trackage 
rights. 

The length of line in the territory described was in 1880 14,276.22 miles and in 1889 18,088.44 
miles, showing an increase of mileage for the decade of 3,812.22 miles, or 26.70 per cent. It is not yet 
possible to compare this increase in mileage with the increase in mileage for the territory of the 
United States, but by referring to the facts presented in Bulletin No. 46 it will be observed that the 
extension of railway facilities in the group of states here considered was considerably more than 
in the New England states. Thus the total increase in mileage in New England for the 10 years 
ended 1889 was 969.43 miles, or 16.34 per cent. 

Referring to the operated line owned by operating companies, there appears to have been an 
increase in mileage during the decade of 1,528.28 miles, or 17.80 per cent. Here again the figures 
stand in marked contrast with corresponding figures for the New England territory, since in that 



territory there was durinjj the lo years ended 1889 a decrease in this class of mileage of 536.51 
miles, or 11.38 per cent. From this it appears that consolidation of railway lines by means 
of leases has relatively played a more important role in New England than in New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Maryland. The same conclusion is emphasized if the figures 
showing the number of operated lines leased or otherwise controlled by operating companies are 
taken into consideration. 

The table further shows that the greatest amount of railway building took place in the years 
1882, 1883, and 1884, in which years there were added to the mileage of the territory under 
consideration 811.28 miles, 1,023.30 miles, and 603.71 miles, respectively. It is a significant fact 
that there were added in 1888 but 190.50 miles, and in 1889 but 161. 21 miles of new line. 

Table II — Equipment and stations. — In this table is found an exhibit of the equipment of 
railways, as shown by the number of locomotives and cars used by the companies and by the 
number of stations on their lines. The usual classification of equipment is followed in this table, 
and it should'also be noted that the table does not include sleeping cars and other rolling stock 
owned by the companies independent of the railways making report. 

Table III — Employes. — This table makes an exhibit of the total number of employes for each 
year of the 10 years ended 1889. There is also given a classification of these employ^, showing, 
respectively, the number assigned for maintenance of way and structure, for maintenance of 
equipment, for conducting transportation, and for general administration. 

The important question suggested by the facts contained in this table pertains to the economy 
and efficiency of railway employment, and it is for the purpose of throwing light on this question 
that the following summary is inserted:

The above summary indicates clearly the difference in the conditions of railway transportation 
in Group II and in other parts of the United vStates, and it is for the purpose of bringing out this 
comparison that the last column, which gives data for all the roads in the United States for 1889, 
is inserted. By comparing the figures in this column with corresponding figures for Group II 
for the same year the peculiar character of the traffic for the roads in this g^oup becomes at 
once apparent. This is clearly seen if freight traffic is noted. For example, in 1889 the number 
of freight engines per 100 miles of line, which in Group II is 25, is for the United States at large 
10, while the number of tons moved per freight engine in Group II is 51,807, and for the United 
States 35,643. The commercial result of the trallfic condition thus brought to notice is seen when

it is observed that in 1889 the receipts per mile per ton for freight moved in the states of New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Maryland are 0.808 cent, while the receipts per mile per ton 
inoved in the United States as a whole are 0.922 cent; but the contrast is more marked if made 
between the railways of Group II and New England railways, for in New England, as shown in 
Bulletin No. 46, the receipts per mile per ton moved in 1889 were 1.470 cents. In order to explain 
the unusually low rate charged for moving freight in the middle states it is necessary to remember 
that 3 of the 4 principal export cities of the country lie within the territory considered. 

Should corresponding facts for passenger traffic be studied, it would be observed that the 
transportation of passengers is for the roads now under consideration relatively less important. 

It is usual to expect that economy in administration follows increase in business done. The 
truth of this as regards the railways in Group II is shown by the preceding summary. In the 
case of passenger cars, for example, in 1880 it required 64 passenger cars to carry 1,000,000 
passengers, while in 1889 45 passenger cars were adequate to perform the same service. A 
comparison of the number of freight cars required to carry 1,000,000 tons of freight in 1880 and 
1889, respectively, indicates no economy of administration ; but it should be remembered that a 
considerable portion of the freight carried by the railways in Group II is through freight. As to 
the number of tons of freight carried per freight engine, it will be observed that there has been 
an increase in efficiency from 49,318 tons in 1880 to 51,807 tons in 1889. The number of tons of 
freight carried per freight engine by the railways of the United States as a whole was, in 1889, 
35,643. All the figures in this summary point to increased economy in administration and in 
mechanical devices, but to understand them thoroughly jvould require a careful study of the 
conditions of transportation. 

It is natural also to expect that economy in labor should go hand in hand with increase of 
business, and it is the purpose of the following summaries to show to what extent economy in 
labor has proceeded. The first of these summaries presents the employ^ per 100 miles of line 
operated during the 10 years covered by the bulletin, and the second shows the efficiency of 
employes engaged directly in conducting transportation.

As shown in the first of the above summaries, it appears that the number of railway employes 
in Group II has increased from 907 to 1,138 per 100 miles of line, an increase of 25.47 per cent, 
or, confining the comparison to those employes engaged in conducting transportation, it appears 
that in 1880 there were 426 per 100 miles of line, as against 545 in 1889, being an increase of 
27.93 P^^ cent. The increase in the volume of traffic during the same period can not safely be 



measured as less than 60 to 80 per cent. The economy of labor for this group of roads is much 
more satisfactory than for the New England group, as shown in Bulletin No. 46. 

The second of the preceding summaries shows this increase in economy of labor in another 
manner. For example, i man assigned to " conducting transportation " was in 1880 necessary 
to effect 29,050 passenger miles, while in 1889 i person is capable of effecting 33,093 passeng^er 
miles. This is a marked increase in efficiency. The corresponding increase in freight traffic 
was from 219,679 ton miles in 1880 to 233,321 ton miles in 1889. These figures, of course, vary 
somewhat with the amount of business done, and the comparison, so far as freight traffic is 
concerned, would be more striking if the year 1888 rather than the year 1889 should have been 
selected. 

The railways in Group II probably employ a larger number of men per mile of line than 
those in any other part of the United States. Thus, in New England in 1889 the total number of 
employes per 100 miles of line was 761, in the United States as a whole 459, while in the group 
under consideration it is 1,138. 

Table IV — Business done. — This table exhibits the business done by the railways making 
report, and shows the number of tons of freight moved, the number of tons of freight moved i 
mile, the number of passengers carried, the number of passengers carried i mile, freight-train 
mileage, passenger-train mileage, and all other mileage. 

The movements in business transportation on railways in Group II is quite similar to the 
movements on New England railways, and concisely stated are as follows: If the figures returned 
for 1880 are compared with those returned for 1889, it appears that the increase in tons of freight 
moved has been 96,205,601, or 66.01 per cent; the increase in tons of freight moved i mile has 
been 10,539,110,081, or 83.94 per cent; the increase in number of passengers carried has been 
107,348,886, or 131.35 per cent; the increase in the number of passengers carried i mile has been 
11638,633,7 1 2, or 98.99 per cent; the increase in freight-train mileage has been 33,362,557, or 47.46 
per cent; the increase in passenger-train mileage has been 33,365,921, or 91.08 per cent, and the 
increase in all other mileage, which in this instance is for the most part switching mileage, is 
24,940,040, or 163.35 P^r cent. A slight consideration of these figures shows that there has been a 
tendency toward the increase of long haul freight, which is doubtless due to the increased 
importance of New York city, Philadelphia, and Baltimore as cities of export. In passenger 
trafl&c the movement has been in the opposite direction, that is to say, the rate of increase for 
passengers carried is more than the rate of increase of passengers carried i mile. This is due 
to the increased importance of cities, and to the consequent growth of suburban traffic. It shows 
that steam railways are assisting in the solution of the question of rapid transit. The figures 
further show the economy, already referred to, that has been attained in the mechanical and 
administrative departments of the transportation business. Thus, to provide for the marked 
increase of freight carried, it was found necessary to increase freight-train mileage but 47.46 per 
cent, and to provide for the large increase in passenger traffic it was found necessary to increase 
the passenger- train mileage 91.08 per cent. This is due doubtless to the increase in the relative 
number of through freight trains and closely packed suburban passenger trains, and it is no 
surprise, therefore, to observe the abnormal increase in switching mileage. 

The figures contained in Table IV show that for the most part the business of transportation 
by rail in the middle states has been fairly steady and uniform throughout the past decade. 
They show some fluctuations in the amount of business done, but not in so marked a degree as 
might have been expected, when the fluctuations in business activity are taken into consideration. 

Table V — Earnings and income. — This table exhibits the earnings and income of operating 
railways, and shows the earnings derived from freight service, from passenger service, and from all 
other sources. These phrases are used as they are commonly understood by the railway 
accountants. Thus, earnings from passenger service include mail and express receipts, and 
earnings from freight service include earnings of stock yards, elevators, etc. The amounts 
assigned to " Income from all other sources " are intended to include only such income as is 
derived from permanent investments, the property of the railway companies in their corporate 
capacity. 



It is difficult to appreciate figures pertaining to earnings and income except they be reduced 
to a mileage basis. In the summary which immediately follows will be found freight and 
passenger earnings and gross earnings from operation assigned to length of line.

From the above summary it appears that there has been an increase in earnings from freight 
service per mile of line from $9,779.76 in 1880 to $10,270.87 in 1889, or a total increase of $491.11. 
This is not a very large increase per mile of line, but it must be remembered that the mileage of 
the territory under consideration was largely increased during the decade, and it is always true 
that new mileage tends to decrease the rate of earnings per mile of line. The earnings from 
passenger service per mile of line was in 1880 $3,107.08, and in 1889 it was $4,041.22, or an increase 
of $934.14. This shows the total increase of earnings per mile of line to be $1,425.25. If these 
figures be placed by the side of those found in Table IV, the fact becomes apparent that earnings 
have not increased in the same proportion as business done. This means, of course, that the 
public receives the service rendered at a cheapened rate. The facts pertaining to this point are 
of extreme interest, and are presented in the following statement:

It can not be denied in the presence of such figures as the above that the public has shared 
with the railways in the saving which results from increased economy in railway administration. 

Table VI — Expenditures. — This table shows the total expenditures incurred by operating 
companies. These expenditures are classified as operating expenses, interest on funded debt, 
rentals, taxes, and dividends. It also shows the surplus and deficits as reported by operating 
companies. 

Table VII — Operating expenses. — In this table will be found an analysis of operating 
expenses, given according to the ordinary classification. The facts presented in Table VI, taken 
in connection with the facts presented in Table V, permit the drawing of an income account for 
each of the years covered by reports. It will be observed that for the years 1884 and 1885 the 
operations of railways resulted in deficits rather than surpluses. This is quite in keeping with 
the experience of New England railways, as shown in Bulletin No. 46, and the effect of the deficits 
of these years in the distribution of operating expenses is observed to be quite the same for the 
railways of both the middle and the New England states. 



Nothing can be more instructive than an income account compiled for all the railways 
in Group II and for the lo years ended 1889. Such a statement will be found in the summary 
given immediately below, which contains not only the total amount of the items referred to for 
the 10 years ended 1889, but that amount assigned to a mileage basis. For example, the gross 
earnings from operation for the 10 years considered are $2,237,918,255.79, which, assigned to the 
sum of miles operated during the decade, shows the average of gross earnings per mile of line to 
have been $13,230.02. This is believed to be the most perfect average that it is possible to obtain 
from statistics.

If attention be confined to the accounts of operating companies, the owners of railway 
property receive their income in i of 3 forms, that is to say, they receive it in the form of 
interest on the funded debt, in the form of rentals for lines leased, or in the form of dividends. 
It is therefore the sum of these amounts that should be accepted as the true basis for the 
valuation of railway property. From the above summary, it appears that the sum of the interest, 
rentals, and dividends paid by the railways in Group II during the last 10 years amounts to 
$812,387,016.12, which is equal to an average of $4,802.63 per mile of line for any i year. If 
this latter sum is capitalized at 5 per cent, it appears that, considered as an investment, the 
railways of the middle states are worth $96,052.60 a mile. It will be remembered that New 
England railways estimated in the same manner were found to be worth $53,522 per mile of line. 

It is interesting to compare the items in the above income sheet for railways in Group II 
with corresponding items derived from operations of the entire system in the United States. 
Thus, the above summary shows the gross earnings to have been $13,230 per mile of line, as against 
$6,290 for the railways of the entire country; operating expenses are $8,378 per mile of line, as 
against $4,203; net income is $4,852, as against $2,087; income from sources other than operation 
is $1,027, as against $816, from which it appears that the railways of the middle states give a total 
income from all sources of $5,879 per mile of line, as against $2,903 for all the railways of the 
United States. 

On the other hand, when the deductions from income are considered, it appears that the 
railways in Group II pay $2,037 per mile of line for interest on funded debt, as against $1,389 on all 



railways in the CdHfttry; they pay t^xes to the amount of $331 per mile of line, as against ,$179; 
dividends are $1,222 per mile of line, as against $535 for the entire country; the surplus for 
railways in Group II is $343 per mile, as against $126 for the entire country. 

For the purpose of providing a statement of expenditures which may be compared with the 
statement of earnings given on page 7, the following summary is inserted, which assigns 
expenditures to mile of operated line:

Under the census of 1880 the population returned for the state was 5,082,871 ; under the census 
of 1890 the population returned was 5,997,853, an increase of 914,982, or 18 per cent, during the 
decade.

There has been a very large increase in urban population in the state during the ten years just 
past. In 1880 there were sixty cities and villages having a population of 4,000 or more. These places 
had an aggregate population of 2,743,632. Under the present census there are eighty-four cities and 
villages having a population of 4,000 or more, with an aggregate population of 3,805,577. This shows 
an increase of twenty-four in the number of places of this size, while an increaae in the aggr^ate 
population of 1,061,945, or 38.71 per cent, is shown. The largest numerical increases in individual 
cities are found in New York, Brooklyn, and Buffalo. New York shows an increase of 309,002, or 
25.62 per cent; Brooklyn an increase of 239,680, or 42.30 per cent; Buffalo shows an increase of 
100,530, or 64.80 per cent. In only one citj' or village of this size is a decrease shown, and that is very 
slight.

This bulletin, prepared by Mr. Mortimer Whitehead, special agent of the Census Office, contains 
statistics of the range-cattle industry in the United States, not including cattle on farms. 

Since the census of 1880 great changes have taken place in the industry of range cattle. Large 
areas once used as ranges are now inclosed as farms and the cattle are driven to new and distant feeding 
grounds. A large portion of Texas, Colorado, Oregon, Washington, and California, one-third of Kansas, 
and one-half of Nebraska have been converted into farms during the last decade. 

The data for this bulletin were obtained from reports by experienced stockmen and special agents, 
who personally visited the ranges in all the states and territories. After the special agents had begun 
their work it was found that in some cases the regular enumerators had made a partial enumeration 
of range stock. This occurred through the difficulty of exactly determining the border line between 
range stock and stock on farms owned by farmers, who are constantly extending their farm area. 
Again, large numbers of stock are, during portions of the year, within farm indosures, and at other 
times on the ranges. Owing to this difficulty in exactly defining the lines of range and farm stock, 
and to avoid duplications, only the stock known to be outside of that taken as farm stock is included 
in the tables of this bulletin. The figures of all stock upon farms will appear in the reports of live 
stock on farms when published, and will be in addition to those contained in this bulletin. 

It is found that in June, 1890, there were upon the ranges 517,128 horses, 5,433 mules, 14,109 asses 
or burros, 6,828,182 cattle, 6,676,902 sheep, and 17,276 swine, with sales of horses in 1889 amounting to 
$1,418,205; of cattle, $17,913,712; of sheep, $2,669,663, and of swine, $27,132. The total number of 
men reported upon ranges in care of this stock is 15,390. The industry is found to be more generally 
prosperous at this time than for several years previous.

LIVE STOCK ON RANGES. 



BY MOBTIMER WHITEHEAD. 



In addition to the regular census enumeration of live stock found on farms of three or more 
acres, which comprises much the larger proportion of the live stock in the United States, there 
are two other quite important classes of animals which go to make up the aggregate of the whole 
country and contribute a considerable share toward the food, clothing, and transportation of the people. 
For census purposes, this live stock is classed under two heads, viz, live stock on the ranges (the great 
herds that roam over the public domain, depending entirely for their subsistence upon the wild grasses 
and forage plants indigenous to the soil) and live stock not on farms, which includes the horses, mules, 
cattle, cows, sheep, and swine owned in every city, village, and hamlet of the country. Both of these 
classes have been made the subjects of special investigation, it being impracticable to include them 
in the work of the regular census enumerators. 

The work of enumerating the live stock on ranges was assigned to special agents, who visited, as 
far as possible, every portion of the vast range territory. 

The range country was divided into nine districts and a special agent was assigned to each district, 
all under the general supervision of Mr. J. G. McCoy, of the territory of Oklahoma, who, having spent 
many years among stockmen on the ranges, was especially adapted for the work. Natural rather than 
state or territorial lines were used in dividing the various districts, which were numbered and designated 
as follows : 

1. The state of Texas, except the *' Pan Handle. '* 

2. The Indian territory and the ^^ Pan Handle ^^ of Texas, including the pnhlic land strip. 

3. Colorado, the western border of Kansas and Nebraska, and Wyoming. 

4. The Bakotas (western portion) and Montana. 

5. Idaho and the eastern portions of Oregon and Washington. 

6. Nevada and Utah. 

7. California. 

8. Arizona. 

9. New Mexico. 

The tables found in this bulletin are based upon figures obtained by special agents in the districts 
as above divided. 

Soon after the field work commenced difficulties were encountered in determining the exact lines 

dividing range stock proper and that which should be classed as " on farms." To avoid any duplication 

of figures which might occur, the special agents of this investigation were instructed not to take any 

stock that had already been enrolled by the regular census enumerators as "on fanns." The figures of 

this bulletin therefore refer only to stock outside of that counted as " on farms." The stock of western 

Kansas and Nebraska, North Dakota, Nevada, and portions of South Dakota, Colorado, and Utah, 

which some persons might consider as range stock, is not included in the tables of this bulletin. The 

figures of all live stock " on farms " will appear in later reports, and when added to those of this 

investigation and the live stock of cities and villages will give the aggregate live stock for the United 

States or for any given state or section.

THE FIRST RANGE DISTRICT. 

This district is situated wliolly in the state of Texas, and includes one hundred and eleven 
counties in the western and southwestern portions of the state, omitting the " Pan Handle," or extreme 
northwestern counties. This state contains the most successful stock-breeding grounds in the United 
States, the annual loss rarely exceeding 6 per cent, and more than 90 per cent of the calves dropped 
living to the age of three months. 

The original stock of Texas cattle came from Spain, and it is noted for its hardiness, energy in 
" rustling " for food, and the devotion of the mother in protecting her young. 

With the exception of a small section known as the " Staked Plains," the range territory abounds 
in excellent feed for stock. Buffalo and mesquite grasses are the chief forage. Bed top and blue stem 
are found in the lowlands, and in the eastern part of the district the mesquite tree flourishes, its foliage 
and beans furnishing food hardly inferior to grain for fattening cattle. The surface of this district is 
generally rolling, except the level tract along the Gulf, the western portion semiarid, and the water 
supply is deficient. 

The number of live stock on the ranges of this district not taken as " on farms " are : Horses, 
89,534 ; mules, 987 ; asses or burros, 461 ; cattle, 1,854,349 ; sheep, 809,329 ; swine, 2,137. 

Noting the large percentage of cows and small percentage of three and four year olds, the latter 
steers, it is plain that the energies of Texas cattle men have been devoted rather to breeding than to 
maturing cattle. For more than twenty years they have marketed large numbers of live stock at the 
age of two and three years to northern stockmen, who place them upon their ranges until matured ; 



but that market is rapidly failing, and a change from the exclusive breeding of herds to tliat of 
maturing seems to be imx)eratiye. 

Between 1880 and 1885 the range-stock business in the west, and particularly in the southwest, 
attracted great attention from investors, speculators, and capitalists, both native and foreign, and 
experienced a great inflation of prices. That condition was followed by a corresponding reaction, and 
the stock industry was for a time seriously injured. This depressed condition is at present, however, 
giving away to a better feeling, owing to the advance in prices during the last few months. 

As settlement and cultivation advance in the eastern portion of the district stockmen are securing 
title and fencing large pastures. Farther west tracts of the state school lands are secured by lease for 
a term of years at from 2 to 10 cents per acre per annum and fenced. Bange herding is passing 
away. With the fencing of ranges and changes in the method of handling stock a better grade of 
horses is sought, the use of small ponies is declining, and their breeding as a separate industry is 
passing away. The same applies to the breeding of mules. 

Sheep constitute an important element of range stock industry in the First district, and the profits 
arising therefrom have been quite satisfactory. The rolling lands situated south of New Mexico and 
drained by the Rio Grande down to its mouth are especially well adapted to sheep husbandry. 
The sheep held in that section are of Mexican origin and yield at the fall and spring shearing an 
average of about 4 pounds of wool. Sheep men also have a strong foothold along the line of the 
Texas Pacific railroad, in the country drained by the upper Colorado river, and south in Tom Green 
and adjoining counties. The shearing here is done in the fall season only, the yield of wool averaging 
7 pounds of superior grade and fineness, commanding the best market prices. Scab, once the 
scourge of the Texan flocks, has been so far extirpated as to no longer cause serious loss. 

THE SECOND RANGE DISTRICT. 

This district, which includes the Indian territory and the ^* Pan Handle " of Texas, including the 
public land strip, comprising thirty-five counties, has been extensively occupied as a maturing ground 
for cattle bred farther south. The Indian territory especially has been so used by large companies and 
associations of cattle men, who lease the lands or grazing privileges from the Indian tribes, and by 
fencing large pastures with barbed wire dispense with herders. Each year nearly the entire stock is 
matured and sent to market and a new supply of young cattle from the south placed on the pastures ; 
hence the percentage of sales is much larger from the Indian territory than from any other area of 
like extent in the southern portion of the grazing regions. Range stock, as shown by the tables, is 
located in the Chickasaw, Creek, and Osage reservations and the Cherokee outlet or strip. The large 
proportion of three and four year olds found in the Indian territory indicates that the business is 
conducted chiefly to mature rather than to breed cattle. In ordinary years, when prices are satisfactory, 
all dry cows and four-year olds, and most of the three-year olds, are sent forward to market, and 
the pastures are replenished from southern ranges. The cattle industry in the Indian territory has 
been fairly satisfactory since 1880, excepting the year 1886, succeeding the great loss by the winter 
storms of 1885-'86. The business is controlled almost exclusively by white men, who are not citizens 
of the territory or members of any Indian tribe, and the presence of the stock and the men in charge 
have been in some instances productive of dissatisfaction among the Indians. By executive order, 
within a few years cattle men have been excluded from the Arapaho and Cheyenne Indian reservations, 
and in October, 1890, were required to vacate all reservations in the Indian territory, excepting those 
of the so-called five civilized tribes, thus transferring an area of land almost equal to that of the state 
of Ohio from the grazing region, which is now being settled as the territory of Oklahoma. The total 
losses of stock from all causes in 1889 were 13,938 head, a fraction over 3 per cent. No sheep are 
held on the ranges in the Indian territory. 

The remaining portion of this district, the " Pan Handle '^ of Texas, is an elevated country, and 
is subject to severe storms. It embraces a part of the sandy, arid Staked Plains, and its natural 
supply of water is not equal to its grazing capacity, and resort to reservoirs and wells is necessary. 
The country bordering on the Staked Plains is broken, abounding in deep ravines and cafions, which 
afford protection ft^m winter storms. Titles to extensive tracts of grazing lands have been secured 
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b}' ranchmen and capitalistSy and the land is fenced into large pastures, some of which exceed in area 
that of a whole county. One company has secured title to and fenced and stocked 3,000,000 acres. 
The special agents in this investigation enrolled in the " Pan Handle " 487,734 cattle. In 1889 cattle 
to the value of $1,314,679 were sold at an average price of $14.25 per head for mature cows and 
steers. The large percentage of dry cows is an index to the loss of young calves by late spring storms. 
The industry as a whole has not been satisfactorily profitable since 1885, although at this time a better 
feeling prevails. The market for the mature stock of the " Pan Handle " is the eastern live-stock 
centers. Very little attention has been given to the breeding or handling of horses in the thirty-five 
counties of the " Pan Handle." There are 10,304 horses, 517 mules, 8 burros, and 607 swine reported, 
but no sheep. 

THE THIBD BANGE DISTRICT. 

This range district embraces Colorado, the western borders of Kansas and Nebraska, and 
Wyoming. In 1880 the west one-third of Kansas was devoted to stock ranges, but since then r^ular 
farmers have absorbed the land to the exclusion of stockmen, and in 1890 there was no range stock in 
Kansas. In eastern Colorado the land and water privileges to a very great extent have passed under 
the control and ownership of farmers and woolgrowers. Intelligent resident stockmen estimate that 
there are now less than one-half the number of range cattle in eastern Colorado that there were in 
1885. Nebraska is now practically out of the list of range-stock states, as farmers have taken possession 
of valley lands along the water courses, and stockmen are limited to the uplands and hills and compelled 
to fence the lands they occupy. 

Wyoming as a whole is a raining and grazing region. The forage is principally buflfalo grass on 
the hills and plains and shrubbery on the mountains and in the valleys. There are also limited tracts 
of land grown up with blue grass and red top, which afford a supply of hay so remarkable for its great 
weight and nutritive properties that no other food is required to fatten a domestic animal. This hay 
sells readily upon the ranches at $15 per ton. Buffalo grass is very nutritious and produces the fattest 
of beef and mutton. It is asserted that a Texas bred full-grown bullock in one year will increase in 
weight 400 pounds when put upon Wyoming ranges. The years 1888 and 1889 were below the average 
in point of moisture, producing a corresponding scarcity of grass, and large numbers of cattle from 
Colorado and other southern points were driven into Wyoming, seriously threatening to overstock the 
ranges and consequently to reduce the weight and fine condition of mature stock. Prior to this time 
the average gross weight of mature Wyoming steers was 1,550 pounds. As a result of overcrowding 
large numbers of cattle have been moved to Montana and other states during 1890. 

Wool growing and mutton producing are the most prosperous branches of the live-stock industry on 
the ranges of Wyoming, and have contributed to limit and injure the cattle industry, which can not 
compete with the former in holding a given range, for cattle will not feed where sheep have grazed. 
The flocks are of high-grade Merino and Southdown, and an average fleece of 7.5 pounds is 
claimed. The mutton of Wyoming ranks high in eastern markets, to which thousands of sheep are 
forwarded annually. The ranges of Albany, Carbon, and Laramie counties are to a great extent 
fenced into large pastures, and the stock in those counties is of excellent grade, having been greatly 
improved by the use of superior breeds of cattle and horses. Considerable attention is given to 
breeding draught horses as well as horses for speed, the latter being shipped to eastern markets. It is 
claimed that the climate and high altitude secure greater powers of endurance and greater '' toughness " 
in the horse than can be secured in lower altitudes. 

In Colorado, under rapidly changing conditions, range cattle are now mostly located upon the 
western side of the mountains. It is estimated that 100,000 head of cattle were driven from eastern 
Colorado to Montana in 1890. Farms . are taking the place of ranges. Sheep are rapidly becoming 
the chief live stock interest of eastern Colorado, and it bids fair to become an almost exclusively wool- 
growing region. The number of horses reported is 31,209. The range-horse industry is reported as 
depressed and sales light, especially in western Colorado, mature horses selling at $37.50, and by herds 
or bands at $20 per head. But few mules or burros are reported on ranges in Colorado, although 4,296 
were used on farms and at mines for freighting purposes. 



THE FOUBTH RANGE DISTRICT. 

This district includes the western portions of North and South Dakota and Montana. 

The state of Montana was among the last to attract the attention and confidence of range 
stockmen on account of its cold winters ; but, following the large and profitable mining camps in 
1881-'82, large herds of cattle from various states, but chiefly from Texas, were located in Montana 
and preparations made for permanent stock ranching. In no other range section has the development 
of southern-bred cattle been so marked and satisfactory. The upper Missouri river and many of 
its tributaries drain the state, affording a well-distributed water supply, while the mountains, foothills, 
cafions, and ravines furnish the needed natural protection from storms. The ordinary annual loss 
of live stock is less than 6 per cent, and many range men report less than 3 per cent. The winter 
of 1886-'87 was an exception, and heavy losses occurred ; but in the three succeeding years the 
stock interests of the state rapidly recuperated, and Montana cattle have an excellent reputation in 
eastern markets. Eut little attention, comparatively, is given to regular farming, and the ranges as 
a rule are not fenced, the stock being held within the lines of a given location by a system offline 
riding." The expense incident to holding a bullock one year is less than $1, and many thousands are 
held at that figure on contract. The enrollment of range stock in Montana in this investigation shows 
750,619 head of cattle and 32,939 horses owned by individuals, firms, or companies. Montana range 
horsemen are breeding heavy draught animals and securing a class of stock that is good for all purposes. 
But little attention is given to mules, only 141 being reported. 

Sheep men are securing a foothold in the eastern portion of the state, and during 1889-'90 large 
numbers of sheep have reached Montana from Oregon, Washington, and other states. It is found that 
not only a superior grade of wool, but also an excellent grade of mutton, is produced in Montana, and 
considerable attention is being given to the bi'ceding of Southdown, Leicester, and other mutton- 
producing classes of sheep. Many cattle men are exchanging their herds of cattle for flocks of sheep, 
and eastern men are investing largely in the business. The number of sheep reported from Montana 
was 493,870, and the amount of the wool clip was 2,841,916 pounds. The average weight of fleece is a 
fraction less than 6 pounds, although sheep men claim that this average is reduced by the presence of 
large numbers of sheep which came into the state after being sheared elsewhere, and that the true 
average is about 7 pounds. The range-stock industry of Montana can be reported as in a prosperous 
condition. 

THE FIFTH RANGE DISTRIOT. 

This district embraces Idaho and the eastern portions of Oregon and Washington. The best 
grazing lands of Idaho are the foothills of the mountains. The chief river valleys abound with sage 
brush, but contain little grass. The ordinary annual loss of stock from all causes is about 6 per cent, 
but the winter of 1889-'90 was exceptionally severe in Idaho, and, in consequence, stockmen were 
much discouraged. 

Washington can not much longer claim to be a range-stock state. Wheatgrowers are rapidly 
appropriating the ranges, and only ten counties, located in the eastern portion of the state, have range 
stock, and these in limited numbers. The loss in 1889 by winter storms is reported at fully 50 per cent 
of all stock. The number of range cattle is given at 61,105, range horses at 24,299, and sheep at 
208,218. In 1880 Washington as a territory was a flourishing grazing district. It is now a flourishing 
wheat field. 

Eastern Oregon, including the counties of Baker, Crook, Gilliam, Grant, Harney, Klamath, Lake, 
Malheur, Morrow, Umatilla, Union, Wallowa, and Wasco, consists of a succession of low mountains, 
interspersed with valleys and wide areas of rolling land. In its natural state the mountains are 
covered with timber, but generally not so dense as to prevent the growth of grass. The rolling lands 
and valleys constitute the chief ranges, especially in the winter season ; in summer the mountain ranges 
are utilized. Heavy losses by winter storms make it prudent to provide hay to bo used when the 
ranges are covered with deep snow. The ordinary annual loss is about 6 per cent, but in the winter 
of 1889-'90 it reached fully 30 per cent. The figures of range stock for eastern Oregon are : Cattle, 
263,581 ; horses, 94,469 ; sheep, 1,170,116. Although the losses of sheep in 1889 were extremely heavy 
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(in some instances 76 per cent), yet woolgrowers are hopeful and confident of the future. The flocks 
of eastern Oregon are noted for the heavy average weight of fleece, reaching 7 pounds for mixed and 
10 pounds for dry flocks. 

THE SIXTH BAKOE DISTRICT. 

Nevada and Utah are included in this district. The former is a mountainous country, and the 
stock ranges are confined to narrow valleys, foothills, and minor divides hetween small water courses. 
The eastern limit of the state includes a small portion of the Salt Lake desert, and the southern 
portion is to a great extent a desert, affording little grass and no water. Bunch grass grows on the 
uplands and the coarse slough grass along the borders of the streams, and wherever irrigation is 
practicable the cultivated soil yields abundantly. Alfalfa is much grown, and is the chief reliance for 
hay. The years 1887, 1888, and 1889 were very dry, and pasturage was cut short, while the winter 
of 1889-'90 was exceptionally severe and protracted. Heavy losses of all kinds of range stock were 
sustained, and the industry has since then been much depressed. The mature stock of Nevada finds 
a market in the cities of California. 

The western portion of Utah, embracing a large area of level land, most of which is without 
rainfall, is a desert upon which but little other vegetation than sagebrush and grease wood is found. 
Wherever the desert lands of Utah have been irrigated they are found to be very productive, but the 
supply of water is insufficient, and only limited areas along the streams and foothills can be irrigated. 
The Wasatch mountains afford the chief summer range district and principal source of water supply. 
Herds and flocks graze the highlands during the summer season, and are turned upon the valley and 
desert ranges in the winter. The range cattle and horse industries are decliuing, while that connected 
with farms is more satisfactory and increasing steadily. The farmer provides winter feed, avoiding the 
heavy losses to which rangemen are subjected, and is able to supply the market with mature stock at the 
season of its highest price. Woolgrowers also are rapidly appropriating the range feeding grounds. 
The eastern and southern portion of Utah is a rough mountainous country, and generally a desert, but 
when water can be secured for irrigation the most desolate valley becomes highly productive. The 
stockmen of Summit and Wasatch counties place their stock upon the ranges of the Uintah Indian 
reservation, affording considerable revenue to the Indians, who receive $1 per head per annum for 
cattle and horses. Sheep are found in every county except Grand, but the northern portion of the 
territory is the chief range. It is reported that overstocking and constant grazing are gradually 
destroying the ranges of Utah, and while the range cattle and horse industry has of late years been 
greatly depressed woolgrowers have been flourishing. 

THE SEVENTH RANGE DISTRICT. 

This district embraces California, the chief stock ranges being situated in the southern counties, 
and constituting one-half its area. In the valleys of the extreme northern portion of the state some 
range stock is found, but the high altitude, limited ranges, and liability to severe winter storms render 
extensive operations precarious. The severe storms of the winter of 1889-'90 entailed severe losses 
on stockmen who had not provided sufficient forage. In southern California farming and fruit growing 
are found more profitable than stock ; nevertheless, the range-stock industry is by no means abandoned 
in localities more distant from railroads. In southern California the range cattle men and horse men 
give some degree of attention to grading up their herds, and are generally satisfied with the results 
of their business, but neither report much satisfaction as to wool growing. The best ranges of the 
southern portion of the state in former years have passed to the use of fruit growers and farmers, and 
range stock is relegated to the eastern slope of the mountains and the nonirrigable lands in 
Fresno, Kern, San Bernardino, San Diego, and Tulare counties. The ranges in the central portion of 
the state are, to a large extent, fenced and the business more definite and certain, so that the stock 
thereon may be practically classed as farm stock. Outside of the stock taken by the regular 
enumerators as '' on farms,'' this investigation shows upon the ranges in California in the census year 
1890, 241,300. cattle, 22,542 horses, 1,408 mules, 897,896 sheep, and 9,110 swine, with 1,782 men 
employed as herders, etc. 
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THE EIOHTH BANOE DISTRICT. 



This district embraces the territory of Arizona, and schedule returns were received from 987 herds. 
The character of the country is mountainous, generally with broad, sandy, and barren plains, having 
Ihnited supplies of forage and water. The winters are not severe. Arizona is classed as an arid 
region. Although subjected in midsummer to heavy rains and great floods, the rainfall is not 
sufficiently distributed throughout the year to prevent long periods of drought. The ranges are not as 
a rule overcrowded, and woolgrowers have not as yet occupied extensive ranges, except in Apache 
and Yavapai counties. The range stock of Arizona is rei)orted as follows : Cattle, 659,768 ; horses, 
18,667; mules and burros, 1,203; sheep, 412,709; swine, 3,013. Mature stock in the extreme 
western counties, aaide from home consumption, finds a market in the Pacific coast towns, while from 
the northern and eastern counties, where large herds are located, the market is in distant eastern 
cities. The great distance from market and long continued hostilities of the Indians have greatly 
retarded the development of Arizona's live-stock probabilities. As a range section it is less densely 
stocked than any other grazing region in the United States. While of late years the range cattle and 
horse industries have been depressed, the sheep industry is reported aa in good condition. 

THE NINTH BANOE DISTRICT. 

The territory of New Mexico constitutes the ninth district. The white grama grass abounds on 
the levels, and buffalo and black grama grasses on the hills and low mountains ; but large tracts 
of fine grazing lands are unavailable for lack of water, in which one-fourth of the grazing area of 
New Mexico is deficient, though to a considerable extent this difficulty has been met by wells, 
artificial pools, and reservoirs. In 1880 the ranges of New Mexico were but sparsely covered with 
stock, and fully 13,000,000 acres, or one-sixth of the whole area of available pasture lands, were 
unoccupied. The territory is now, as a whole, more densely occupied with stock than any other grazing 
r^on excepting the range portion of Texas, and stockmen have complained of overstocking more 
than in any other range district. The territory seems during late years to have been the recipient of 
surplus cattle from Colorado, Kansas, and Texaa, and it is estimated that 100,000 head of cattle were 
sent back to southwest Kansas and the public land strip during the fall seaAon of 1890 for the purpose 
of securing food and temporary ranges. 

The western portion of the territory is less densely stocked than the eastern half, and has suffered 
but little from that cause. Almost every county contains mountains, elevated table-lands or mesas, 
foothills, and rolling and level areas of land. A scrubby growth of cedar and pifion abounds in the 
cafions and upon elevated regions. 

Aside from the wants of the cattle ranges, but little attention is given to the raising of horses. They 
consist chiefly of small ponies of Spanish origin, and no exclusive horse ranch was reported. 

The sheep industry in New Mexico is extensive and profitable, as the dry climate, soil, and short 
buffalo grasses are apparently well adapted to this husbandry. The territory contained large flocks of 
sheep when acquired frx)m Mexico, and the industry has been an important one since. Large flock 
owners usually place about 3,000 head in charge of two shepherds, who move from one locality to 
another, living in tents or temporary huts and subsisting mainly on meats from the flock. A supply 
of com meal and salt constitute the remaining fare, and a few sheep pelts their chief bed. They live in 
primitive simplicity, satisfied with meager wages. Their constant companions are the shepherd dogs, 
while the docile burro is their dependence for transportation of camp supplies. 

OTHER DISTBICTS. 

In Florida and small portions of Alabama, Georgia, and Louisiana are found ranges upon which 
stock is kept, but in nearly all cases in connection with other farm or plantation operations. The 
stock of these states may rightly be classed as farm stock, and was enrolled by the regular census 
enumerators, for which reason it does not appear in the tables of this bulletin. In Florida cattle 
growing, although affected by the late depression on western ranges, still holds a strong footing, 
and woolgrowers are increasing, especially on the elevated lands. The class of sheep found are 
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mainly coarse wool, and Hliear an average fleece of 2.25 pounds. No attention is given to horses, 
mules, or swine as range stock in Florida. Cattle are found upon the level and swampy lands of the 
coast and lower peninsula. The cattle of Florida are of Spanish origin and very small, a mature 
bullock dressed weighing from 250 to 300 pounds net. The uniform price of cattle is $10 per head 
delivered at tlie shipping point, and the selling price of herds upon ranges is $5 per head. 

A record is made of the number of calves branded annually, and the number of the herd is 
recorded, l>ought, and sold by the record of calves branded. Tlu^ rule is that the number of calves 
branded equals one-fifth of the herd. To illustrate, if 500 calves are branded the herd is reckone<l at 
2,500 head. No herding of cattle is done, nor are they kept within inclosures, but are allowed to roam 
at will, the brand determining the ownership. Wild animals and alligators destroy many of the 
culves, causing an estimated loss of 5 per c(»nt. All efforts to impi-ove the herds of Florida by the 
introduction of superior breeds of cattle have practically failed, owing to climatic causes. The calves 
are branded and the mature cattle gathered by men who follow the business for a livelihood on contract 
at a stipulated price of 50 cents for each (*alf branded and SI per head for each mature buUock delivered 
at the shipping yard. These two items, amounting to $1.50 per head, constitute about all the e-xi)en8e 
of producing a mature bullock and placing it on the cars ready for market. 

At the time of this investigation (the summer and fall of 18(^0), as will be noted in reports from 
various districts, the range-stock industry was not in a highly flourishing condition, aside from sheep 
and wool growing, by reaaon of the reaction from the "boom " years previous to 1885, occasioned by 
low prices and overstocking the ranges, together with unusual losses from winter storms, but within the 
present year an entire change has taken place, and a very marked advance in prices is now prevailing. 
While range-stock breeding and feeding in this country will probably never again reach its former 
large proportions in territory and products, the immediate future seems bright for it as a profitable 
industry on the changed lines and conditions that now prevail.

This bulletin gives the population of Utah territory in detail by counties, precincts, cities, wards 
of cities, towns, and villages according to the official count of the returns made under the Eleventh 
Census, taken as of June 1, 1890. The figures according to the census of 1880 are also given for 
purposes of comparison. 

The population of the territory as returned in 1880 was 143,963 ; imder the Eleventh Census the 
population returned is 207,905, an increase of 63,942, or 44.42 per cent. 

Of the 25 counties in the territory 6 show decreases, some of which are caused by changes in 
county lines. Since 1880 the following changes have taken place: Garfield county was formed in 
1882 from parts of Iron and Kane ; Grand county in 1890 from part of Emery ; part of Kane county 
was annexed to Washington in 1882. It has been necessary to change the totals of the following 
counties since the first announcement: Davis, Emery, Uinta, Utah, Wasatch, and Weber. These 
changes are due to the faulty manner in which the schedules were returned to this office, the schedules 
for certain counties having been erroneously returned with those for other counties, and so counted in 
the first announcement. These changes do not, however, affect the total population of the territory.

BY MINOR CIVIL DIVISIONS.

This bulletin gives in detail the population of the state of Missouri by counties, townships, 
cities, wards of cities, towns, and villages, according to the official count of the returns made 
under the Eleventh Census. The figures for the same divisions according to the census of 1880 
are also presented for purposes of comparison. 

The population of the state in 1880 was 2,168,380. Under the present census the population 
returned was 2,679,184, an increase of 510,804, or 23.56 per cent. 

Of the one hundred and fifteen counties in the state only ten show decreases, most of which 
are very small. It has been necessary to change the totals previously announced for the following 
counties: Butler, Carter, Oregon, Reynolds, Ripley, Shannon, and Wayne. These changes do not 
affect the state total. In the previous announcement certain population returns were included as 
part of the population of Carter county which properly belonged to several adjoining counties. 

The summary which follows shows the population of each county according to the censuses 
of 1890 and 1880, together with the increase or decrease in number and per cent during the 
decade:

A very large increase in urban population has taken place during the decade just passed. In 
i88o fourteen cities and towns had a population of 4,000 or more, the aggregate population of 
which was 505,903. Under the present census twenty-nine cities and towns have a population of 
4,000 or more, with an aggregate population of 811,568. This is an increase of fifteen in the 
number of cities of this rank, while an increase of 305,665, or 60.42 per cent, is shown in the 
aggregate population. 

The largest numerical increases are found in Saint Louis, Kansas City, Saint Joseph, 
Springfield, and Nevada. The largest percentages of increase are found in Nevada, Springfield, 
Webb City, Kansas City, Independence, Brookfield, Carthage, and Fulton.

The statistics in this bulletin furnish an exhibit of the operations of railways for the years 
1880 to 1889, inclusive, for that portion of the territory of the United States designated as Group 
III. This group embraces the states of Ohio and Indiana, the southern peninsula of Michigan, 
and that portion of the states of Pennsylvania and New York lying West of a line drawn from 
Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, to Buffalo, New York, via Salamanca, New York. These statistics were 
collected by Mr. W. W. Mayberry, special agent, under the direction of Mr. Henry C. Adams, 
special agent in charge of the Division of Transportation. 

A summary of several items of interest pertaining to the transportation business of that 
portion of territory covered by this bulletin for the years 1880 and 1889 is herewith presented:

TRANSPORTATION ON RAILWAYS IN GROUP III 

STATISTICS FOR THE 10 YEARS ENDED 1889. 



BY HENRY C. ADAMS. 



This is the third of a series of lo bulletins proposed to be issued by the Census Office giving 
in statistical form the operations of railways in the United States for the years 1880 to 1889, 
inclusive. The first bulletin of the series, which contains certain information pertaining to them 
all, is Bulletin No. 46. 

The territory covered by this bulletin embraces the states of Ohio and Indiana, the southern 
peninsula of Michigan, and that portion of the states of Pennsylvania and New York lying west 
of a line drawn from Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, to Buffalo, New York, via Salamanca, New York. 
Immediately following the text will be found several tables, from which the summaries are derived. 
The titles of these tables are as follows: 

Table I. Mileage, 

Table II. Equipment and stations. 

Table III. Employes. 

Table IV, Business done. 

Table V. Earnings and income. 

Table VI. Expendit-ures. 

Table VII. Operating expenses. 

The railways here designated as railways in Group III carry on a business that is peculiar in 
three particulars. In the first place, there are few cities in the territory in which these railways 
operate, and, consequently, suburban passenger traffic is relatively less important than in the New 
England or middle states. In the second place, the trunk lines carrying produce from the west 
to the seaboard cross the territory under consideration, and the results of freight traffic are on 
this account more largely influenced by through freight than in any other portion of the country. 
And, lastly, the coal and iron ore trade which originates in the territory covered by this bulletin 
brings the importance of low-class freight prominently into view. Under such circumstances it 
is proper to expect very low rates on freight traffic. 

Table I — Mileage. — This table shows the length of line (single track) operated, the length of 
operated line owned by the companies operating, the length of operated line leased by operating 
companies from subsidiary companies, and the length of line operated under trackage rights. 

The length of line (single track) in 1880 was 14,416.71 miles and in 1889 21^594.72 miles, being 
an increase in mileage for the decade of 7,178.01 miles, or 49.79 per cent. It is interesting to 
notice that in 1881 the increase in mileage was 956.24 miles, in 1882 1,228.63 niiles, and in I883 
2,937.56 miles, being an annual increase for these 3 years far in excess of that shown by the 
figures of any other year in the decade. In 1883 there is observed an increase in mileage of 17.69 
per cent over the mileage in 1882. So far as railway building is concerned, this territory seems 
at the present time to have come to a standstill. In 1889 the increase in mileage over that of 
1888 was o 87 of I per cent. 

It will be observed that the length of line operated under lease in 1889 is 4,900.02 miles ; in 
1880 it was 4,015.93 miles. This is interesting, since it shows that railway consolidation in the 
territory under consideration did not take place under the form of leases. The item of rentals in 
the expenditures of operating railways has not increased in importance during the decade. 

Table II — Equipment and stations. — It is the design of this table to show the equipment of 
railways under the ordinarily accepted classification. It should be noted that the figures pertain 
strictly to the property of the railroads in their corporate capacity, and on that account can not 
be accepted as representing the total equipment. 
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Table III — Evplovi^>. — This table shows the total number of men employed on railways 
in the territory covered by this bulletin. This total is analyzed so as to show the number of men 
engaged in maintenance of way and structure, in maintenance of equipment, in conducting 
transportation, and in general administration. 

The question suggested by the facts contained in the table pertains to the efficiency of railway 
administration and the economy of railway employment, and it is for the purpose of throwing 
light on this question that the following summaries ar# inserted:

Several interesting facts are to be observed upon an examination of the above summary. So 
far as passenger equipment is concerned no radical changes are to be observed, notwithstanding 
the fact that passengers carried per passenger engine have increased from 1,295,942 passenger 
miles in 1880 to 1,424,252 in 1889. In freight equipment, however, the number of cars in freight 
service per 100 miles of line have increased from 575 in 1880 to 740 in 1889. The number of engines 
meantime per 100 miles of line have decreased from 13 in 1880 to 11 in 1889. The number of tons 
moved per mile per freight engine has increased from 4,386,573 in 1880 to 6,105,199 in 1889. These 
figures fairly represent the increase in the efficiency of carrying freight shown by the railways 
in the territory under consideration. 

The two summaries following are designed to show the economy of employment. This is 
done by assigning the number of employes to the length of operated line, and by showing the 
amount of freight and passenger traffic for which the employment of one man assigned to 
"conducting transportation" is necessary.

From the first of the above summaries it appears that the number of railway employes per 
loo miles of line has decreased from 516 in 1880 to 490 in 1889, or, confining the comparison to 
those employes engaged in conducting transportation, it is observed that the number per 100 
miles of line is about the same in 1889 as in 1880. In this respect the statistics for the group 
covered by this bulletin are very different from the corresponding statistics of railways in New 
England. By turning to Table IV it will be noticed that there has been an increase in the volume 
of traffic in 1880 of at least 90 per cent, which, compared with the above figures, shows a marked 
increase in the economy of labor. This is doubtless due, in part at least, to the development of 
traflfic in coal and iron ore, which has been very marked during the last decade for the railways 
of Michigan and Ohio. 

Table IV — Business done. — This table, which shows the business done by the railways in 
Group III, exhibits the number of tons of freight moved, the number of tons of freight moved 
I mile, the number of passengers carried, the number of passengers carried i mile, freight-train 
mileage, passenger-train mileage, and all other mileage. These items were selected as indicating 
most perfectly the fluctuations in the business of railway transportation during the 10 years 
covered by this report. 

By reference to this table it appears that the number of tons of freight moved has increased 
103.92 percent during the decade, while the number of passengers carried has increased 99.85 per 
cent. Since this increase is far in excess of the increase in population for the same period, it 
follows that a considerable portion of the increased business is due to a greater use of railway 
facilities in 1889 than in 1880. 

It is further interesting to notice that the increase in the number of tons of freight moved is 
greater than in the number of tons of freight moved i mile, thus showing that short-haul traffic 
has increased at a more rapid rate than long-haul traffic. 

With regard to passenger traffic the movement has been in the same direction. The increase 
in the number of passengers carried is 99.85 per cent, while the increase in the number of passengers 
carried i mile is but 73.11 per cent. This shows a decrease in the average length of journey, or, 
what means the same thing, an increase in local passenger traffic. 

The figures further disclose an increase in the average size and weight of freight trains, as is 
shown by the fact that to provide for the increase of 87.39 P^^ cent in the number of tons of freight 
moved i mile it was found necessary to increase freight-train mileage only 65.55 per cent. This, 
however, is a slight change as compared with the changes disclosed by corresponding data for 
other groups of railways. 

Table V — Earnings and income. — This table exhibits the earnings and income of operating 
railways, classified as earnings from freight traffic, earnings from passenger traffic, and income 
from fixed investments and other sources; it also shows the per cent of operating expenses to 
earnings from operation. 

Under the head of " Earnings from passenger traffic" is included the amounts received by 
railways for the transportation of mail and express, which in the group of railways under 
consideration amounts to 17 per cent of the total earnings from passenger traffic. The table 
further shows the movements from year to year in earnings and income, stated by amounts and 
percentages. 

The figures in Table V may be accepted as accurately representing the totals of earnings and 
income for the railways in Group III. In order, however, to bring this bulletin into harmony 



with the bulletins issued for other territorial groups the following summary is inserted, which 
shows the earnings from freight and passenger service assigned to mileage of operated line:

From the above summary it appears that there has been a decrease in the earnings from 
freight service per mile of line from $5,089.56 in 1880 to $4,698,76 in 1889, being a decrease of $390.80 
per mile. Passenger earnings per mile of line, on the other hand, have increased from $1,960.36 in 
1880 to $2,117.58 in 1889, being an increase of $157.22 per mile. 

From Table IV it appears that for the decade the number of tons of freight moved i mile 
has increased 87.39 per cent ^^^^ the number of passengers carried i mile 73.11 per cent, while 
Table V for the same period shows that earnings from freight service increased but 41.25 per 
cent and passenger earnings but 65.27 per cent. By a comparison of these facts it becomes 
apparent that the railways in Group III must have received less for carrying a ton of freight i 
mile or a passenger i mile in 1889 than in 1880, as is shown by the following summary:

These figures show the extent to which the public has been benefited by the increased 
economy in railway administration. Compared with corresponding data for the railways of the 
entire country in 1889, it appears that the railways in Group III carried both freight and 
passengers cheaper per mile than the average rate on all railways. Thus for the country at large 
in 1889 the receipts for passenger traffic per mile were 2.165 cents, while the receipts per mile 
per ton were 0.922 cents. 

Table VI — Expenditures. — This table shows the total expenditures incurred by operating 
companies, and classifies the same as operating expenses, interest on funded debt, rentals, taxes, 
and dividends. It also gives a statement of the surpluses and deficits, as reported by operating 
companies. 

Table VII — Operating expenses. — This table gives an analysis of operating expenses, and 
classifies the same as expenses incurred in maintenance of way and structures, maintenance of 
equipment, conducting transportation, and general expenses. 

The facts presented in Table VI, taken in connection with earnings and income as presented 
in Table V, permit the drawing of an income account for each of the years covered by the bulletin. 
Table V shows a falling off in earnings from freight and passenger service as compared with 



previous years in 1884, 1885, and 1888, and Table VI shows a deficit from operations in the years 
1S84 and 1885. In this respect the railways in Group III seem to have been subjected to the same 
commercial influences as were the railways throughout the country. 

As in the case of the other bulletins making up this set, there is inserted below an income 
account of the railways in Group III.

The value of railway property considered as an investment is properly represented by a 
capitalization of the average earnings at the current rate of interest. Since the above income 
account is taken from the books of operating railways, payment on railway capital will include 
rentals as well as interest on the funded debt and dividends. If, now, the payment per mile of 
line for interest on the funded debt, rentals, and dividends, be added together, it will be found 
that the average payment on railway capital during the last lo years is $1,751.33 per mile of line, 
which, capitalized at 5 per cent, shows the railways in Group III to be wortlr $35,026.60 per mile. 
The average length of line operated each year for the 10 years covered by this bulletin is 19,203.78 
miles, and the total value of railway property is found to be $672,643,120.55. 

It is interesting to compare the items of the above income account with the corresponding 
items for all the railways in the United States. The railways in Group III show $6,464.78 gross 
earnings per mile of line, as against $6,290 for the railways of the entire country; the net income 
is $2,009.79, as against $2,087, ^^^ ^^^ income from sources other than operation $152.19, as against 
$816. The railways in Group III give a total income from all sources, less operating expenses, 
of $2,161.98 per mile of line, as against $2,903 for all the railways in the United States. 

Turning now to deductions from income, it appears that railways in Group III pay $888.98 
per mile of line for interest on funded debt, as against $1,389 on all the railways in the country ; 
taxes $166.85, as against $179; dividends $289.83, as against $535, while rentals are $572.52, as 
against $628 for the railways in the United States. From this comparison it appears that the 
railways in Group III are fairly reoresentative of the average railwavs in the United States.

POPULATION OF OHIO 



BY MINOR CIVIL DIVISIONS. 



DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 

Census Office, 
Washington, D. C, October 3, 1891. 

This bulletin gives in detail the population of the state of Ohio by counties, townships, cities, 
wards of cities, towns, and villages according to the official count of the returns made under the 
Eleventh Census, taken as of June i, 1890. The population of the same divisions according to the 
census of 1880 is given for purposes of comparison. 

The population of the state under the present census is 3,672,316; in 1880 the population of 
the state was 3,198,062; these figures show an increase of 474,254, or 14.83 per cent. 

Of the 88 counties in the state 28 show decreases, most of them very slight. The remaining 
counties show increases varying greatly in number and per cent. 

The following summary shows the population of each county according to the censuses of 
1890 and 1880, together with the increase in number and per cent during the decade :

Cleveland shows the largest numerical increase in urban population. In that city an increase 
has taken place since i88o of 101,207, or 63.20 per cent. The following places show large 
percentages of increase: Wellston, Findlay, Brooklyn, Lorain, West Cleveland, Youngstown, 
Canton, Marion, and Lima. Cincinnati, the largest body of urban population in the state, shows 
an increase of 41,769, or 16.37 P^r cent. Seventy cities and villages in the state have a population 
of 4,000 or more, with a total population of 1,387,572. In 1880 the number of cities having this 
population was 46, with a total population of 892,112. This shows an increase during the decade 
in cities of this size of 495,460, or 55.54 per cent. 

Since the date of taking the present census the court of common pleas of Montgomery 
county has decided that the annexation of that part of Dayton city included in Harrison, Mad 
River, and Van Buren townships was illegal. The population of that territory is 3,242, and is 
included in the total for Dayton city. 

In only 2 cities is a decrease shown — Fremont and Pomeroy.

This bulletin gives the population of the state of North Carolina in detail by counties, 
townships, cities, wards of cities, towns, and villages according to the official count of the 
returns made under the Eleventh Census. The figures according to the census of 1880 are also 
given for purposes of comparison. 

The population of the state in 1890 was 1,617,947, in 1880 1,399,750, an increase of 218,197, or 
15.59 per cent, during the decade. 

In 1881 Durham county was formed from parts of Orange and Wake counties ; Vance county 
was formed from parts of Franklin, Granville, and Warren counties. Part of Clemmonsville 
township has been taken from Davidson county and added to Forsyth county since 1880. In 
cases where parts of counties have been taken to form new counties the population of the 
original county according to the census of 1880 is given. 

Of the ninety-six counties in the state twelve show decreases. In some instances this is due 
to a decrease in area. 

The following summary gives in detail the population of each county according to the 
censuses of 1890 and 1880, with the increase in number and per cent:

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FISH AND FISHERIES -MARINE MAMMALIA.

The statistics presented in this bulletin have been prepared by Mr. Charles F. Pidgin and Mr. 
Bert Fesler, special agents of the Census Office, and represent the business done out of United 
States ports in 1889 in the whale, fur-seal, and sea-otter fisheries. 

The tables present in detail the condition of these industries in the year 1889 as nearly as the 
peculiar methods of prosecuting the business will permit. The long voyages, extending over 3, 4, 
and even 5 x.ears, the shipments of products home at irregular intervals, and the absence of vessels 
from port during the census year are difficulties which have presented themselves, but as the 
same methods have been pursued in overcoming them as have been used in contemporaneous and 
previous reports the figures give the facts substantially as they existed in 1889, and at the same 
time can be used for all comparative purposes. 

These figures show that the total capital invested in all branches of the industry was $2,081,636, 
the pelagic whale fishery using $1,913,275, the shore whale fishery $15,604, and the fur-seal and 
sea-otter fishery $152,757. The whale fishery employed loi vessels, aggregating 22,660.39 ^^^ tons, 
valued, with outfits (including apparatus and repairs), at $1,791,173. When compared with the 
report for 1880 this shows a decrease of 40.94 per cent in the number of vessels, a decrease of 
41.35 per cent in the total net tonnage, and a decrease of 38.06 per cent in the value of the vessels 
and outfits, including apparatus and repairs. The total value of the products landed in 1889 was 
$1,834,551, of which the whale fleet reported $1,689,927, the shore fishery $19,641, and the fur-seal 
and sea-otter industry $124,983. When compared with the report for 1880 this shows a decrease 
of 36.46 per cent in the value of the products of the whale fleet. The total number of persons 
employed in the whale fishery was 3,017, in shore whaling 74, and in the fur-seal and sea-otter 
fishery 422, making a grand total of 3,513. The whale fleet was distributed over the whaling 
grounds as follows: Bering sea and Arctic ocean, 42; Atlantic ocean, 36; Okhotsk and Japan seas, 
9; South Pacific ocean, 8; Indian ocean, 6. By hailing ports the distribution was as follows: New 
Bedford, Massachusetts, 57; San Francisco, 27; Provincetown, Massachusetts, 9; Edgartown, 
Massachusetts, 3; New London and Stonington, Connecticut, 2 each, and Boston, i. Of the fur-seal 
and sea-otter fleet 11 vessels hailed from San Francisco, 7 from Port Townsend, Washington, 
I from Santa Barbara, California, and i from Salem, Massachusetts.

It is with pleasure that the assistance rendered by the United States commission of fish and 
fisheries is gratefully acknowledged. The statistical resources of that department have been 
placed freely at the disposal of the Census Office for the purposes of comparison and verification, 
and the accuracy and completeness of this bulletin are largely due to the opportunities thus 
afforded. 

The Census Office having a division devoted to the collection of statistics concerning the 
population, wealth, and resources of Alaska, the Fisheries Division has not attempted to comprise 
within this bulletin statistics concerning marine mammalia which are more appropriately included 
in the report on Alaska. However, as vessels from San Francisco, or from New Bedford 
rendezvousing at San Francisco, fish in Bering sea and the Arctic ocean off the Alaskan coast, 
and sometimes buy whale oil, bone, walrus ivory, skins of seals, sea otters, etc., from the natives, 
all of this business has been accredited to San Francisco or to the hailing port of the vessel which 
bought the products. Such business as is pursued by the Alaska Commercial Company is not 
given in this report, as their products are obtained exclusively on Alaskan territory.

MARINE MAMMALIA. 



BY CHARLES F. PIDGIN AKD BERT FESLER. 



There is probably no subject upon which a bulletin could be issued by the Census Office that 
can be subjected to more intelligent criticism than one concerning th^ whale and related fisheries 
of the United States. If the industry were more extensive it might not be possible to obtain such 
complete statistics, nor is it probable that so many independent agencies would be engaged in 
their collection and compilation. Whale fishing has always possessed both a commercial and a 
sentimental interest. A hardy race of mariners has engaged in the dangerous occupation, and 
history shows that it is but a step from the deck of the whaler to that of the man-of-war. As the 
fishing vessel has been looked upon as the school from which recruits could be obtained for the 
navy, it is but natural that the manifest decline of the whale fishery and the prospects of its 
ultimate extinction should be looked at from two points of view, the commercial and patriotic. 

It is not purposed here to give a history of the origin, growth, and decline of the whale 
fishery, although such information may appropriately form part of the volume of the census 
relating to fish and fisheries. It is a fact that the supply of whale oil could not have supplied the 
demands of the people, and the discovery of mineral oil must, therefore, be looked upon, not as a 
discovery that worked ruin to another industry, but as one that was a necessity, needed to take the 
place of an industry that must necessarily decline from natural causes. 

One of the agencies which has supplied statistics of the whale fishery for nearly half a century 
is a newspaper published in New Bedford, Massachusetts, called the Whalemen's Shipping List 
and Merchants* Transcript. 

Another source of statistics of the whaling industry are the reports of the bureau of statistics 
of the Treasury Department at Washington, which contain each year information regarding the 
number of vessels, tonnage, products landed, etc. 

The most complete and reliable comparative statistics are naturally furnished by the United 
States commission of fish and fisheries, which has a permanent body of experienced agents engaged 
in the work, and whose cordial co-operation with the Census Office work has been acknowledged. 

It is thus seen that the statistics obtained by the special agents sent out by the Census Office 
are brought into direct comparison with trade statistics, covering a period of nearly 50 years, 
obtained by experienced men, who thoroughly understand the industry, and . also with official 
statistics recorded or collected by two independent branches of the government service. The 
existence of such reliable statistics has enabled the Census Office to make comparisons therewith, 
and this comparison has resulted either in a mutual verification or in the discovery of explanations 
of variations found in the returns.

San Francisco (California), New London and Stonington (Connecticut), and Boston, Edgartown, 
New Bedford, and Provincetown (Massachusetts) are the home ports of the United States whaling 
fleet. Of the 57 vessels hailing from New Bedford there are 24 which rendezvous at San Francisco, 
outfitting and disposing of their product at that port. There are 3 tenders included in the fleet, 
which carry supplies to the whaling vessels and bring back the products. Of the 10 1 vessels in 
the fleet 5 were lost during the year 1889. One vessel was condemned, having become unfit for 
further service; one vessel was also engaged in menhaden fishing, and the New London vessels 
also took seal skins.

More than two-thirds of the vessels hail from ports in Massachusetts, or, more exactly, 69.31 
per cent. Of the total net tonnage 32.88 per cent belongs to California, 1.78 per cent*to Connecticut, 
and 65.34 per cent to Massachusetts. The largest vessel of the fleet is the steamer Orca, of San 
Francisco,which has a tonnage of 462.39, and fishes in Bering sea and the Arctic ocean; the smallest 
is the steamer Angelia B. Nickerson, of Prgvincetown, 26.97 tons, which fishes in the Atlantic 
ocean.

It will be noticed that more than one-half of the vessels are barks, the schooner rig ranking 
next as regards number. 

The decline in the whaling industry is not due entirely to the introduction of mineral oil, but 
is largely attributable to the scarcity of whales and their increased shyness. With a view of 
covering the whaling grounds in less time and a consequent saving in expense, steam whaling 
vessels have been introduced and used successfully. In the fleet of loi vessels are included ii 
steamers, 7 belonging to San Francisco, i to Provincetown, and 3 to New Bedford. They aggregate 
^,5 78.48 tons, and cost originally $495,000. It is probable that it will be found that the most 
economical and successful way of carrying on the whaling industry is by means of steam 
whaling vessels. 

Full particulars relating to the whale fleet of the United States in 1889 are shown in the 
following table. The points covered embrace the rigs, net tonnage, value, and number of crew 
for each hailing port, and a grand aggregate representing the entire fleet.

It will be seen that the principal product credited to San Francisco is whalebone, to 
Provincetown sperm oil, to New Bedford whalebone, although the value of sperm oil is but little 
less than that of whalebone. 

The percentages of total value of products disclose the fact that the value of whalebone 
represents nearly three-fifths of the total value of all products, or 59.18 per cent, and the combined 
value of sperm and whale oil amounts to 38.94 per cent, or less than two-fifths, the value of the 
ambergris and ivory rounding out the hundred per cent. 

The kinds of whales and percentage of each kind caught are shown in the following table, 
the number of each kind being credited to the respective home ports:

Considering the number of whales caught, the sperm whale represents 67.56 per cent of the 
total number, the right whale 13.98 per cent, and the bowhead whale 15.51 per cent, the three kinds 
combined forming 97.05 per cent of the whole number. A correlation of this table with the 
recapitulation of products discloses some interesting facts. Considering ambergris and sperm oil 
as the products of the catch of sperm whales and whale oil and whalebone as the products of the 
catch of right and bowhead whales, the following comparative table is evolved:

This indicates that although the sperm whales form 67.56 per cent of the whole number of 
whales caught, the value of their products is but 29.50 per cent of the total value of all products. 
On the other hand, the right and bowhead whales form but 29.49 per cent of the whole number 
caught, but they yield 70 per cent of the total value of products.

It is seen that the native born and naturalized citizens of the United States number 1,802, or 
59.73 per cent of the whole number of persons employed; that is, the majority of the employes in 
the whaling industry are American citizens. The Portuguese form 23.17 per cent of the total. 
San Francisco vessels give employment to 34.44 per cent of the whole number of employes, and 
New Bedford vessels, including those which rendezvous at San Francisco, 54.72 per cent, or more 
than one-half.

An examination of this table in connection with the one given on page 12 respecting the "lays " 
of each rank will give an idea of the relative importance of each judged by the money earned. 
The designations and totals at the left will indicate the importance of each rank in the composition 
of a crew. 



In the succeeding table is given a classified statement by home ports of the " lays " paid to each 
rank or grade of service in the whaling industry. The " lay " is the share or portion of the value 
of the catch that falls to the employ^, from captain to ship's boy, the " lay " being agreed upon before 
the vessel sails. The method of presentation is to indicate the tenth lay by " loth", the twentieth 
by " 2oth", the two hundred and twenty-fifth by " 225th", etc. Instead of an average, which would 
not be an indication of the actual share paid, three quotations are presented for each rank for each 
port, the highest being indicated by "maximum", the lowest by "minimum", and the prevailing 
rate by the word " usual".

a The figures for New Bedford also represent the lays of Edgartown, New London, and Stunington, as they generally ship their crews in New Bedford. 

In San Francisco the "usual " lay for a captain is the " 15th "; in New Bedford, Edgartown, 
New London, and Stonington, the " 12th", and in Provincetown and Boston the " loth". The 
variations are so graphically shown in the table that their further repetition in text is unnecessary. 
The actual money value of the " lay " is, of course, dependent upon the " catch", so that the " 50th " 
on one vessel may mean as much or even more money than the " loth" on another vessel. The 
actual amount of money received by a crew is also affected by the amount of the " advance", by 
the practice on some vessels of paying both a lay and a wage, and in some ranks, such as cook, of 
paying wages only. 

In presenting the whale fleet of the United States in 1889 it was stated that 5 vessels were 
lost during that year. These were the James A. Hamilton, valued at $5,000, lost on the way to 
Ounalaska; the Jacob A. Rowland, valued at $16,000, lost on Johnson's island, in the Pacific ocean; 
the Ohio 2d, valued at $16,000, lost on Noonivak island, in Bristol bay; the Lucretia, valued at 
$20,000, lost in the Arctic ocean, and the Mary Frazier, valued at $8,000, lost at sea. The loss of 
life on the James A. Hamilton could not be ascertained. On the Jacob A. Howland i life was lost, 
on the Ohio 2d 16, on the Lucretia none, and on the Mary Frazier 5. The total value of the 5 
vessels was $65,000, and the total number of lives lost was 22. 



THE SHORE WHALE FISHERY. 

No vessels are used in this braich of the whaling industry, although in some cases a vessel 
may carry out boats to the fishing place. Boats are used of the same kind as found in the vessel 
fishery. The whales are sighted from land, and then the boats set out in pursuit. The returns 
embrace but 3 counties, Monterey and San Luis Obispo, in California, and Suffolk, in New York. 
The information secured covers the same points as far as the peculiarities of the fishery will 
permit, as in the case of the deep-sea fishing, and the same form of statistical presentation is 
followed except in a few instances, where the information could be given in a more condensed 
form in text.

Americans carry on the shore fisheries in New York and Portuguese in California, but one 
American being so engaged in the latter state. 

The Monterey shore whalers are employed 3 months during the year, and get one barrel each 
out of every 50 taken. One barrel is valued at $13, which for the year 1889 worked out an average 
monthly earning of $50 each for the crew, whalebone included. In San Luis Obispo county the 
captain owned all the property and paid his crew $10 per month. In Suffolk county. New York, 
the crews of the 4 boats owned them, and their " wages ** were more in the nature of profits. 

In addition to the information given above concerning the shore fishery the following has 
been obtained, but in such a necessarily incomplete condition that it is impossible to present it in 
tabular form. In the season of 1889-90, 1,301 porpoises were taken off the coast of North Carolina, 
yielding 2,701 gallons of oil. The hides were valued at $5,880, and the oil at $690. One hundred 
and three persons were engaged in the business, and $12,576 were invested in factories, boats, 
seines, etc. At Point Pleasant, Maine, an Indian village on the Saint Croix river, a few porpoises 
and seals are taken annually by the Indians. The output in 1889 was 1,500 gallons, which sold 
in Eastport for $900. In the town of Gouldsboro '50 gallons of porpoise oil were made in 1889 
from animals shot in Indian harbor and Gouldsboro bay, which yielded $50. Shore whaling is also 
pursued irregularly by the Makah Indians of Washington. 
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THE FUR-SEAL AND SEA-OTTER FISHERY. 

Following nearly the same plan as in the case of the pelagic whale fishery, the names, rigs, and 
net tonnage of the fur-seal and sea-otter fleet of the United States in 1889 are given, arranged by 
states and home ports, as follows:

Over one-half, or 67.54 per cent, of the persons employed are accredited to the United States, 
but 155, or 54.39 per cent, of these were Indians fishing off Cape Flattery. The crews of San 
Francisco and Port Townsend were of about equal size, and together constitute 91.47 per cent of 
the total number of employes. 

In the list of vessels comprising the fur-seal and sea-otter fleet of the United States in 1889 
2 vessels are stated to have been lost during that year while engaged in the industry. These 
were the Otter, valued at $7,500, lost in the Pacific ocean, and the Annie, valued at $3,500, the 
place where lost not being given. There were 23 lives lost on the Otter and 11 on the Annie. 
The combined value of the two vessels was $11,000, and the whole number of lives lost was 34.

This bulletin gives the population of the state of Georgia in detail by counties, militia 
districts, cities, wards of cities, towns, and villages according to the official count of the returns 
made under the Eleventh Census, taken as of June i, 1890. The figures for the same divisions 
according to the Tenth Census are also presented for purposes of comparison. 

The population of the state as returned in 1880 was 1,542,180, while in 1890 a population of 
1,837,353 is returned, an increase of 295,173, or 19.14 per cent. 

Of the one hundred and thirty-seven counties in the state only nineteen show decreases, 
most of which are very slight. The following counties show increases of more than 100 per cent: 
Coffee, Dodge, Glynn, Irwin, Ware, and Wilcox. 

The following summary gives the population of each county according to the censuses 
of 1890 and 1880 and the increase or decrease in number and per cent during the decade :

This bulletin gives the population of the state of Mississippi in detail by counties, beats, cities, 
wards of cities, towns, and villages according to the official count of the returns made under the 
Eleventh Census, taken as of June 1, 1890 ; also the population of the same divisions according to the 
census of 1880, in order to show the increase or decrease during the decade. 

The population of the state under the census of 1880 was 1,131,597 ; under the present census 
the population returned is 1,289,600, an increase of 158,003, or 13.96 per cent. 

Since 1880 Pearl River county has been organized from parts of Hancock and Marion counties. 
The name of Sumner county has been changed to Webster. Of the seventy-five counties in the state 
eleven show decreases. 

The summary which follows gives the population of each county according to the censuses of 
1890 and 1880, and the increase or decrease in number and per cent:
